Socrates, the {choolemaiſter of Plato,con- 
felled one onely God, and was conderined 
to drinke poyſon, for teaching that the hea- 
then CGocs which they worſhipped in hys$ 
time, were but vanity. Aul.Gel. 

VVhen Plato wrote of any ſcrious matter, 
he began his Letters in the name of one on- 
ly God, and when otherwiſe, in the name of 
many gods. Ep. ad Dyoni/. 

Orpheus whagyd write, of the aw” 
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eodsin his time to Muſz us, made recantati- 
on, ſaying, There is but one God. Athenag, 
Cicero alledgeth one loucraigne g0d, Her- 
mes Euripides,Sophocles, Epictetus, Heſi- 
odus,8& Ouid, attribute the creation of the 
world,and all things therein to one God, 

Antiſthenes was of opinion , that there 
vere many popular gods, and but one true 
and natural! God,which is the Creator of al, 

The Sabians worſhipped God in 3. per- 
ſons, naming the firſt Holy, the ſecond Fidi- 
5, the third Semi-pater , and in their oathes 
they did commonly put Fidias in the midſt, 
as vnder that name comprehending all the 

3. perſons, whereof came their great oath, 
Medins Fidius, 

The auncient Romans called their Iupiter 
Optimus maximus, to ſhew that his diuinity is 
before his omnipotencie. 

The Perſians had two gods,the one good, 
Creator 8& author of al goodnes,whom they 
called by the name of 77th , the other wic- 
ked, author of ail cuiil, reſembling him to 
Darknes and Ignorance. Agathins. 

The Tuſcane wits are ſharpe and walpiſh, 
Ciod keepeth them vnder a Prince , the 
Switzers be a people of a contrary diſpoliti- 
on, peaccable and quiet, he therefore giveth 
B 2 them 
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them liberty, the Venetiansto be of a meane 
berwixt both , therefore hee permitteth to 
them a mixt or meane kind of gouernment, 
Lipfins. 

Euclides beeing demaundeg many things 
touching God,aunſwered : Other thinges I 
know not, but of this I am aſſured, that hee 
hateth curious perſons. 

The Athenians baniſhed Protagoras their 
cittie and Country , becauſe in one of his 
bookeshe called im queſtion the dietie ; and. 
cauſed his bookes to be burned. Cicero. 

Vpon the image of Senacharib in Egipt 
was written, Learne by me to feare God. 

Pherecides an Afyrian, for contemning 
God,and godlines, was ſo conſumed vyuh 
lyce, that he fled for ſhame from the ſocietc 
of men, and died milerably. 

Lucian, having proteſſed Chriſtianity vns 
der the Emperour Traian , fell away after- 
wardes, and became ſo prophane and impi- 
ous, that hee mocked at Religion and diut- 
nite, where-ypon hee was ſirnamed Atheiſt, 
- the end he was torne in peeces with dogs.

The Emperovur Tuſtinian, continuing ob- 
ſtinate in the hereſie of Pelagius, the wrath 
of Cod fell ypon him,and ſuddenly without 
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the little World. E; 
any erudpe or token of {icknes, hee was de- 
prived of his ſences, and became atfoole, hee 
wasſo ſtrooken, that his lite and folly ended 
moneday. P. Diaconus. | 

lulian the Apoſtate,at his death caſt vp his 
blood into the ayre,crying Viciiti Galilee. 

Augultys erected an Altar in the Capitol), 
with this inſcription, The altar of the firit bee 
gotten ſonne of God, Nicepb, | 

The Emperour Tiberis , vponaTLetter 


written to him from Pontius Pilate , repor- 


ting the miracles of Telus and his innocent 
death, with his glorious reſurrection , pre- 
ferred a bill to the Senate with his aflent vn- 
toit, to haue them proclaime Ieſus to bee 
God, which they retuſed , but Tiberms a- 
bode itillin his opinion. Egefypprs, 
Alexander the fonne of Mammea, dydin 
his chappell worſhip Teſus, firnamed Chriſt, 
of whom he tooke his Poeſie, (Doe not to an- 
other, that Which thou Wouldeft not baue doone 
Þuts thy ſelfe.) And therefore the Antiochis 
ans called him the Arch priclt of Syria D1on. 
Certaine Pagans vied outrage and otiered 
great injurieto a religious man, andin diſs 


daine asked him what profit hee had by his,” 
Chriſt : Is not this, aunſwered hee, a {ingu- \ 


kr profit, not to be moued with your bitter 
B 3 words, 
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words,and to pardon the heauiewrongs you 
haue doone me? Caſ5ianus. 

The Apoſtles forſooke all , and followed 
Chriſt, that the mother Church might res 
ceiue them naked, whom their mother fleſh 
hadibrought naked into the world, Cyprian. 

The Chriſtian ſouldiers vnder Julian the 
Apoſtate burning incenſe, had almoſt forſas 
ken Chriſt, but after, beeing better adviſed, 
they reſtored theyr gifts to him which hee 

aue them tocommtt idolatry,and earneſtly 
5 Gred,that for their right hand vyhich had 
made that fault,their ok body might ſuf- 
fer for Chriſt. Pb, Lonicerrs, 

Marcellius Biſhop of Rome, for feare of 
D1toclefian offered ſacrifice to idols, & Heaz 
then gods, but afterward lamented it. Idem. 

Origen conſtrained and drawne to the Al- 
tar by the cruel] inſtruments of ſathan,ſacri- 
ficed tothe gods of Alexandria,but after bes 
ing deſired to teach at Teruſalem,reading the 

16,yerle of the 50. plalme, Yntothe vvicked 
ſayd S0d,Wwhat hait thou to doe, to declare mine 
ordir wnces,that thou ſhouldeſt take my com- 
maundement in thy mouth ? he fate downe and 
mc arned, 

1 ::e Valentiniansdid hold, that there were 
thirtic couple of Gods, the Heathen vyor- 

ſhip. 
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ſhipped thirty thouſand. Augw. 

Euphemer a Tegeian, wrote the true Hi- 
ſtorie and genealogic of the Heathen Gods, 
ſhewing thar they were Kings, Princes, and 
oreat perſonages, and therfore he was called 
Atheiſt, Lattan. 

Varro, the beſt learned ofall the Romans, 
madea bedrole of all the gods, for feare (as 
heſayth) leaſt they ſhould ſtray away,wher- 
in he concludeth, that thoſe doe worſhip the 
true God, which adorne the onely one, and 
acknowledge him to bee the Gouernour of , 
all the world, 

The Pyrrhoniſts, a kinde of Philoſophers 
called Sceptikes (that is to ſay, doubters) dyd 
rather ſuſpend theyr judgment touching the 
God-head, then call it in queſtion. 


Of Heauen. * 


Heauen i called of Ariftotle, the moſt excel- 
ent booke of nature, Whoſe longitude is between 
both the Poles, latitude from Eaſt 20 the Veit, 
and altitude from the Soutb to the N oth. 


T Here are in Heaven three Hierarchies, 
Epipbenia, Epiphon1mia, Enpbumia. Ept- 
phania, containeth three orders , Serapbins, 6 


Cherubins,Thrones, the firſt of theſe excelleth 
in 
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in zealousloue,theſecond in knowledpe,the 
third in fuſtice. 

Epiphonomia, containeth likewiſe three or- 
ders, Principalities, Powers, Dominations, 
the firſt teacheth men of lower eſtate to re- 
uercnce their farre betters ; thenext, chaſe 
away evill ſpirits, comforting the that fight 
in ghoſtly battel, the laſt informe me how to 
behaue theſelues in ſpiritual confliats, Ifrdor, 

Euphumia,hath alſo vnder it three lower or- 
ders, Vertues, Archangels, Angels, Angels 


working miracles,ſhewing nuracles, & com= 


forters. 

Saint Denis writeth of three Hierarchies, 
the firit aboue heauen, of three perſons, the 
ſecond in heauen, of Angels, the third vnder 
heauen, of Prelates. 

The Spheare, taken generally, containeth 
all perf&&t rounJe bodies, vvhether they be 
{ollid or not ; vyhether contained vnder one 
only Superficiesor more, and ſo may every 
Orbe be called a Spheare : perticulcrly ra- 
ken,and inbis proper ſignification, nothing 
iSa Spheare but a perfe& round body being 
ſolid , contained vnder one Superticies or 
face, in whoſe middle 15s a poynt,from which 
all lines that are drawne to the Superficies, 
arc equall the one to the other. 
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This is denided into two parts, Flementall, 
which-contaimeth the foure Elements, Fire, 
Avre, V Vater, Earth, which are fubiect ro 
alterations; Aethereall, rhat compaſleth the 
elementall {ubſtance in his hollownes, being 
by nature lightſume, vnchangeable, & cons 
taineth renne Spheares, 

The firſt and higheſt ; is called the firſt 
Moweabe, containingallthe other , and by 
hisnaturajl motion mooveth from the Eaſt 
tothe V Veſt, & ſo tothe Eaſt agame m 2.4. 
howres ſpace, & carricth by violenceall the 
other Spheares. 

The next is the heauenChriffaline, vobich 
naturally but very ſlowhe, moueth trom the 
Eaſt towards the vveſt, in many yeeres pal- 
ſing but one degree, This motion hath cau- 
ſed the ſtarres to alter their longitudes,. 

The third 1s the Firmament of fixed ſtarrs, 
whoſe motion by nature is vppon two hittle 
Circles, the one about the head of Aries, the 
other of Libra, which is cailed the motion of 
Trepidation, 

The other ſeauen Sphearesare of the ſea- 
ven Planets, ot which Satarne is the higheſt, 
yet ſloweſt in proper motion, cold, dry,and 
=_ who endeth h1s courſe in thirty yeeres, \ 
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Tupiter is temperate, fairc and bright, moos 
vine from VVelt to Eaſt, yyboſe courſe 
preformed in twelue yeeres. 

Mars is hote and dry, of fierie colour ma- 
king his reuolution from V Veſt toward Eaſt 
in two yecres. 

Sel is a King among the Plants in the midlt 
of his throne, the golden eye of heause;, light- 
ning the vniverſall frame with his beames, 
making one perfect reuolution in three hun» 
dred {ixtie five dayes and ({1xe hovres. 

Venus is cold, moiſt, and cleere, her courſe 
islike vnto Sol, neuer aboue eight & fortie 
degreesfrom him, when ſhe ſheweth in our 
Horizon ſhee is called Lucifer, the day itarre, 
and when ſhee followeth him , ſhee is called 
Heſperus, the euening (tarre. 

Mercurieis neuer aboue 29, degrees from 
the Sun, his courle is like vnto the ſame. 

The Moone loweſt of the ſeauen, running 
over the whole Zodiacke in 27. dayes and 
eyght houres, and ſomewhat more. Al theſe 
ſeauen maketheyr revolution naturally fro 
VVeltto Eaſt, & yetby violence of the firlt 
moueable,arecarriedfrom Ealtto V Veſt. 

The Spheare of heauen goeth vpon two 
Poles, the North and the South, which are 
neuet ſcene of vs, 
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The Center of the Spheare is the middle 
poynt of the ſame, and the Axe of it isa right 
ine, paſsing from one ſide of the ſame (by 
his Center) to the cotrary ſide, about which 
the roundnes of heauen moueth,as a wheele 
about an Axletree, butthe lyne nt ſelfe ſtan- 
deth (till, 

The ends of this line Axis, are called Car- 
dines celi, becauſe they mooue about the hol- * 
lownes of the Poles. 

The Hemiſpþheare 1s halfe the Spheare, that 
isthe part that is ſeene of vs,8 for defaulr of 
cur ſight, it ſeemerh to vs to touch the earth, 

Inthe body of the higheſt Spheare & tirlt 
Moueable, it i$imagined that there are ten 
Circles, the ſixe greater are the Fquinottial, 
Zodiacke, Horizon , Meridian , and two Co- 
lures, the leſſer toure, are the Tropicke of 
Cancer, the Tropicke of Capricorne, the Ar- 
ticke, and 7intarticke, 

The Equino&tiall, called the Fquatoy, or 
girdle ot heauen, deuideth Heaven inro two 
partsalike, the which be called Hemiſpbeares, 
ſo called, eyther for that it is equally in the 
nudſt of heanen, or tor that the 5un comin | 
to his circle, makes both day & night equall. £ \ 

The Zodiacke isa great circle,8 taketh his \\ 


naine of the Greek word ſigrifying a lyoing 
Creature, 
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creature, and ofthe LatinesSignifer, for that 
it beareth the twelue ſignes., 

Horizon deuideth the halfe of the Heauen 
which we ſee, fromthe halte which vvee ſee 
not,in Latine it is called Finitoy, & maketh 4, 
principal points, Eaſt, V Veſt, North, South, 

The Meridian palleth fro the Poles of the 
world by our Yerticall poynt, cutting the He- 
ri29n inthe North ——_ poynts. 

Colures doe declare the times called A4equi- 
nottiall and Solititiall, that is , when the day 
and night beequall in length , alſo when the 
day is longeſt, and the night ſhorteſt, paſsing 
by the ligne Libre 1nto Aries, 8 turne again 
to their owne point. 

The Tropicke of Cancer isa circle, equallic 
diſtant from the Equinetiall, lying betweene 
itand the North Pole, and king the E: 
clipticke in the beginning of Cancer,it 1s called 
Tropicke, ſignifying a returning, becauſe the 
Sumne beeing brought to this point,. talleth 
im his noone height,and returneth apaine, 

The Tropicke of Capricorne is betwixt the 
Aquator and the South Pole, & is deſcribed 
by the Sun inthe ſhorteſt day of vvinter, at 
which time the ſun entereth into Copricorne. 

The Articke Circle js a letle circle of the 
Spheare, deicribed by the Northerne Pole, 
ot 
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for thafſoſthe Feliptick. Proclus ſayth it is deſcribed 
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by the formoſt toote of /r/a maior, & there- 
of taketh his rame, 

The Antarticke isa like circle deſcribed by 
the South Pole of the Eclitticke, and is called 
fntarticke of a Greek word ,which ſignifieth 
N»poſttion, becauſe it is oppoſite to the other. 

The foure greater circles are ſtill the ſame 
through the whole world,and are ſayd to bee 
moueable circles, for ſo muchas in the mos 
tion of heaven, they be alſo mooued, of the 
which the Zquinottiall and the Zodiacke are 
moueable pertetly : but the two Colures are 
vnperfectly moouecable, and never ſhew the 
wholecircle inany crooked Spheare. 

The other 2.greater circles be called fixed, 
forthar they neuer mooue by the motion of 
heauen, but they be changeable in euery re- 
gion, forſomuch as the Verticallof every Re- 
gion is diners, by the which the Meridian of 
deceſsitie muſt paſſe, and is the Pole alſo of 
the Horizon, 

By the rwelue ſignes the Planets that bee 
called Sidera errantia ryoue not, torthey err, 
for they haue moſt certaine moouing, but 
they bee called errantia, becaule they holde 
theyr courſe againſt the courle of the Firma- 
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Caput Dracenis, and Caude Dracomis,the head 


ofthe Dragon,and the tayle,are two ſtares, 
that are of the natures of Planets ; this Dra- 

on kept the garden of the Heſperides , and 
Fo his continuall yvatching vyas placedin 
Heauen, Ouid. 

Cephens was ſometimes King of Egipt, the 
husband of Ceſs10teia, and Father of Andrvs 
meda the loue of Perſeus, at whoſe byrth the 
Gods {wore that none of his kinde ſhoulde 
talt of immortalitice, and therefore hce vvas 
Nellifed. 

Booles orthe Northerne VVagoner , kee- 
perth the two Beares, the ſame circle is called 
Artopiilax, and 1s beautified vyith many 
ſtarres, 

Corona, or Ariarnes crowne, made of nine 
{ver {tarres, which was the garland that /Ve- 
ns gane vnto her when ſhe became Bacchus 
loue after that Theſecus forſooke her. Ouid. 

Hercules, atter his many great labours, by 
tle conſent otallthe Gods, vyas taken vp 
into Heauen, 

Lyra, or the Harpe of Orphens , by yvhole 
melodioustouch hee drevve ſtones, byrds, 
and bealts after him ; after his death vvas 
fained tobe a figne in Heauen. 

Cignus the Swanne, vnder whoſe ſhape In- 
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piter raviſhed Leda, was by him made a ſtar, 

Ca{4iopeia, ſometimes the pride of Egypt, 
for braving the Sea Nymphs _ with 
her beauty, was changed into aſtarre, vvho 
inthe motion cf the heauens is drawn back- 
wards, 

Perſeus is nexther, the ſonne of Danee,who 
liter begot of her in the ſhape of a golden 
ſhower, he overcame Med#ſa by the help of 
Minerua, and reſcued Andromeda, but at hys 
returne, his grandfire Acriſcins meeting him, 
vas by Meduſas heade turnedto a ſtone, 
which Perſens much lamenting, was by the 
Gods taken vp into heaven. 

Auriga or the V Vagoner, the Poetsfayne 
to be Hippolitus, who flying his mother Phe- 
drasluſt, was for bis chaſtitie by the Gods 
made a ſtarre. 

By himſtands the great Inpiters Nurſe, by 
whom hee vvas foltered,, vvhen hee vvas 
conucied by his mother Ops, from Satarne, 
who would have deuoured him. 

Serpentarius the Serpent holder, haning the 
picture ofa man, is compoſed of tyyentie 
foure ſtarres, holding a Serpent in his band, 
and asit vvere ſtriuing there-vvith , hee 1s 
fayned to bee Eſculpins the fonne of Apollo, 
vvho yyhen [ippolitus vyas dead, reitored 
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him againeto life, and after was called Yirs 
bius, Okid, 

The Serpent Phabus placed by his fonne, 
for that by his. meanes hee reſtored Glaucut

Pbryxus and his fer ouer Helleſpont from 
therrcruell mother. 

Taurus the Bull that Twpiter transformed 
him imo, when he ſtole Fxrops the daugh- 
ter of {penor, | do 

VVithm his forme are the ſeauen Wes: 
once Atlas daughters calted Arlantides, 'of 
the which Elettrs the fayreſt, the ſame night 
that Troy was burned, puld in her head, 
ndwould not ſee the flames, ſince vvhich = 
time, therebe but ſixe ofthe ſeene, vvho © 
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are alſonamed, Hyades, and Plyades, 
Gemini, Caitor, and Pollux , were bepot by 
Jupiter one Leds, when he transformed him» 
ſelfe into a Swan. 

Cancer the Crab, when Hercules was figh- 
ting with Hydre, bit him by the heele, whom 
he eſpying killed , but Juno for that ſhe ſent 
her, made her a ſigne in heaven.

Aquarius is Ganymedes of Troy, vyvhom 
Jupiter cauſed bis Eagle to fetch to beehis 
Pape. 

= are thoſe fiſhes, that yyhen Yenus 
and Cupid young themſclaes by Euphra- 
tes, were compaſled by the great Gyant73- 
pbow , for feare of him tooke the River, and 
were ſuſtained by them whom ſhe changed 
toltarres.

V'Vhen Ariftides was to determine a con- 
troverſie hewwecne two, one of them ſayde, 
My aduerſary Ariſtides hath doone the 
wrong. But heaunſwered ; My friend , des 
clare onely vvherein he hath wronged thee, 
tor I am here to doe thee right, and not my 
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felfe. Laerti is. 

Antonius Venerens, Duke of Venice,caus 
edhis ſonne to die in priſon becauſe hee had 
ramſhed a maide. 

Papinian a Pagan, although hee was com- 
maunded by the Emperor Caracalla (whoſe 
Reward and tamiliar hee was) to detende an 
ynult cauſe, would not doe it. Marſtlius. 

Cleon ot | acedemon, minding to deale in 
publique affayres,called all his friends toge- 
ther, and told them thathee renounced and 
diſcharged himſelte of all friendſhip, becauſe 
tcauled men ſometimes to {warue from m- 
tice, Plut. 

Aurelianus the Emperour, was fo fearefull 
of placing an vrwoorthy man in the ſeate of 
wdgement, that hee neuer preferredany ro 
the dienity of Senator, but with the conſent 
of the whole Senate.

Traiarws allighted from his horſe as he Was 
yoinpto warres, onely to doe iuitice ro a 
poore woman, Eutrepits. 

Mardus fate in judgement vpon his Sonne 
Cartanes,and would have put him to death, & 
but Artaxerxes ſeeing his tultice, pardoned \ 
his Orme.

Domniusaiwayes puniſhed the poore, & 
thoſe that were of no power, bur the rich and 
mighty he parJoned, Suetonius. 

Demetrius the befieger, having receiued 
many requeſts and {upplications of his ſub- 
jects, threwe them all into the water as hee 
went ouer the bride, whereupon his ſabiects 
conceived ſuch hatred againit him, that hys 
Armieforſooke him 8& vcelded to Pyrrhus, 
who drauec him out of lus kingdome . Dis- 
dorus. 

The Romaine Cenſcrs, disfranchiſed a cit- 
tizen of Rome, becauſe te breathed & yaw- 
nedalittictoo loude in theyr preſence, 
lerius. 

Auguſtus Czfar,beeing deſired by Tacitus 
ro come to his houſe, to wudge of an offence 
which one of his ſonnes had commuted, did 
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as Tacitus requeſted, but firſt he commaun- 
dedthat euery one ſhould firlt ſer downe his 
minde in writing, and then he gaue his cen- 
ſure, fearing that it he had ſpoken firlt, they 
would all haue (aid as he ſayd. Seneca. 

Ferdinando the fourth, admdeing tvvo 
knights ro cle2th more through anger then 
wltice, one of them cryed aloude, ſaying : 0 
bruit 5 ing, we cite thee to appeare within 3O, 
dayes before the tribunall ſeate of leſus Chriſt, 
to receive tudgement for thine intnitice , vpon 
the laſt of which dayeshe dyed. Paulus Di- 
aronus, 

The name of law was vn known among the 
Greekes in the time of Homer. loſephes. 

Minos, Zoroaltres, Triſmegiitus, Caron- 
Cas, Lycurgus, Solon, Draco, Numa, & o- 
ther law-giuers, have euer fathered theyr 
hwesvponſome God, the better to haus 
them inauthoritie, nature teaching the, that 
Itappertained vnto CJod alone, and that 0- 
therwiſe the lawes would not be oblerued. 

The Princes of Fertia & Media, gave col- 
ſe] to Darivs, that bee thoulde never change 
any law after it was Once mae, 

Diodorus writ ot certaive people , among 
who no man ought toſpeake of the chance 


ot a awe, except hee wore a halter , vvith 
which 
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vvhich hee was hanged if his opinion tooke 
not place. 

The Cittizens of Marſciils, were much re. 
nowned for that they remained conttant m 
their lawes & cuſtoms without changing, 

Lycurgas,atter hee had bronght the Lace- 
demonians to receiue his lawes , hee made 
themail lweare thatthey would alter noiote 
of them during his abſence, and after that,he 
never returned into his country agarne. 

Orpheus was cut in peeces by the women 
of Thrace, becauſe hee had changed ther 
lawes, 

The Emperour Galba was greatly praiſed 
becauſe hee woulde neither change auncient 
law, nor create nevv. 

Plutarch exhorted _T raiane to take more 
careinceing his auncienthawes vvell pre- 
ſcraed tnenin making newe , andaboue all 
things,that h1s life ſhould ferue for a law. 

Solon requelted that his lawes might bee 
preſerued tor an hundred yeres ſpace, to the 
ende that they mightnever be changed. 

In Greece were certaine Officers -called 
N om»thetes, who tooke great regard that ns 
man ſhould derogate from any gaod Jawes. 

The Almaines vvere prayſed tor changing 
theyr cultoms, which were ſound to bee = 
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al before, Tacitus. 

VVhen Varus was vanquiſhed in Cerma- 
ie.they put cut the eyes of all the Lavvyers 
hich they could fince, and from ſome they 
pulled out theyr tongaes allo. Florus, 

Galeaze Duke of Millan, cauſed a Lavv=- 
jerto be hanyed for delaying cf a ſute a- 
gainſt a maniteſt and cleere debr. 

Ferdinando the Emperour, ſending a vice- 
roy into the Indies which kad beene newite 
cicovered, forbad him to carryourr any 
Lawes vyith him, to the end hee ſhould not 
{owe there the ſecede ctſutes. 

French-men in matters! tryall and Javve, 
doe ſo ſimply behaue themſelues, that they

IDracones lawes were written yvith blood, 
andnotincke, Deme/t. 

Draco {et downe equail puniſhment for al: 
manner of offen.es, being the firſt Athenian 
Law-giuer, whole decrees Solon abolithed, 
laue onely thole which were againit murder, 

Ariltotie maketh mention ot a Countrey, 
where the inhabitants were to aſſure the 
ſafety ofthe wares, and to repay vnto paſ- 
{engersthat loſſe yyhich they had ſuſtained

and Scipio Panetivs, who was learned, inall 
ſons both good andeuiil. Plus. 

Euclidesof Megara, defirousto beare the 
wiſedome of Socrates,who read Philoſophy 
at Athence, betweene vvhich two Citties, 
there was mortall emnity , ſo that no Citti- 
zen of the one durſt be feene in the other, 
vithoutgreat danger diſguiſed himlelfe luke 
ewoman, and ſo heard Socrates. 

Apeſilaus ſuſtaining great loſſes by Epamis 
nondas , commaunded his Souldiours to

The Athenians being deuided and banded

Thales,although numbred amony the ſea-

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Demades,a man very pollitique, and prac- 
tiſed inſtate,being asked what Tutor he had 
to inſtru&thimin wiſdom, anſwered, the tri- 
bunall of the Athenians,meaning the Coun, 
and experience toexcel| all the precepts 
Philoſophy.

Antonius the meeke, was a vertnovs vvile 
Emperovr, and ſo well aduiſed in all hisdo- 
ings, that hee never repented him of any 
thing he did.

The 7,Sages, or wile-men of Greece,were 
renowned throughout al the world, of whom 
the firlt was Thales Muleſius , who ws 
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the card to ſaile by. Laertius. 

The ſecond was Snlon , who = the firſt 
lavesto the Athenians, and iudged no man 
happy before his death, 

The third was Chtlo of Lacedemon, vvho 
wasEmbailadour into the Orient for the A- 
thenians. 

The fourth was Pittacus,who was not only 
a Philoſopher, but alſo Captaine of the My- 
tienes . 

The tift was Cleobalus, that deſcended fro 
the auntient line of Hercules. 

The {ixt was Periander , of whonr the Hi- 
ſtoriographers doubted, whether his Philo- 
lophy or tirany were greater. 

The ſeauenth Bias, that was Prince of the 
Pyraneans, a learned Philoſopher,and a va- 
liant Souldiour , who ouercame the Meti- 
nenſes ; this battaile was the firlt that any 
Philoſopher of Greece fought. ll

Pericles neuer ſupped, nor came at any 
banquet.

Scipio for the ſpace of fifty & foure yeares, 
reither bought nor ſold any thing, he wasſo 
well contented with alittle. 

Scipio in the flower of hig age,atthe taking 
of the Citty of Carthage , had a young Da- 
moſel|to his priſoner , of-rare and excellent 
beauty, and whenhe vnderſtood her birth, 
& thatſhe was betrothed ro Lucius of Spain; 
heſent for him , and reſtored her vnto him, 
without abuſing her any way,beſides giuing 
her a dowry, P{ut. 

Alexander did the like with Darivs vvite, 
who excelled all the dames of Aſia for beau- 


ty: the like of Cyrus, Curtius, Herodotrs. 
Phryne 
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Phryna the harlot, lying with Xenocrates 
ypona wager,to proue hiscontinency, win 
ſhe lay not witha man, but with ablocke, 
Laertius. 

C.Gracchus, as long ashie gouerned Sar- 
dinia, would never ſuffer a womanto come 
into his houſe, except it yvere to demaund 
zaltice. 

Pyrtacus being conſtrained to take ypon

The feaſts of Pythagoras, Socrates, Xeno- 
cratrs,and the Sages of Greece,were the dif 
courſes of learned matters & philoſophy. 

The #Xgiptians vſed in the midi(t of theyr 
banquets, to bring in the Anatomy of a dead 
body dried, thatthe horror of it might hold 
them within the bonds of temperance. Hero. 

la the old time Yanes were planted and 
dreſled, 
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dreſſed, that wine might be drunk, rather in 


time of ſicknes, then of health ; inſo much 
that it was not ſold in Taverns only, but alſo 
inApothicaries ſhops. 

The Emperor Rodolphus, when drink was 
brought vnto him inthe war, againſt Octo- 
carus King of Bohemia, at what time he was 
maplace , where his whole Army was trou- 
bled with thirſt, would not receaue it, bur 
&yd,that his thirſt was for all his Army, and 
not alone for himſelfe. 

Pythagoras lived only of hearbs, fruit, and 
water, be never drank yvine, nor that great 
Orator Demoſthenes, 

The Kings of Xgipt were forbidden vvine, 
which they neuer drank , except on certame 
daies,and that m meaſure. Sabellicus. 

Alexander refuſed the Cookes and Payſte- 
rers, which Ada Q. of Caria, ſentynto

Dyonifius made (ute to Ariſtides, for his 
daughter in marriage, buthe knowing him 
to be an intemperate Prince, ſoberly anſwe- 
red, that he had rather kill his 4aughterwith 
his cwne hand,then giue ber in marriage vi» 
to Dionyſus, 

Valerius Publicola, after he had been con» 
ſullfoure times, died ſo poore, that he had 
not {ufficient to defray the charge of his Fu- 
nerals,Lut was buricd of the common treſs- 
ry. Valerins. 

1 he ke of Menenius Agrippa , vvhen by 
the counſaile of Epimenides of Create, the 
Athenians vvere | from a plague, 

which their neighbours were infected with, 
they in regard of his loue & aduice, ſenthim 
rich rewards,which ketefuſed. Plato. 

Apollonius T _—_ had divers rich pifts 
ſent him by Yeſpaſian, which he would not 
accept, 
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accept, ſaying, that they were for conerovs 
minded men, and for thoſe that had neede of 
them, Stobevs . 

The Rowaines laughed Sylla to ſcorne, 
that being a man moſt intemperate , didnot 
withſtandmg vſe to exhort, and compell 0- 
thers to ſobriety, temperance, and frugality, 
Suetonins, 

Lifander contrary to him, allowed thoſe vi- 
cesin the Cittizens,from the which himaſclfe 
refrained, Thucidides. 


Pericles, when his companion Sophocles 


and Pretor in Rome, commended the beau- 
ty ofa young woman, whom they mer, ſaid, 
It becommeth a Pretoy to haue not onely bands 
free from corruption, but alſo continent eyes, 
poyde of vncha#t lookes. Idem. 

Hortenſius was much reproved, for that at 

a ſupper (prepared for the Augurs)beſet be- 

fore them a boiled Peacock. Suetonins. 
Calsius was deemed intemperate, becauſe 
publiquely he drank water,and could not for 
a ſhort time endure the thirſt thereof, 
Duronius was remoued trom the Senate, 
for that he being Tribune, repeated the law 
-conceming the reſtraint of feaſting . Patri- 
ins, | 

VVhenthe Preſents which King m_—_—_ 
ter 
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after his ouerthrow,were brought to Ron, 
and ſhewed aboutthe ſtreetes, hoping ther- 
by to winne good will of the people, there 
wasnot one man ſeene to put cut his hand 
towards them, ſo as the King found himlſelte 
no leſle vanquiſhed with continency, then 
force of armes. 

Diogenes laughed thoſe to ſcorne, that by 
facritice ſought for hclpe of the Gods, and 
notvvithſtanding led an intemperate lyfe. 
Gellins, 

Cato by preſcribing too ſpare & tempenate 
dyet, killed his wife and child, 

Inthe preſence of Gorgg, the Caughter of 
Cleomenes, but9. yeares old, Ariſtagoras 
irtreated Cleomenes, that the Lacedemoni- 
ans would ſendan Army into Afſia,promiſing 
—_ him 10, talents, which he refuſing, 
offered him FO,the wench tooke her Father 
a fide, and ſayd,Father,if you get you not bence, 
thu gueFt Will corrupt you, ae he depar- 
ted, without hearkning to Ariſtagorasany 
more. Herodotus. 

Thel.acedemonians were very temperate 
in their dyet, and had certaine publique plu 
ces,called Phidities, where they fed,of which 
came,that when men would ſpeake ofa ſmall 
pittance, they vyoulilyke it toa _ of 
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thePbiditie. 

The Eſſeans a certaine Tewiſh ſet , vyvho 
vere holier and of better conuerſation then 
the Phariſies,abſtained trom wine and yyo=- 
men. loſepbus. 

The temperance and ſtaiednes of Titus 
Quintus , got more countries to the Ro- 
mans then al the forces vnder him had done, 

It was felovie for the Magiſtrates of Locris 
todrinke wine without the iycence of a Phi- 
ſition, and the Romansneuer drunke wine, 
before they were twenty yeres old. Diods, 

In the tyme of Saturne,the world did ney- 
ther eate fleſh, nor drinke wine,wherin they 
ayree with our Divines, who putvsout of 
doubt, that the vſe of fleſh and wine, was vn- 
knowne before the yniuecrſall flood.

The vertue of the mind aduentureth nothing 
raſh] J,nejtber in a good cauſe fearetb death,be 
#1n apparaunce neuer ſo terrible : Whoſe OX 


treames are feare and fooliſh boldnes. 


Oure kinds of people the Romans found 
hard to ouercome, the Mermidons, the 
Gaditanes, the Saguntines, & the Numan- 
F, niacs, 
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tines, the firſt were ſtrong, the ſecond yali- 
ant, the third fortunate,but tne Numantines 
were {trong, valiant, and fortunate, 7rebel- 
lius Pollio. 

Amongſt all the Citties of the world, onely 
Namantia did neuer acknowledge her bet- 
ter, or kifle the hande: of any other tor her 
Lord. 

The Lacedemonians never vſed to aske the 
number of their enemies , but yyhere they 
vvere. 

Iudas NMacchabeus beeing begirt with 22, 
thouſand men, was counlailed to flie, God 
forbid (quoth he) that the ſunne [b#1.ld ſeeme 
flie,1 bad rather die then ſtaine my glory by an 
$2nominious flight, 

The Numantines vyhen they were beſie- 
ved flew nine Conſuls,vvhereypon,the Ro- 
mans did capitulate with them that they 
ſhould be perpetuall friends. Liuius. 

Fme thouſand reſolute Romans, ouercame 
thirty thoulande of Methridates fouldiours, 
vvhom hee hail choſen throughout all his 
kingdom. Appian. 

Tulus Cxlar,entering the Temple of Her-

Pyrrhus ſeeing the fortitude and valour of 
the Romaines, ſayd, If valour were loſt, the 
mould thereof might bee founde ina Ro- 
mans hart ; adding, that hee would quickhe 
conquer all the worlde if hee were King of 
Rome, or the Romaine ſouldiours (ubiet 
vnto him. 

Solon made a law,that the children whoſe 
parents had beene valiantly flaine in battaile, 
ſhould for the proweſle of theyr parents, bee 
euer after maintained of the Common trea- 
ſurie. Thucidides. 

Lucius Dentatus was in ſixeſcore batrailes, 
and eyghteene times came away conquerer, 
Hee received in token of his valour, eygh- 
teene [| aunces , twenty Bards for horſes, 
foure-ſcore Bracelets, and 36. crownes,and 
by his meanes nine Emperours triumphed 
in Rome, 

It vvas allthe manner of the Lacedemoni- 
ans,to be greatly inflamed with the deſire of 
conquering. Plato. 

Eumenes , (though never ſo diſtreſſed) 
thought himſelte ſtrong enough , as long as 
he had his (word in his -) Plut. 

Ariltomenes the Mefſeman, becing taken 
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by the Lacedemonians and delivered faſt 
bound to two ſouldiours, hee drew neere to 
a fire, burned his bonds in ſunder , killed his 
Keepers, and ſaued himſelfe. Valerius. 

Lyſimachus vvas commaunded by Alex- 
ancerthat he ſhould be devoured of a Lion, 
but he valiantly fought with the beaſt , and 
ſtretching torth his arme , thruſt it into-hys 
throate, taking holde of his tongue , and fo 
ſtrangled him, whereupon hee vyaseuer af- 
ter more elteemed of Alexander then hee 
vvas before. Flianus. 

Cafsius aunſwered a Chaldean Aſtrologer 
vvho counſelled him not to fight vvith the 
Parthians vntill the Moone had palled Sor- 
þio, I feare not (quoth he) Scorpins,but Ifeare 
the Archers : becauſe the Romans were put 
toflight by Parthian Archers. Appian. 

Agis vpon the poynt to giue bartaile to the 
Lycaonians, vyhen his ſouldiers ſayde, thar 
theyr enemies were many ; aunſwered , 7he 
Prince that Will ſubdue many, muſt of nece/s1ty | 
fzbt with many.

Leonides beeing informed by his ſouldiers 
that the enemies againſt whom hee vvasto 
hett, vvere ſo many in number, that theyr 
Arrovves darkned the beames of the ſunne,

Alcibiades, when his Captaines ſuddainlie 
made analarum with great citties that they 
were fallen into theyr enemies hands,would 
fay vnto his {ouldi»urs , Be valiant and feart 
not, for we are not fallen intotbeir hands , but 
they into ours, Thucidydes. 

Sczua a lew, at the ſiege of Teruſalem ha- 
ving long time defended his fellow ſouldiers, 
atter much tjaughter by him made , abode 
ſti]l fghting, hauing hiseves ſtopped , hys 
body vvounded,and his ſhield ſtrooke tho« 
row in {ixſcore places. loſephus. 

luis Czar, perceiving the Neruians to 
haue the better hand, caught a Target from 
out a ſouldiours band that began to ilie, and 
taking his place , did fuch feates of Armes, 
that ail his Armie recouered courage, & got 
the victory, Plutarch, 

Alexander{wimmed oyer dangerous vv4- 
ters, icaled rownes,and put himfelfe tormoſt 

in perils and paines-taking. Pyrrhus, Hant- 
ball, Sertorius and Czfar , are reported to 
have done the like.

#7. Iuitinus, 

The yvomen of Scythia, called Amazons, 
lyned as conquerours ouer men, and vvere 
never conquered by men, vnrill Alexandet 
deſtroyed both them and theyr country. 

Semyramis, when newes was brought het 
that her citty Babylon vvas beſieged, all yn» 
attyred and yndreſſed, ſhe tooke her armor, 
and by her vyondertull yalour repulſed her 
enemies, Iuſtinus. 

Zenobia, Queene of the Palmerians, after 
the death ofher husband gouerned the Em- 
pire, and long helde battatle againſt the Em- 
perour cn vvhoſayd, That it Was more 
Valour to conquer 4 woman ſo [toute as Zenobia, 
then to vanqui/h a king ſo fearefull as Xerxts. 

P ankle Queene of the Amozons, and 
Hyppolita, the firſt encountred hande to 
hand Achilles; the other Theſeus, whom hee 
for her valour and courage afterward matti- 
ed. Homer, 

Artimeſia Queene of Caria,after the death 
of her husband, ſhewed ſuch admirable tor- 
titude againlt the Rhodians, that ſhe burned 
theyr Nauies, entered theyr Citties , and 
caulc 
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cauſed in them her Imageto bee ſet vp for a 
Memento of her chiualrie, 

VVhen Epaminondas beſieged Sparta, 8 
yyas gotten into the Towne, Iadas a young 
man, all naked, his body annointed over 
with oyle, hauing a partiſone, thruſt himlelfe 
intothe midſt, beating downe all hisene- 
mies betore him, and himſelfe eſcaped away 
ynvyounded, Lonceras, 

The Ephoni at his return gaue hima crown 
in honor of his provveſle, but they amerced 
tim at a thouſand crownes for beeing ſoad- 
venturous,

Auguitine, 

Theſecond povver is vvit, by thys the 

{ule knoyyeth all things , (cnſible and cor- 

porall 
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porall, when they arepreſent. 

The third is Imagination, by vvhich it bes 
holceth the 1ikenes of bodily thinges vyben 
they be abſent. 

The fourth is Reaſon, that iudgerh be- 
tweene good and euill, truth and talſhood, 

The fittis Vnderſtanding, the which com- 
prehendeth things not materiall, but intelli- 
gible, as God and Angels. 

The three firſt virtues are ſituate in the 
ſoule that is coupled to the body, and giveth 
lyfe and inner wit to perfe+tion of the body, 
and theſe bee common both to men and 
beaſts, 

Theothertvvo ,, Reaſon and Vnderſtan- 
ding, be in the ſoule in that it may be depar- 
ted iron the body, and abide beemng depar- 
ted,as an Angeilby two manner of reſpects, 
for it beholdeth the higher things,and there- 
vponiscalled ntelleftus, and the lower, and 
for that cauſe istermed Ratio. 

In divers bodies the ſoule is threefold, Ve- 
gitable, thatis, giuerh hte and no feeling, as 
im plants and rootes, yvhich the Philoſo- 
phcrs|tken to a Tryangle in Geometry, for 
as that hath three corners, ſo hath this ſouls 
three vertves, the tir{t begetting, the ſecond 
nowiſhuog,the third growme, 
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Senſible, that gyueth lyfe and feeling, 8 not 
reaſon, which 1s in beaſts; thys foule 1s lyke- 
nedto a Quadrangle, for itisa line drawne 
f0ne corner to another before it maketh 
two Triangles,and the ſenſible fonle maketh 
wo triangles of vertues ; for where-ſoener 
the ſ\!e $entible is , there isailo the ſoule 
Vegitabie,but note contre. 

The Reaſonable ſoule giveth life, & feelins, 
and realon , which is m men ; this ſoule is 
likened ro a circle becanſe of her perfettion 
an{ containing, for of all the figurzs of the 
lame length, the circle is moſt, & moſt con- 
tayneth, and whoſoever hath the ſoule Rea- 
{onable, hath alſo the Senſible, and Vegitas 
blz, ſed non 6 contra, Ariftetle, 

Theſoule beeing once made, ſhall endure 
euermore in body or out of body , and that 
ſ\all never be ſayde that it vvas made by the 
Ivageot GOD, it it were cloſed in the 
bonds of death. Auguſtine. 

Plato calleth the ſoule a beeing, which on- 
ly mooueth it ſelte, Zeno termeth it a num- 
ber which mooueth it ſelfe, Pythagoraz an , 
harmony , Democritus a ſubtile and vncer- 
tame (pyrite, Aſclepiades ſaithit isa manner 
of cord that ſetteth the tiue Sences a vvorke, 
Porphyrius, Ide , Hippomates , 2 (ubrile 
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ſpirit ſpredthrough all the body, and Epicy- 
rus a kinde of fire and ayre. 

Pythagoras maintained Palſugenefia,which 
is, that ſoules departed , returne into other 
bodies ; Hee ſayde that hee remembred tha 
hee was Euphorbius, at the ſacke of Troy, 
Oaid, 

There vvas an auncient lavyve vnder Sa: 
turne,that vyhen good men departed out of 
thyslyfe,they be ſent into the fortunate lles, 
vvhich Ilesthe Poet Pyndarus deſcribeth, 
& the vvicked are ſent into the laile of ven- 
geance,which he calieth Tartarus. 

Plutarch imitating Plato,bringeth in The- 
ſpeſias rayſed from the dead, to diſcourſe of 
the lyfe to come, De ſera numinis vinditta. 

The T hracians vvere {irnamed the never 
dying Getes, vvho vvere of opinion,that afs 
ter theyr departure out of thys vyorld, they 
vvent toZamolrix or Gebele21e,thatis in the 
Cetich of Goatiſh tongue,to him that gaue 
them health, ſaluation,and all kind of happi- 
nelle, 

Cleombrotus a Phyloſopher, when he had 
reade a Treatiſe of the immorralitie of the 
foule, preſently flew himſelfe, ſo did Catoof 
Vrica. ?lutarch. 
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logue, concerning the drugpe or ſpice of Aſ- 
ſia called Amonum , and the going thereof 
every vvhere, is of ſome interpreted to bee 
meant of the immorrtalitie of the ſoule , the 
doctrine wherof Pherecides brought thence 
into Greece, that it ſhould bee ynderitoode 
throughout the vvorld. | 

The taking of Enoch into heauen of God, 
yvas oone that the yvoride might thereby 
vnder{tand and beleeue, that there is immors 
tality after this lyfe, 

The Indians burne themſelues before they 
come to extreame ape,terming it the [ettip 
of men looſe, and the freeing of the ſoule fro 
the body, and the ſooner they did it,the vyi- 
erthey vyere eſteemed, Porphyrins.

not ſo much force to proue the zmmorrtality 
of the ſoulc, as this onely deed of theirs.

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Alexander asked a Giymnoſophiſt , vohe. 
ther there were more men aliue then deade? 
he ſayd there were more aliuc, becauſe none 
are dead. Plutarch. 

All the learning of the Sages & Scyrhians, 
was grounded vppon the immortality of the 
ſoule, 

The Schcllers of Hegeſias hearing theyr 
Vaiſter diſcourſing of the immortalitie of 
ſoules departed out of thys lyte, vvere fo 
raui{hed with his words, that they vvillngi 
killed themfſeives. Plutarch. 

7 he loules of Saints in beauen, knowenos 
thing vyhat is doone vpon the earth; forif 
they did, ſaid Auguſt: my mother Monicha 
would bee with mee every nighit,to comfort 
mem my heauines. de ctuit. Dei, 

Flnie theejder, denying the immorrtalitie 
ofthe foule, vyhilit hee was ouercurious in 
ſearching out the cauſe of the burning #tns, 
was burned therein. A iuit prniſhment for 
bim,to end his life by ſmoake, Who eſteemed tbe 

ſole no better then a vapour. 

Origen attributeth ynto the ſoules depars 
tec, a place yponthe caiti1, where they icarn 
thoſe thunges which thev knewe not vvtile 
they wed ; ASthe Papitts trame a Purgatos 
rie, lo hean Erudiory, P, Matt. 
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Philoronimus a prieft of CG alatia.lued fixe 
veeresin dead mens vaults and Sepulchers, 
that hee might alwayes remember, that hee 
vvas dead to the yyorld,and aliue to Chrilt, 
Heraciudes., 

Pope Leo commanded two Phyloſophers 
to diſcourſe of the {oule , the one to proue 
the imortalitie , the other that 1t was mors 
tal; and when the Pope was to giue 1udge- 
ment, hee ſayde to him that had maintained 
theimmortality, 7hou haft araued the truth, 
but the reaſons of the other ſauour of more pleas 
ſur and liberty. Luther. 

The foules of Tyrants are compoſed of ar- 
rogancie and cruelty, Plutarch.

1 he Snakesof Syria, the Serpents ot Ty- 
rinthia, and the Scorpions in Arcadia, ar 
gentle , an ſparing ot theyr naturall ſoyle, 
though cruell in others, P1inius, 
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Scipio, hauing taken Haſdruball captive, 
teſtored him againe without ranſome. 
Darius , vnderſtanding that his Subiefts 
were ſore taxed with Subſidies, blamed his 
Counſaile,rebuked their | aw,and in an ora- 
tion vnto his Subjects ſignified, that he was 
loath his eſtate ſhould hinder theyrs,which 
gentlenes ſo wone them, that they offered 
their lands and lyfes at his feet, Herodotus, 
1he Emperor Aureltn, the gates of Tiz- 
na being ſhut againſt him, he ſent word, that

The Romaines were renowned, for the ho-

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norable funerals of Siphax king of Numidia, 
whom they tooke priſoner. Valerius, 

Prafias King of Bythinia, being baniſhed 
by Nic: medes his owne Scnne, came tothe 
Romains, who entreated him every way ac- 
cording to his worthines & eſtate. Diodes, 

So did they with Ptolomey baniſhed ty 
is owne brother , and reſtored him againe 
to his kingdome, 

Marcellus, after his Son'diours had con- 
quered Syracuſa, rot witheur great ſiaugh- 
ter of many, mounted vp an high tower of 
the Caſtel},and with reares lamented the ru- 
fulltall of Syracuſe.

Metelius beſieging the great Citty Cento- 
brica, in the Ccuntry of Celrtiberia, when he 
ſaw their raſerable condition, an their wo- 
men comming out with theyr children to 
crave mercy,he with- drew hrs 11 tenCe«t 'or- 
ces,remoued his cam pe, ard lpared the Cit- 
ty,to biseterna!] commendation, 

In Athcr:ice there wasa temple dedicated 
to Mercy,into which none might enter, ex- 
cexthewerebereticiall & pittitull, and then 
ailo with licence trom the Serate. Macrel ins 

Arcagatus anotable Chirurgion, was highs 
ly elteen:ed among the Remaines, aslong 
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he had promiſed , but when hee beganto be 
ynmerci{ni,he was not only vilpiled of graue 
men, but in derifion catled /ulrerarts . "Gols 
lis, 

Rome was called the haven of ſuccour,the 
anker of trult,the key of curtelie,wher-vnto 
all helplefle Princes tjed, 

Pompey having coquer ed Tigranes King 
of Armenia,and he knee!1ng at his feet, yecls 
ding his crowne and ſcevter, he tooke him in 
his ares , put his crowne yppon his head, 
and reſtored htm againe to his kingdome,

fame by ouercommang three thouſand Ro- 
manes.

Polycrates the tyrant of Samos, was very 
ventle towards thole wo men thar were the 
wes of the dead Souldiours,reſtoring them 
totheir liberty, and £1ujng them wherewith- 
alto maintaine ther atter cltate. 

Velpatian , atter that Vitecllius had kil- 
G3 led 
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led his brother Sabius, and long perſecuted 
his ſonne, being at laſt fubdued, he pared his 
daughter , and beſtoweda great ſum of mo- 
ney with her in mariage. 

Ageſilaus, after he had onercome the Co- || | 
rinthians, did not ſo 10y in his conqueſt,ashe || | 
lamented the death of fo many men. Piu, } 

Augultus,when he had conquered Alexans 
dria,the Citty which Alexander built, moo- | | 
ued with pitty in ſight of the Citizens, ex- | 
pecting nothing but death,ſaid, for the beau- 
ty of your Citty, and memoryof Alexander, | | 
and the loue 1 beare ynto Pyrrhus your phi- 
lolopher, andpitty of all, I ſpare your City, || ' 
and graunt you life.

Cicero (aid of Iulius Ceſar , that he extol- | 
ling dead Pompey, anderectivg his ſtatuch 

did {ct vp his owne, 
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Alphonſus, by his clemency and gentlenes, 
wone Careta, {o did Marcellus overcome 
Siracuſa, 

[1ogenes, Heraclitus, Apermanthus,8& Ti:

Country ; contrary to the people of Epi- 
damnus who prohibite none. 

Alexander preferred Abdolominus, a man 
ofno parentage, & baſe condition toa king- 
dome, becauſe that his benefit ſhould rather 
leeme to have been beſtowed treely,then de- 
ſerued by nobility, and that his own greatnes 
might the more therin be leene. Iujtinas. 

Platus the Cod of riches, which at Sparta 
was kept blmd, vvyith Herod the Sophiſt, 


* Was layd to have receaued his light, becauſe 
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being ver; rich, he was very bountiful, an 
knew how to vie his wealth to the ve of the 

ore, which cauſed many to loue and follow 
bim. Cer1t45, 

Lucius [Lucullus houſe was common of re- 
ceate for ail the poore Cireekes, that trauai- 
Jed from Athence, Sparta, and T hebes, yea, 
from all Greece to Rome, 

Pomponins Atticus, {cnt to Cicero being 
baniſhed, two hundred thouſand Selterties, 
and vnto Volumnius & Brutus as much. 

Phryne a Curtezan of Greece, aiter Alex-

Gillas a Sicilian of Agrigentum , clothed 
the poore, fed them, bettowed their daugh=

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Renophon, Dion, and Antigonus, are fa- 
mous tor theyr ſinguler patience. 

The Gymnoſophiſts of India were fo patis

The Lacedemonians were moſt patient in 
trauaile, winde, weather, and warres. 

Diogenes walking one day abroade in A- 
thence, wherein there was many images of 
ſuch auncient men as had beſt deſerued of 
the Common-wealth , asked his almes of 
them all one after another ; and being asked 
why he did (o, I learne beereby (quoth he) to 
take deniall patiently.

Of Education. 


Tiere be tWo ages (as Ariſtotle ſaith) Whers 
ito the inſtitution of youth is to bee denided, 
namely, from the age of ſeauen yeeres vntill 
foureteene, and from foureteene to one 77 tWens= 
tie: for they that deuide the ayes by ſeuen,moſt 
commonly ſay amiſie , but it is rather meete t0 
follow the deui/ton of nature, becauſe every Art 
and inititution, will ſupply the Want of nature. 


N Perſia, Lacedemonia, and ſundry 0+ 

ther Provinces, the Irinces and the No- 
biltie, had alvvayes a ſpecial regard to come 
rat the education of theyr chyldren to ſuch 
men of learning, as might inltruct them in 
matters of vvi{'edome, whereby they might 
prove profitable to their ccuntry. 

Lycurgus, to prooue that education could 
a|ter nature, brought vpiwo whelps which 
had both one Damme, the one to hunt, the 
otherto keepe houſe, and afterward, totry 
the concluſion, he lette downe betore them 

an 
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- The T heater of 
an Hareand a pot of pottage, the onefellto 
the pottage, the otherranne after the Hare, 
Alianus. 

Socrates and Themiſtocles were both by 
nature vicious, but by education vertuous, 
the one made a perte&t man by Phyloſophy, 
the other by the example of Milriades. 

M. Portius Cato,would needs be Schoole- 
maiſter to his owne children, which inſtitu- 
tion did much auaile them, not ſo much be- 
cauſe he was Cato, as that hee was their Fa- 
ther. Plutarch. 

Julius Czſar, adopted his nephew OQaui- 
us, and brought him vp himſelfe, 

Amongſt the Heluetians or Switzers, whe 
one was condemned to death, order was ta- 
ken that the execution thereof ſhoulde bee 
done by the Father, who was the cauſe of his 
evill education; that he might come to hys 
death by the authour of his life, and that the 
father might in ſome ſort be puniſhed for his 
negligence vied towards his child. 

1ratanusand Adrianus, at theyr own char- 
ges cauſed five thouſand noble mens Chyl- 
dren of Rome, to be brought vp in learning, 
vertue, and feates of Armes, for the protit 
of the Common-wealth, Eutropins. 

Eteocles,one of the moſt noble a 
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of |.acedemonia, freely aunſwered Antipater 
asking 5 ©, pledges, thathe would not gyue 
tim chyldren, leaſt if they were broughtvp 
tarre from their Fathers, they ſhoulJ change 
the auncient cnſtome of living ved in theyr 
owne country , and become vicious, but of 
old men & women he would grue him dou- 
dle the number, it he would be fo pleaſed to 
accept of them, | 

Leo the Emperour wiſhed, that Schoole- 
maiſters might receiue the pay of - men at 
Armes. 

Alexander cauſed thirty thouſand children 
of thoſe nations hee had conquered , to bee 
brought vp vnder profeſſors of ſundry Sci- 
ences ; by whoſe policies, it he had lyued,he 
had thought to haue held al the whole world 
inawe.

The Lacedemomans vvere wont to make 
choyſe of men of learning and vviſedometor 
the education of theyr cittizens , andthem 
they called Publique T vtcrs, for vvhichre- 
ſpe they were holden vertucus men in ac- 
tion, vzhant of courage, and excellent in 
martall diſcipline, 

The Pbere in Greece, mae cer- 
rayne playes for the inſtguttion of young 
men, vvhich diſcipline , eternall memorie 
kath preferned nll thee our dayes. 

In lultus Cxfar there wanted no fortitude, 
for he overcame many, nevther clemencie, 
for hee pardoned his enemies ; ne; ther libes 
rolitv, for hee gave away kingdoms, neither 
ſcrence, fr he vyrote many, bockes, neithet 
fortune, tor hee vvas Lord of all men, buthe 
vvamed good manners, vvhich 1s the toun- 
vation of 2 quiet life, Snetonius, 

King Philip of N:acedon, vowed his ſonne 


vnto Ariltorle as ſoone as cuer ke was born, 


and afterward did put hin happily mto hys 
hands, acd lierrained hum vpin philolophy, 
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Comortus the Emperor, was a very vertus

Nero wanted no good inſtructions, & ſuch 
a naifter he had, as never any had a better, 
yetameng all the Emperours of Rome, not 
any one was worſe thenhe.

Of Beauty. 


Beauty is onely humaine,confiffing in goodly 
lineaments and colours well diſpoſed, more per- 
felt in women then men, and yet Witbout fauour 
imperfett in both, therefore the graces are called 
the band:mayds of beauty. 


(' copatra writ abooke of the preſeruati- 
on of womens beauty. 

Seneca reporteth, that the Jooking-glaſſe 
was firſt inucred to this end, that man _ 
vſe1t as a meane to know himſelfe better by. 

Appuleius earneſtly perſwaded his Audi- 
tors to looke often into a glaſſe, & ro behold 
theta ſelues therein, to this mtent, rhat hee 
which thought himſelfe beaarifall and fare, 
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might be faire in conditions, and who ſo wag 
faule and deformed, to amend that defect by 
faire and yertuous behautour, 

Zeuxis made choile of the fine daughters 
of Croton , of all theſe to make one figure 
moſt excellent in beauty.

Hercules layd down his club at Iolacs feet, 


and became a priſoner to her conquering *<, 
beauty, Oauid, 


Demoſthenes that famous Orztor,hearing 


the prodigall report of Lais beauty, came \ 


from Athence to Corinth, to copuund with 
herfur a nights lodging. ' Laertius, 
Poppeia, Neroes v is

taereby to preſerue her beauty.

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the executioners beholding her beauty, had 


no power to hurt her, Stecichorus. 

Rhodope an harlot, was the fayreſt among 
all the A-giptians, vvhole ſlipper an Eagle 
ſnatched vp, and caried the (ame as farre as 
Memphis, andtherelet itfall in the lappe of 
Pſamneticus, as he fate in iudgement, vpon 
which, he was preſently enamoured of her 
perſon, and ſent forher, whom he alſo mari- 
ed. Herodotus, 

Alcibiadon was an hearb ſo called of Alcibi- 
ades,which he yſed topreſerue his beauty. 

Virgill deſcribing the ſtate 8& conſtitution 
of the body of Eurialus ſaith, that he wasex- 
cellentin beauty , & inthe greenenes of his 
youth, 

The Princes of Troy made preat queſtion, 
whetherthey ſhould deliver Helen or noto 
her husband, in which diſpute ({ach was the 
incertainty of theiraftections)thar they cons 
demned her being abſent, but whe ſhe came 
in preſence, the comanding power of beauty 
controled their power in doing iuſtice. 

The good Conſull Marcus Marcellus, ſec- 
wp the noble Citty ot Sarragoce burning, 
commanded toquench the fire, eſteeming it 
great loſſe to burn things ſo faire & goodly. 
Titus having ſubducg the Country = 

| 4, 
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dea, and taken the great Citty Teraſalem, 
when he beheld with iudgmentthe rich and 
faire temple of Salomon, the preſence and 
maieſty of the thing, carried him into that 
compaſsion , that commaunded no ſpoyle 
ſhould be offered to it, till he were gone out 
of Aſia, and returned to Rome. lefipbax. 
Venusgaue Phaona boxe of ſuch a preci- 
ous oyntment , that being anoynted there- 
with,he became moſt beautifull. Ouid. 
Among the Grecians, Alcibiades wag re- 
ported to haue borne the price, for the moſt 
amiableſt of countenance , and comlines of 
perlonage. 
Among the Romaines, Scipio and Deme- 
trius Poliorcetes ,were counted peereleſle. 
Homer in deſcribing ſuch as were faire of 
fauour, and comly in proportion,compareth 
themto tall trees.

The Madianites, perceauing the children 
of Iſraellto be impregnable and invincible, 
ſo long as they ſinned not,tooke of the beaus 
tifulleit young women they had, and ſent to 
their campe, to entice them to ſinne, which 
was the caule of their overthrow. 

Spurina a young Romaine, of wonderfull 
beauty , becauſe hee perceaued many tobe 
enamoured of him , he did in moſt pirrifull 
ſort mangle and cuthis noſethrils, ſo that hee 
ſeemednot onely Jetormed, but alſo odious 
to all men, 

The Grecian women were fayrer then the 
vvomenof Rome , but the Romaines had a 
better grace, and were more rich inapparel| 
then they. Eutropius. 

Amonelt the Romaines it vvas counted a 
great infamy , if any prayſed the beauty of a 
woman , for in prayſing her, hee let them 
vnderſtand thathe knew her, and knowing 
her, he courted her, and courting her, hee 
opencd his hart to her, and this doing, hee 
plainly detamed her, Macrobias.

Tl vertue ts generally taken for a chaſtice- 
ment of the troubleſome perturbations of man,

For vvhich, the 
King made a ſigne to one of his followers 
to kilthim, Plut.

Anthony the Emperour , beeing one day 
at. the houſe of Quiltusa Senatour,demaun 
ded of him, howe it was poſsible for himro 
kane {0 many pillars of Forphorie,to whom 
he aunſwered ; / /ben you enter into another 
mans bouſe, youmutl learne to be both deafte & 
dumbe. -V Vhich the Emperour tooke in 
good part, Plut, 

Leontius the Emperor, after heehad put 
Juitimian bis Soucraigne to flight-, cauſed 
two ot lis taie-bearersto be burngd. 
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Papyrius vvas much commended andre- 
wardedof the Senate, becauſe hee fayned a 
contrary tale vnto his Mother when ſhe de- 
maunded of him what affaires were handled 
inthe Senate houſe, Valerius, 

Demetris the Philoſopher , vvas vvont 
tolay, that Birds in the vvoods had hbertie

Cleanthes being difired by one to inſtruct 
his{onne in fomme ſhort and vvile ſentence, 
fayd, Sige, that is, be ſilent. 
Viifesin his youth refrained from hg

Homer. 

Metellus vvas ſo cloſe, in the vyarres of 
Macedonia, that he ſayd, If be knewe by own 
coate to be priate to bis determination, be would 
burne it. 

I'xion, is fained to be tormented in hell, for 
telling taies of Iuno. Ouid. 

Antigonus the fonne of Demetrius, vyas 
charged to kill Mithridates , andnot to tell 
him hee dreamed that hee ſowed golde in 
Pomus and Methridates reaped it,which in 
dutie to hisfather hee kept, not diſcloſing i 
with his tongue, but in loueto Mithridates 
he ſought him out, & writ vpon the ground 
with his (peare, Fly Metbridates. 

Demoſthenes asked Ariſtodemus a Co- 
metlian, what he had for pronouncing ſucha 
ſpeech, he aunſwered, A talent, but ſayd he; 
I bad more to bold my peace. 

Philip writ vnto them of Laconia , that !f 
bee entered, hee woulde oxerthroW them torfies 
turny; to whom they writ backe onely this 
word, lf. 

Aniſtotle aunſwered a great pleader of cau- 
fes who at every ſentence he rehearſed, asked 
him, If that Were not a ſtrange thin» * (ard, This 
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beare thy babling. 

1hecitty of Athence was taken & deſtroi- 
ed by Svila, who by his ſpyes was admoni- 
ſhed of the pratlyng of certaine old men in a 
Parbersſhop, where they talked of acertain 
place that was weakeſt, and worlt defended, 
Plutarch, 

The over-much talke of Flauius, was the 
onely cauſe that Rome wasno ſooner Celts 
uzred from the tiranny of Nero, 

Antigonusbeeing demaunded of his owne 
fonne at what howre the Campe ſhovhkde diſs 
lodge, fayd ; Art thou afraid that thou alone 
Jhait not beare the trumpet ? 

Lifander aunſwereda Megarian who thruſt 
hin:ſelte forward to ſpeake aloudeforthely= 
bertie of Grrecia, That ſpeech my friende, had 
neede of a great Citty. So may itbeeſayde to 
thoſe that freely reprehend others,thattheir 
owre manners had neede to be reformed. 

Lyſimachus the King , asked Philippides 
vvhat part of his goods he would vvillinglie 
have imparted vnto him © ///bich youpleaſe 
(quoth hee) /o it be no part of your ſecrets. 

Dion of Alexandria, reuenged himſeite on 
his foes more by filence then by vvords, in- 
ſomuch, that one perceiuing by his inurie 
ke couldnot cauſe him tv ſpeake , that bee 
might 
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mighthaue more ſcope to raile, hanged hims 
ſelfe. Bruſonius, 

Lycurgvs did promiſe that nine perſons 
ſhoulde feaſt together in reverence of the 
nine Muſes, but vpon this condition, thatif 
they did talke at the table, they ſhould hane 
no wine to drinke, and if they vſed ſilence, 
they might beallowed vvine, Macrob,

M. Aurelius baniſhed fine vviſe-men his 
Court, for clapping their heeles, and hands, 
and laughing outragioully. 

Heliogabalus writ certaine wanton books, 
and called them by the name of his wite Se- 
myranida, 

Tharua the Romaine Conſul,died through 
ſodaine ioy, while he was reading the letters 
of the Senate , wherein they had ordayneda 
common ſupplication & thankſgiuing to be 
ſolemnly made. Plut, 

Sophocles dyed yvith immoderate reioy- 
ang,tor thathis Tragedies wentſo generally 
wpplauded, Plinius, | 
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Diagoras the Rhodian,and Chilon hearing 
that their children had wone the prize at the 
ames of Olimpus, felt ſuch a motion in 
them of the ſpleene , that they were ſtifeled 
with joy. 

Ep:curus, who placed his felicity in corpo- 
rall pleaſures, dyed miſerably in aveſlell of 
hote water. 

Xerxes propounded rewardsto thoſe, that 
inuented new kind of pleaſures. Iuſtin. 

Socrates meruailed that Xſope made nota 
fable , wherein heemight haue fayned, that 
God, ſince hee could never couple pleaſure 
and ſorrow together , might haue knit them 
with anextreamity, ſo that the beginning of 
one, ſhould haue beene the end of the yr Ju 
Plato in Phedro. 

The Romaines and the Athenians, to pe 
the good will and loue of the people, builded 


Theaters,ſhewing divers deviſes of paſtimes, 


as Comedies, T ragedies , and dauncing of 
Antiques, 

The Greekes had 4. great games appoyn- 
ted, the firſt vpon 64 Olympes whoms 
dia,which Hercules iruented to honour Iu- 
piter, which was ſo famous, that as the Ko- 
maines vſ{ed to account the time by theyr 
Conluls, ſo did the Greekes by theſe games 
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which was appoynted every ft yeare. 

Theſecond games were called Pytby, and 
muented of Apollo, 42 memory thathe kile 
led the Serpent Pythoidz beaore. they exer- 
ciſed running,leaping,wraſtling; ryding, and 
ſwimming. . . + * | 

Thethird, were called L#bwic, invented of 
Theſcus, mthe honour of Neptune of [ith- 
mos, a place 1n Arcadia, where hee was wor- 
ſhipped, ey 

1 he fourth, N-mes, which they make in 
remembrance of Herevles, far that he killed 
agreat fierce Lyan.in the Forreſt of Nemes.

Alexander, when many Phyloſophers had 
dilputed in his preſence, wherein conſiſteth 
the good hap of this life he made aunſwere. 
Beleeue me friends, that mm all thu World, there

Where-Wwith to be liberall, and not Wherefore to 
cwaitice, Plut, 

V Vhen Darius had ouercom the Lydians, 
he ordayned that they ſhould vie perfumes, 
and doe nothing but daunce,leape, and hane 
Tanernes, tothe intent that by that meanes 
becomming altogether effemmate , they 
m_ not nave the courage torebell afters 
ward, 

Pyrrhusſceing the Tarentines to be too ful 
of delicacie, torbad all aſſemblies to teafts, 
to mununeries,and ſuch like, & broughtths 
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backe to the exerciſe ofarmes, ſhewing him< 
ſelfe ſevere to thoſe that were enrow led in his 
muſter-booke , and bound to goe to the 
warres. 

Cineas told Fabritius, how a Philoſopher 
counſailed men to referre all their domgsto 
plealure, whoprayed God to give ſuch wiles 
dome to Romulus and the Samaites, | 

Demetrias hauing giuen himſelfe to al ples 
ſures, the Macedanians drauc him out, fays 
ing , That they were Weary of bearing armes, 
and fighting for bis pleaſures. | 

Lewes the I 1, permitted all Comedians 
and Stage-players, to ſpeake freely , andto 
reprehend ſuch vices as were manueit, Ph,

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Alexander haning overcome the Perfi- 
ans ,deſpiſed his owne Country faſhions, 
and vſedaltopether the apparel] of the Perſi- 
ans, by the ich hee alienated his Sabiets 
harts, for thus the Perſtans tryumphed over 
him, nothe ouer them. Fulgentius. 

The Romains vſed three maner of gownes, 
Pretextate, Palmate, Candidate ; The firſt, 
Gentlemens childrenof 141 yeares old did 
yveare; the ſecond, conquerours for theyr 
noble deeds, the third, Lords, maiſters, and 
Rulers of the law. 

Ariſtotledelighted to goe brane, 8 in gor- 
geous y”_ , with chaines and rings, and 
tooke therein great felicity, 

Demoſthenes and Hortenſuas, two famous 
Orators,went ſo neate in their cloathing,and 
with ſuch wanton ieſtures, that Lucius Tor- 
quatus would often call Hortenſius, Dionifi- 
aes Sonne, for that ſhe had grear plcaſure in 
dauncing,and mounng her body. 

Auguſtus Czſar, would weare no other 
garments,then ſuch as his vvife 8& daughters 
made,and thoſe very modelt. 

Apeſilaus King of Lacedemonia,neuer had 
but one kinde of garment for Y Viaterand 
Sommer, 
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Diogenesreturning fro Sparta to Athence, 
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Diogenes beholding a {tranger come from 
Lacedemonia, more curioully decked ona 
feaſtiuall day, then he waswont, ſayde vnto 
him, Y Vbet ?dotb not an boneſt man thinkthat 
euery dey u feaitiuall vnto bim ? 

Darius,the yeare before he fought with A 
lexander,altered his word, or Acynex which 
he wore by his (ide,being a Perſian blade,in- 
to the faſhion of a Macedonian , vyhich the 
Southſaiers interpreted,that ay into whoſe 
faſhion Darius had altered the forme of his 
blade,ſhould becomeRulers of Perlia, 

Diocleſtan garniſhed his apparell and ſhoos 
with precious {tones,where before his raigne 
the habite imperiall conſiſted but in a purple 
cloake. Eutropius, | 

Syſinius going to viſite Arſacius the By- 
ſhop, one of his familiers asked him, why he 
wore white attire, and where hee foundit 
written, that a Prieſt ſhould weare yvhite! 
Tell me firſt, quoth he, where itis written, 
that he ſhould weare blacke 7 But hee could 
not tell. Then Sifinius ſayd, thou canſtnot 
prooue for blacke, bur I can forwhite ; Let 
thy garments bee White. Sal. Our Sauiourin 
the Goſpell wore white ; Moſes and Elias 
appeared in white, Euſebius,

The 2, wasthat the ſigne ofthe moone,did 
ſhew they were deſcended from the Arcadis 
ans, who came into Italy with Euander , for 
the Arcadians did imagine themſclues more 
auntient then the moone. 

Thethird,becauſe in proſperity they ſhold 
remember the inconſtancy and mutability 
of fortune. | 

The fourth, for thatthe figne of the moone 
doth ſtirreyp mens minds to'modeſty and 


obedience, mouing them to ts” — 
or 
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for wiſedore, whereby both to command 
and obey; euenas the moone doth take her 
brightoesfrom the ſunne, being a more n0- 
ble and excellent lighr, ſo ought mento ſeck 
for wiſedome from beauen, |

The Lacedemonians goe allalike apparel- 
ed,as well the meaneſt as the beſt.

Heliogabalusſcorned to weare his apparell 
afterthe manner of the other Eanperonty 
ſaying, that theyr garments vyere made 
greaſe wool), Entropins, 
Lilander would not receaue the ym

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and Tewels, which Dianyſws the tyrantſent 
ynto his daughter, ſaying, thettbeſe preſents 
more diſbhonoured then benvured bis dengbters, 
the like js written of Sophecles. 

Iulms Czſar would haue his Sovldiours(o 
braue, that be ſuftered them to weare theyr 
armour enchaſed with gold & filuer, as well 
forthe beauty therof, as alſo that they m 
be more ſtout in battaile, for feare of looſing 
it ; bragging that his Souldiours could fight 
valiantly,though they were pertumed, Sue- 
toxins Trangquillus, 


Of Muſique 8 Dauncing, 


Ariftotle would baue youth to exerciſetbem 
Selues in Muſique , and to ke imployed mtheſe 
barmonies Which ſlirre Þþ to commendable ope« 
rations and morall vertues, tempering deſires, 
Lreedines,and ſorrowes,for ſo much as numbers 
ard melodies conſiſt in certatne proportions and 
concords of the vezce ; it u the excellent giftof 
God,and as Art of numbers & meaſures ſerneth 
to Diutnity, ſo doth the Art of Muſique. 


Avid made fourt Maiſters to ouerſee the 
Himnes and Songs, one in the middle, 


the right Gdethe left ide, the laſt,to ag 
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the Cymballs. | 

Alexander, vvith the Lydian tunes, vvas 
mooued to pleaſure and banquettings , and 
vvith the Dorick ſounds, to armor & warre. 

Plato and Ariſtotle, would haue a man that 
iswel brought yp to be a Mufition, 

Lycurgus,nerwithſtanding his ſharp laws, 
allowed of mufick. 

The Lacedemonians and the Cretans, 
(though otherwiſe warhike) vſed Harps,and 
other {oft inſtruments. 

Among the firſt inſtruftions that Chiron 
taught Achilles in his youth , Muſicke vvas 
one. Homer, 

Marſias beeing rude and vnsk1lfull in mu- 
ſick,contended vvith Apollo, but beeing 0- 
vercome, vvas deſeruedly puniſhed, Ouid, 

Thamyras vvoulde needes try maiſteries 
vvith the Muſes themfelues, in playing on 
the Harpe,but being vanquiſhed , vvas for 
his bold attempt bereft of both his eyes, and 
in deriſion called Baruls ; from hum blinde 
Harpers are denominated, 

Themiſtocles was thought vnlcamned, and 
the leſle eſteemed of, becaulc he was no mu= 
ſition, Cicero, . 

The Greekes iudged none to bee learned, 
Vleſſe he were ſeene in mulick,

Ambroſe Biſhop of Nillane, when that hee 
vvith other holy men, vvatched cuenin the 
Church, leaſt they ſhoulde haue beene be- 
trayedtogthe Arrians, brought in ſinging to 
auoytle rediouſnes, and to driye avvay the | 
time, Afuruft, v | 4 

This AthanaſiuForbadde, to auoyde vill» 
tics, S, Auguliine was indifterent, andit res 
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nted him, becauſe hee had ſometimes fal- 
= by gtuing more attentiue heed vnto the 
mealures ard chordes of muſicke, then the 
words which were vnder them ſpoken ; for 
that meaſure & ſinging, were brought for 
words lake, and not words for mufick. 

Inthe Eaſt parts, the holy aſſemblies,euen 
from the beginning, vied {inging. P. Mare. 

Architas nuenred a certaine mulicall in- 
ſtrument, to [tay the runnivg wits of chyl- 
dren, Pauſa. 

The Grecians learned to daunce of Caſtor 
and Pollux, and ved to diſpatch theyr buſi- 
resdauncing, 

The Sirijans, before they met their enemies 
viedtoling and daunce. Plut. 

The Romaine Prie(ts called Sa/y, vſed to 
Caunce in honour of Mars, 

Diodorusa cunning Muſitzon, beeing ſent 
for by the harlot Lamia, wgaled ro goe, yer 
Demetrius hauing his ArMoxon, the badge 
of a vyarriovr, and his Diademe, the cognt- _ 
zaunce of a King, was not aſhamed togocto \ 
ber houſe, Alianus, pa 


Y The Phyloſophers calls Pegperiefe, 
A convemned muſick in vveliWn, {2ying, that 
ene 1t and cbaſtitic th&e could be {mal 


greement, Nipbus, 
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Euripides is commended for reprehending 
fuch as vſe the Harpe at feaſts, for ſayth hee, 
Muſicke ought rather to bee ſent for vyhen 
men are angry or mourne, then vyhen they 
are feaſting and making merry, thereby to 
make the giue more liberty to plealure then 
before. 

A Muſition by the onely vertne of the Nos 
rian tune, preſerued the chaſtitic of Clytem- 
neſtra, the vvife of Agamemnon , from the 
aſſaults of F.giithus, who to bee reuenged, 
flew the Muftition, 

Dionyfius commaunded , that all kis {er- 
uants ſhould daunce in purple roabes,which 
Plato would not doe, ſaying ; 1 Will not put on 
« womans garments. But Ariſtippus did, and 
when he began to daunce, ſayde, In dronken 
featesthe ſober offend not. Laert, 

Diogenes reprooued Muſitions , becauſe 
they tooke preatcare that their inſtruments 
ſhoulde agree, and'negleed theyr man- 
ners. 

Neanthus handled the Harpe of Orphevs, 
whereorexpe-ting the trees to daunce, hee 
did by his &on iargling thereon, caule 
the dogs to bark&at him, 

Epaminondas, to auoyde the ſhame of ig- 
Norance in mulicke, learnedto play vppon 
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digers inſtruments, Cicero. 

Nero,the ſame night which vvas the laſt of 
kislyfe, (among the complaints which in- 
ſtant death, feare and ſorrowe did miniſter, ) 
thys onely thing he moſt bewailed , thatſo 
famous a Muſition as himſelfe , ſhould per- 
nihfrom the world, Tacitss. 

Aboy in Athence taking into his hand the 
inſtrument of an excellent Muſition, vvho 
washired toteach him, and putting it to his 
mouth and ſtraining his breath vyhereby his 
checkes began to ſwell, perceiuing thereby 
thedeformitie of his countenaunce,preſent- 
lie brake the pype , and diſdainefully flung 
Raway. Petrarch, 

Socrates vyhen he yvas old, gaue his mind 
tomulicke and dauncing. Appian. 

Scipio ordinarily vſed tro mooue his try- 
umphant and martiall body , after the tyme 
and meaſure of muſicall inſtruments , not 
vyantonly mincing with his feete, but after 
amanly ſort, vyhich hee ſayde, ſhouldeno 
vvaies dilparage him, if his enamies did be- 
bold him, 

Bacchus inſtruſted the people of Eaſt Ins 
Giato honour the heauens, and the (caucn 
Planets, by vers kindes of daunces, Dio- 


ous, 
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Ganimede, Hebe,& the nine Mufes, greats 
lie pleaſed Tupiter with they r dauncing. Or- 
phens, 

King Dauid, to ſhewe his cheerefull hart 
for the returne of the Arke of God , daun- 
ced before it. 

The dauncing of Heros daughter , vyas 
the cauſe of fohn Baptiſts death. 

Progne ina daunce, did finde opportunitie 
to murder her ſonne Itis, Onid. 

The Ethiopians vſed ſongs of divers runes, 
and dauncing betore they went to battaile, 
Pavnſanias. 

Timorheus thenoble Muſttion , demaun- 
ded alway a greater reward of them yvhom 
other taught, then of them that never lear- 
ned any thing before, 2 nintil. 

Geloa Tyrant of Sicilic, when by horrible 
oppreſsion ot his people he had brought him 


ſelfe 1nto a generall hatred , prohibited, that 


no man or woman ſhoulde {peake to each 0- 
ther, (forfcareof conſpiracies) but in ſtedde 
of vvords,they ſhould vie in theyr neceſlarie 
atfaires, conntenaunces, tokens, and moo- 
vings with their leete,hands,and eyes,which 
for neceſgitic fir{t vſed, at the Jaſt grewe to a 
pertect and delectable dauncing; but he was 
flaine of them tor his cruciry, 

Homer 
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Homer, among the great benefitsthat god 
ejueth to man, reciteth dauncing. 

One daunced before Demetrws the Ty- 
rant,and in his geſtares and motions, ſhow- 
ed the 2duoutry of Vars and Venus, and 
their diſcouery by Phoebus, vvith Vulcans 
intrapping them ; vyhere-with, contrary to 
his ſullen diſpoſition, he forced him to laugh 
and cry out, ſaying ; 0 man, [ dee not onely ſee 
but a!ſo keare What thou dooft,and it ſeemctb to 
mee that thou ſheakeFt With thy hands. 

The ſame daunced before Nero,in the pre- 
ſerce of a ſtrange Kings, which ynderſtoode 
no other language bur his own country,who 
by his daicing, made the king to vnderſtand 
vvhat wasſayde ; and at his departure, Nero 
bid him aske what he would, and hee ſhould 
haue it. Sir, ſaid he, lend wee this young man, 
that by his motions I may vnderitand tbe lan- 
guare of my confines and neighbors . 

The maieſtie of Princes in olde time, vvas 
ſhewed mn the daunce named Fumelia, 8 be- 
longed to T ragedies, difſolute countenaun- 
ces 1n that which was called Cordax, and per- 
tained to Comedies, wherin men of baſe be= 
tauiour onely daunced. 

The forme of fighting in Armor , was ex» 
preſſed ina daunce called, Enopbe. 

Hormus 
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Hormns wasa kinde of Daunce vyherein 
daunced both men and maydes,the man ex- 
preſsing in his motion and countenaunce, 
ſtrength and courage apt for the warres, the 
mayde, modeſtie and ſhamefaſtneſſe, which 
repreſented a pleaſant coniunttion, of forti- 
tude and temperance. Lampridins. 

Augultus, in the preſence of many men, 
plaied on an inſtrument ; A pvore man ſtan- 
ding by with other, and beholding the Ems 

erour, fayde with aloude yoyce to histel- 
nag Seeit thou not bowe this voluptuous Lea- 
chor, tempereth all the world with his little fit» 
ger? VVhichwords hee wilely noted, and 
during his life , hee ever after rctrained hys 
hands trom any luch lightnes in open aflem- 
blies, 

Alexandcr when hee had vanquiſhed Ilion 
where Troy ſtoode, being demaunded it he 
woulde {ce the Harpe of Paris who rauiſhed 
Helen, gently {miling, hee aunſwered, [ bad 
rather ſee the harpe of Ach1lles, Wherevnto bee 
did ſmg, not the illecebrous ſports of loue , but 
the valiant aits of noble Princes, 

L iſander ſoftned the walls of Athence, and 
burned their ſhips by ſoundot [lutes. 
S. Augultine rather liked the maid or wite 
that ſoweth ypon the Sabuth day, then hee 
that 


that dannced. Auguft, 
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The Archbiſhop of Magdeburgh brake his 
necke in dauncing. Mar, Hiſt. 

The Tyrrhenes firſt founJe the Trumpet, 
which they afterward vſed inbattel| to feare 
theyr enemies, and encourage their friends, 
likewiſe at ſolemne fealtes, that they might 
thereby aſlemble the people together,and to 
proclaime the commung of the Iubilie in the 
beginning of the newe Moone, crying, ioy 
andre{ttoall men, 1/odore. 

Buccina was a kinde of Trumpet made of 
horne, of woode, or bralle , which the vv1ld 
Panims vſed to aflſemble themſclues toge- 
ther, The Hebrews vſed Trumpets of horn, 
inremembrancc of the deliverance of laac, 
what time an horned vveather was offered 
and ſacriticed in his ſtead, 

Tibia wasan inftrument of forrowe and la- 
mentation which men did vſe in office, and 
ſepul:ures of dead men ; beeing like vnto a 
Shalme or Flute, 

Lyra hath the name for diverſity of ſounds, 
and be: bh inuented by Mercury. 

The Hpe is calied Cythera, tirſt found by 
Apollo, which Virgull writeth to haue ſcas, 
ven ſtrings, that is, ſeauen ſoundes, & ſeauen | 
dilterences of VOYCES, 

The! 
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The Pſalterie, hath the name of P/allends, 
for the conſonant aunſwereth to the note 
therof in ſinging. The Hebrewes called the 
Pfalterie Decachordon, an inſtrument haumg 
ten ſtrings , according to the number ofthe 
ten Commaundements. 

Cymbals are in{trumentsof muſick com- 
paſſed like an hoope,an'l on the vpper com- 
paſſe, vnder a certaine hollownefle hangeth 
halte bells, flue or ſeauen in number. 

Siltrum, hath the name of a Lady that frſt 
founde the ſame, who vvas Iſis Queene of 
Egypt; Among the Amazons the hoalt of 
vyvemeniscalled to battaile with this in{tru- 
ment. Iris like a horne, yſedin battaile 1n {ted 
ofa Trumpet. 

The Bell is allo reckoned among the In- 
ſtraments of muſick, who whillt hee profis 
reth others in ſounding, hee is himſelfe con- 
fumedand waſte-i by often ſmiting . Thys 
was inuented by the Parthians.

Aſpaſia and Diotima, with ſacrifice droue 
of a plagueten yeeres, which {houlde baue 
hapned in Athence. 

Aſpaſia louedand taught the eloquent Ve- 
ricles of Athence, 

Nicholtrata, mother to Euander, {heyved 
the Latines their Letters 

The Sabine women, were no leſle helpe to 
increaſcRome, then the Troyans at the firit 
beginning. 

1 he conſpiracie of Cataline, for which Ci- 
cero is ſo praiſed, was firlt diſcloſed by a wo- 
man. Salu#t, 

Philip the ſonne of Demetrius , laying 
ſiege tothecitty of Scio, proclaimed that 
whatbond-man ſoeuer woulde forlake the 
Citty, and cometo him,they ſhould haue li- 
berty & theyr Maiſters wives; the vvemen 
hearing this, came to the walls weaponed,& 
foughrlo fiercely that they repulſed Fhilp. 
A decdethe men could not doe, 
1he Erythians made war vponthe Sciots, 
vyho 


a far 
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vrhonot able to holde out, compounded to 
de; art theyr Citty without armour, vyhich 
when the women heard of, they vyonld not 
ſuffer, but counſailed them to carry theyr 
ſhield and ſpeare,and leaue theyr clothes,8c 
aunſwer their enemies , that this was theyr 
array, which they followed, auoyCing the 
ſhame of the other. 

The Spartane wemendelighted to ſee their 
children die valiantly in defence of their 
country, 

The vvemen of Sagunt in the deſtruRtion 
of theyr Country, tocke weponsin hand a= 
gainſt Haniballs ſouldiers, 

V'Vhen the Armie of the Germaines vvas 
vanquiſhed by Marius, theyr vvemennor 
obrayningto live freein Rome, in ſeruice 
with the Veſtals, killed tkemf{elues and their 
chidren, 

Portia the wife of Brutus, and daughter of 
Cato, when ſhe heard that they both vvere 
deade, beeing carefully watched of her fer- 
vants, rooke the firefrom the harth & ſwal- 
lowed the coales. Afpian. 

The wemen of India are ſo couragious and 
bold, that they dare leape intothe fire with 
the dead bodies of theyr husbands. 

Alexandra, wife to Alexander, was Biſhop 

in 
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in larie nine yeers, 

Antiochus King of Siria, had a ſeruant cal- 
led Arteon, io |tke him ot face and perſon, 
that when King Antiochus dyed,the Queen 
I aocicea his wite diflembled the matter,vns 
til! ſhee of her owne decree , had made ano» 
ther King in Syria. 

Zenobia Queene of the Palmerins, beeing 
very well learned in the Greeke,Latine, and 
E-giptian tongues, taught them to her tvvo 
ſonnes, and wrote an Zitome of the Ealterne 
Viſtories, 

Chrifoitome made a ſermon againit all we- 
men, bec auſe Eudoxia the F Mje1 our Arca- 
das wile, had bolitered Epiyhauius againlt 
him; he mocked at her picture , for vvhich 
caulz,ſhe endeuoured tu baniſh him againe, 
vvhereof he vnder{tanding, made a notable 
Sermon with this beeinnins, Herodias ragetb 
« fre/b; /tomaketh anc, daunceth az cine, ſets 
keth as yet the Pead of lohn Baptiit, Euſeb. 

Inthe war thakCorm (usa Cerniane Eme 
perour had with the Catulies, kee tooke the 
Caſtic and ] owne of V\ ermsburge ; then 
tc Emperour commaunded to take all the 
Gentlemen, but the Genticvvomen ſhould 
be let goe with as much g00ds as they could 
carry, butthey torlaking their goods,carried 
away

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way their cluldren , which the Emperour 
hearing of, commended their vertne, and 
gaue thc |];ewiſe leaue to take their goods, 

The Romans had a law, that what ſoeuer a 
vvoman with childe Jonged tor, ſhee ſhould 
haue it, the cauſe was,for that Fuluius, Tor- 
quatus wife, longed roſee a vville man that 
paſſed by ber doore, whom the Knights of 

lauritania had taken in hunting, inthe de- 
ſerts of Egypt,andnot ſeeing him, ſhe dyed, 
Auwelins. 

VVhen the Romans ypon a certaine vva- 
ger, dyd ſerid from the yvarres to Rome, to 
vncer{iand what every mans vvife dyd at 
home, amongſt them all, the moſt prayſed, 
was the chaſt | ucrecia ; for rhat ſhee onelie 
was founde vveaurrg, and all the reſt idle.

Rotoria compounded with a Pirate on the 
ſea,that no womanfor 2. veres ſhould ſerue 
his yndred ſouldrers but ſhe alone. Idem. 

Semyramis, vvhen ſhee had (through her 
mmportancie) obtayned of her husband Nt- 
ms, the government of the kingdeme for 
five Caves, & that his nobles ſhould f: r that 
time obey her, {hee cauſed her husbandto 
bee preſently apprehended and caſt in pry? 
fon ;'vvho impatient of this diſgrace,daſhed 
out his owne braines, 

Af moneg(t the Amazons were two principal 
Quecnes, 
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Queenes choſen from them all, that both ar 
home and abroad their affaires might be wel 
marſhalled ; Lampedo gouerned at home, 
Marpeſia fought their barrailes. | 

Clytemneſtra, the wife of Agamemnon, to 
reveng* an iniury receaued fro her husband, 
comitted zdultry with A.giſthus, and after= 
ward conſented to hisdeath, Furip. 

Fulvia, the widdow of M. Marcellus, ſeeing 
herhusbard buried in the field of Mars, for 
priete ſcratched her face, toreher haire, and 
telldowne into afownd, whom the Senators 
tookevp, but Cn, Flauivs ſayd, Let ber poe, 
for ſhe Will doe ali the penance of WiddoWes ; but 
preſently, whilſt the bones of her husband 
vereaburning , ſhe agreed to be marriedro 
another, and more, to one of the Senatours 
vhich had lifted her vp. |. 

Septiius wite corruptedinloue by one of 
Anthonies triends, was defirous okhis harlot 
to become his wiſe, cauſing him to ſpeake ro 
anthony for her, and foorth-with was Sept # 
miuscondemned, whom ſhe betrayed tothe 
Souldiours, & in one day he was killed, and 
ſhemarried , Appian, / 
Salaſſus, fearing the diſpleaſure of Antho=- 


ly, gothimato the top of his houſe, from | 


vhence when hee aw his wife bringing the 
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Souldiours to murder him , threw him ſelfe 
headlong into the ſtreets. _— 

| The auntient Brittains, did not only make 
women their Rulers in peace, but their Lea- 
ders in warre, Tacitus, 

The Germaines preferred them before 
menthemſelues, and were of opinion, that 
ſome ſacred and prouident thing remayned 
in them, for which cauſe, they did neyther 
reiect their counſailes, ncr ſet light by theyr 
aunſwers, and many of them were reputed

Paulinaa woman in Rome, had been mari- 
edto 22.husbands,who afterwards marying 
one that had 20, wiues,dyed in his life time; 
wher-vpon the Romains crowned him with 
Lawrell, in token of vittory, and cauſed him 
to carry a braunch of Palme in his hand, at 
his wives funerall. Hierome. 

The Hebrewes had ſuch a reverence to mas 
ried folks, that he which had married awyfe 
the ſare yeare, ſhould not be forced to goe 
onwarfare.

Among the Hebrewes and the Perſians, he 
was molt commended, that had moſt wiues, 
though the Cuntry were moſt beholding 
to him that encreaſed the ſame, with the gre- 
teſt number of children, 

Tib.Gracchus, finding two Serpents in his 
chamber, inquired themeaning thereotby a 
douu-(layer,that if he ſlew the male _ _ 
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ſhould dye before his wife, bur ifthe female, 
his wife before him; but louing his wife dere- 
ly, he killed the male, and dyed ſhortly after, 
Valerius. 

Orpheus wife Euridice, dying vppon her 
wedding day,he kept hisloue inutolable,and 
would neuer ſet it vpon any other. 

Ninus, King of the Afsirians,falling inloue 
with Semeramis, the wife of Menon his va{- 
fal, requeſted that hee might have her to 
wife, and he ſhould haue his daughter inma- 
riage ; but Menon loued her ſo well,that hee 
would not yeeld thereto , the King enraged, 
cauſed his eyes to be pulled out, & tooke her 
away by force, & Menon tor griete hanged 
him: ſelte.

Aruntius could hardly perſwade his ſonne 
that would not flie without him,to ſane him- 
ſelfe; becauſe he was but young, his mother 
ſent him afore to the gates, and then retur- 
ned to burie her husband beeing killed; and 
vyhenſhe ſhortly after beard that her ſonne 
yas dead ypon the ſea, ſhee famiſhed her- 
ſelfe.

Aſtapus & Amphorinus bare ſuch love to

A woman of Athence, herfather called Cy- 
mon,being in pryſon where he was like to be 
famiſhed,craued ſomuch leaue of the Kee- 
per that {hee might haue acceſle to her Fa- 
ther,whowith her milke ſhee preſcrued long 
time from death. 
Harpalice,her father being take priſoner by 
the Getes, redeemed bim with more celeris 
ty then can be thought in a woman, Servins.

A Greeke Embaſſadour and a Romaine, 
wereat vvordes in the Senate of the Rhodi- 
ans, the Grecian ſayd, Romaine it is true, that 
y0u are aduenturous in Armes, but for all that, 
Þnable in Sciences, for the Women of Greece 
know more in Letters, then the men of Rome in 
Weapons. Vpon theſe vvords grew the mor- 
tall yvarres betweene Rome & Carthage, as 
bout the polseſsion of Sicilie. 

The Romaines and the Grecians ready to 
defie one another,the Rhodians came inthe 
midſt, and perſwaded both that this iniurie 
ſhould not bee determined with vveapons, 
butargued with yyomgns diſputation .

The gods of Troy moreenuied the gods of 
Greece,then the Princes of Greece did the 
princes of Troy. Vulcan & Pallas were their 

mies, Apollo and Venus their friends, 

The Phyloſopher Bruxellis being ready to 
ye, told the Romaines that where intimes 
palt they had but 5 , Gods,namely, Iupiter, 

V. 2, Mars, 
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Mars, lanus, Berecyntbia, and PVefta; heleft 
for euery one of them a private God , to 
2 8000, houſholds, 28090. gods. Aurel, 

The Epiptians,although they were the firſt 
that excelled in the knowledge of celeſtiall 
and narurall things, (inſomnch as Egipt was 
called the mother of Arts,) yet they aboue 
all others, ſuperſtitiouſly worſhipped Leeks 
and Onions. Macrobirs. 

The Heathen honoured thirtie thouſand 
Gods,as Hefiodus yvriteth, & adored three 
gs lupiters, as Marcus Yarro yvitneb 
eth, 

M. Cato yvorſhipped his grounds, defi- 
ww them to bring forth in aboupdance, and 
to keepe his Catrel ſafe, 

Diagoras burning an Image of Hercules, 
ſaid; Thou muFt now doe mee ſeruice, thirteent 
encounter,es Well as thou bail doone to Eun 
thenes in the other twelue, | 

The Afirians yyorſhipped as many God: 
as they had townes, and the Grecians as ma- 
ny as they had fancies. 

Melifſus an auncient King of Creet , dyd 
firlt of all others ſacrifice to the Gods. 

/r Chaldeorum , the fire of the Chaldeans, 
called alfo Orimeſds, that is, holy fire , vv 
the firlt occaſion of Idolatry y this re 
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cauſed to be vſually carried before them yp« 
n anhorſe. 

Therecarole a great vvarre betvveene the 
Allevnes and the Armenians, the occaſion 
thereof vvas, for that as they came to the 
fealt of Olympus, they fell in contention 
vyhether of theyr Gods were the better, by 
reaſon of vyhich vyarre,their Comonwealth 
and people were brought into greatwilery ; 
which the Emperour Adrianus percetuing, 
ſent Iultus Seuerus vtterly to overthrovve 
thoſe that vvould not bee ruled by his ſen- 
tence, vvhom he thus pacified, willing that 
the Alleynes ſhould take for their Gods,the 
Armenians Gods, and the Armenians , the 
Godsof the Alleynes.

Of Antiquities. 


The knowledge of Antiquities,C firſt inuen- 
tion of thing s,Was ſo much in requeſt among the \ 
Auntients, that Plinie , Marcus Varro,t& Ma- 
crobius, (biſtoriographers no leſſe graue then 
true) Were in great controuerſie , for proouing 
bat things were moſt aunciens, 


T Here were ſeauen which firſt gave lawes 
tothe vyorlde, Moſes to the Hebrewes, 
Ve. 3 Solon 
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Solon to the Athenians, Lycurpvs to the 
Lacedemonians, Numa Pompihus to the 
Romans, Aſclepeiusto the Rhodians, Mi- 
nos to the Cretans, and Phoroneus to the 
Egyptians. Diod. Siculas. 

All Counſellors and Lawyers of Rome, did 
cali the lavves that were moſt iuſt Foruw, in 
memory of Phoroneus, 

The true and moſt auncient mettals,be not 
of golde, but yron; much time paſledin the 
Empire of Rome wherein the Romains had 
no mony, but of braſle or yron ; & thefirſt 
coyne that was made to be melted in Rome 
of gold, vvas in the time of Scipio Aﬀrica- 


nus, 

Corynthus, the ſonne of Oreſtes, trayned 
by his Father to ſcoure the Sea, and commit 
Handsto ſpoyle, recdifyed the Fortreſle of 
Siſtphus anotorious Pyrat,and called it Cos 
rinthus by his owne name ; ſo that this city 
was fyr[t built by tyrants, gouerned by Ty- 
rants, and deſtroyed by tyrants. 

Rome was builded by Romulus, Jeruſalem 
by Salem, Alexandria of Alexander , Anti» 
. ocheof Antiochus, Conſtantinople (before 
Bizantium) of Conſtantinus, & Numanti 
3" Spayne, of Numa Pompilius. 

In the Cittic of Numantia was but ws 

cra 
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crafts man,$& he a Smith, others they would 
not conſent ſhoulde live among the, ſaying ; 
That all ſuch thinges euery man ought to hane 
in his owne houſe, and not to ſeeke them in the 
Common-wealth. 

In the beginning of the world, they writin 
aſhes,next in barks of trees, then in leaues of 
Laurell,afterward in ſheets of leade, & at laſt 
they came to write in paper. Strabo. 

In ſtones they did write with iron,m leaves 
with penſils,in aſhes with fingers, inrindes 
vvith kniues, in parchment vvith canes,and 
in paper with pennes. Idem. \ 

The Incke that our fore-fathers dyd write 
withall,was firſt ofa Fiſh called Zibia , after 
that,they made it of ſoote, afterwards of ver- 
mihan,after that,of Cardinellio, in the ende, 
they inuented it of Gum,Galls, Coperas,8 
vvine. Guendrs. 

They which diſcended of Lycurgus in La- 
cedemonia,of Cato in Vrica,of Apeſilausin 
Lycaonia, & of Tuſides in Galatia, were not 
onely priuiledged in their provinces, but for 
their ancient nobleſſe honored of al nations. 

Itvvasalaw in Rome , that all thoſe that 
deſcended of the linage of the Tarquines, E- 
(caurians, Catilines, Fabatians & Bithinians, 
tad no offices in the Common-vvealth, 


although 
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although they diſcended of an ancient ſtock, 
becauſe theyr aunceſtors were in theyr lives 
very diſhoneſt,and in their gouerment very 
offenſtue. Patritins., 

Chriſt himſelfe vvoulde not deſcend of the 
Tribe of Beniamin, vvhich was the leaſt,bat 
of the Tribe of Iuda, which vvas the greater 
and the better. | 

The Romaines had the law Proſapia , the 
law of linages, by which it was ordained, that 
when contention did ariſe in the Senate for 
the Conſulſhip, that thoſe which deſcended 
of the {temme of the Sylujans, of the Tor- 
quatians, and of the Fabritians, ſhould ob- 
taine chiefe place before all others, for that 
theſethree linages in Rome vvere moſtan- 
cient, and did diſcend af moſt yaliant Ro- 
maines. 

Colonies firſt beganne at the divers vvay-

FIofoch was the father ofthe Muſcovites, 
and Madai of the Medes,whoſe Empire was 
very great m the higher Aſia; they deſtroied 
the Chaldean Monarchy. Ioſepbus, 

Magog vvas father of the Scythians, but at ... 
thys time the right Scithians are the Slauo- \ 
nians, Muſchouites,and Tartarians, vyvho \ 
vaunt of theyr deſcent from Iaphet. Mes \ 
lanitbon. 

The Thracians are deſcended of Thyras, 
and of Iauanthe Greekes , who gauc name 
tothe Iowans. Ioſephus. 

Thele were the feauen ſonnes of Iapher the 
youngeſt ſonne of Noah, 

V'Vhen Ioſeph was (old by his brethren to 
the Egiptians, the Merchants of Iiracli cars 
ried Myrrhe, Balme, and Spicerie, out of 

Galaad toſellin Egypt, which may teſtifie 
the antiquitie of merchandize. 

Poets 1n antiquitie goe before Philoſo- 
phers. Cicero, 

Damaſcus 1safamous Citty in Syria, and 
ſuppoſed to be the firlt that euer yvas inha-

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There vvere five antiquities in the yyorkd 
generally accepted , the firſt vvas the Com- 
mon-wealth, the ſecond, Letters, the thyrd, 
Lawes, the fourth, Barbers, thefyft, Dials 
and Clocks.

The beginning of Venice vvas pittifull, 
poore, and almoſt in diſpaire,it vvas builded 
vvhen Attyla troubled Italy, the firſt Duke 
vvas Paulus Anazalus, inno Dom. 706. two 
hundred and fiftie two yeeres after the foun- 
dation.

Rome was the chiefe citty of all Italic,Car- 
thage was the principall of Aﬀrick, Numan- 
tia of Spayne, Argentine of Germanie, Ba- 
bilon of Chaldea, Thebes of Egypt, Athence 
of Greece, Tyra of Phenice,Celaga of Cap- 
padocia, Bizantium now Conſtantinopleof 
Thrace, and Icrufalem of Paleſtine.

The Germaines yvere called Cymbrians, 
and are now thought to be Danes. 

The Phrygians vvere prooued more aun-

netichus, who defirousto know it, vvilled 
that no man comming to them ſhould ſpeak 
tothem, but after two yeeres, the Phrygian ; 
ſpake Beccos,vvhich in theyr language ſigni- \ 
fyeth breade, by which hee perceived them \ 
to be the auncientelt. Herodotus . 

The name of Countie, vvasfyrſt gyuento 
the Gouernours of Provinces,m the raignes 
ofthe Emperours Honorius and Arcadius, 
P, Diaconus.

The Athenians deuiſed the impoſition of 
fynes, penalties and forfeytures. Xlianus, 
Ericthonius was the fyrſt that ioyned hor- 
ſes together for ſeruice in drawing; butin 


Italy Oxen were fyrſt prepared to the vſe of 


busbandry ; vvherupon the Grecians called 
Countrimen the Oxen of Italy. 

Triptolemus vvas the fyrit that inuented 
the plouph. 

Cliſthenes fyrſt deuiſed baniſhment, and 
happened himſelfe to pertake the ſmart of 
kisinuented puniſhment. The hike is written 
of Perillus, for inventing Phalaris Bull, 

Czfar, whe we was Dictator, fyr(t brought 
the Bull to be baited.

mamed the Y Vortby , when he had driven 
the Hungarians out of Germany,to them he 
aligned the frontiers of Countries, to de 
fend againſt incurſions and inuaſionsof the 
enemies, 

The difport\'ofhawking, was found out in 
Thracia, where menand hawkes asitwere 
bya confederacy, tooke birds together, in 
thiswiſe, the men ſprang the birds out of the 
buſhes, and the hawkes toaring ouer them, 
beate them downe/ſo that the men might ea- 
lly take them--then did they equally deuide 
the pray tothe hawks,who being wel ſerued, 
atcuſtom repaired to ſach places, where bes 
tp aloft, they perceaued men to be allem= 
bedto that purpoſe, Plinius, 
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4, Centauri, were the firſt that tamed horſes 
riding, and men ſeeing them, ſuppoſed itro 
be one body,and thertore an hundred horſe- 
me of Theſlalia, were called Centauriof Cen- 
t«&m and-4ur4, asSit were an hundred wind 
VVaggers.

ouerthe Seas) the night betore hee mop 
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aile, in the morning the ſame man which Sis 
monides had buried , appeared 'vnto him, 
warning him that day not to goe to Sea, be- 

8 to £oe, he remembred his dreame, 
and told his fellowes thereof, but they regar- 
ded himnor, 8 left him behind them, where 
inſight of Simonides, they and theyrſhippe

Mydas, King of Phrygia, being troubled 
and vexed with certaine dreames, grew tobe 
deſperate, and dyed voluntarily, by drinking 
the blood of a Bull.

& rewards were appointed to them that ex- 
cclled, Plutarch. 

Salomon ſent riddles & problemes to kirg 
Hnam,vvhonm it coſt very much becaule he 
could not a\lvierhem, ynrtill at length, hee 
founde a young man of Tyrus, called Abar- 

mon, vvho deciphered vnto him the molt 
part of them.

The Kings of Perſia ſhewed themſelues 
more ſubiect to lawes then thir lords, Zonar, 

The Kings of Lacedemonia did monthly 
ſweareto guide themſejues according to the 


behalfe of the people to ſec it executed, 
Antiochus tokl his ſonne Demetrius , that 
their kingdome vvas a noble ſlavery. 
t here vyas toure Kings & Princes, oy 
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had but one eye a peece, Philip, Alexanders 
Father, Antigonus king of Macedonia, Ha= 
niball of Carthage, and Sertorius a Romain, 
The firſt loſt his eye at Methon, the ſecond, 
at Perinthia, the third , vponthe Alpes, the 
fourth in Pontus. P/utarch. 

Alphonſus vvas the f;rit king of Luſitauia, 
the ſonne of Henry Loraine,and Tiretia, the 
baſe daughter of Aiphonſus king of Caſtile, 
in one battaile he ouercame F . princes of the 
Sarazines,and thereſ{orein his ſhielde bare F. 
ſeuerall coatesof honour, Cor. 7grippa.

Ariftacratie, 1s the rule or power of the beſt

Olizarchie, is whe a tevy noble or rich men 
gouerne the Common-wealth,reiecting the 
poore and baſer fort. 

Timocratie, 1s the power of meane or indif. 
ferent vvealth, gouerning by ſome lawesta- 
ken from Oligarchie and Democratic , vyhich 
are two extreammes, 

Democratie, is where free men, beeing the 
greater number, are Lords of the eſtate. 

There was alſo a'mixt or compounded &- 
ſtate of all theſe,

Tuſtinusthe 2 ,raigned 11.yeares, anddy- 
ed of the gowre, but alittle before he created 
C-lar, a Captaine called Tiberius . 

Tiberius the 2,was a vertuous,iuſt, & mers 
citull Prince,he raigned 7.yeares,and nomis 
nated Mauritius his ſonne in law ſucceflour, 

Mauritius was ſlaine by Phocas , with his 
wife,ſonnes,and davghters; this puniſhment 
I1{tories doenote,was for not redeeming the 
Ciiltians, which being taken captives,were 
in thrailome with an intidell Prince. 

Phocas gouerned 7.yeares, and was ſlayne 
by Priſcus, one of his Captaines ; his leggs, 
armes, head, and priuities, were cut off, hee 
made the Biſhop of Rome ſupreame head 
aboue ali other Biſhops, which Gregory the 
firlt diſcommended in Phocas : he tooke the 

Croſle of Chriſt from Ierufalem . 

Heraclius brought againe the Croſſe to Te- 

rulglem, he goucrned 3O.yeares, m _ 
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zeoan the kingdome of Makomet, Anno Dos 
Wilt 644. | | 

Con(tancinus his ſorme , was poyſoned by 
his (tep-mother Martina, the Grſt yeare of 
hs raigne , tomake her ſonme Heraclionas 
Emperour,who raigned 2, yeares ; the Se- 
nate having knowledge of theyr trecherous 
dealings , cuite offthe noſe of Heraclionas, 
Martinaes tonge,and the Patriarchs, ſending 
themall 3 anto baniſhment. 

Conltans , the ſonne of Conſtantius , was 
ſtrangled ina bath at Syracuſa, when he had 
raigned 27,yeares, 

Conſtantinus Barbatus, made peace in the 
Empire of the Eaſt,and in the Church, 8 di- 
edwhen he had gouerned 17. yeares. 

luſtinianus the 2, ruled 10. yeares before 
he was baniſhed, and being reſtored 6.yearcs 
more , many troubles befell him, for wa 
Hatterers by whom hee was ruled , the one 
Theodofius a Monke , whom his Subiects 
called Cieneral,the other Stephen his Chaps 
lane , who determined all matters concer- 
ning religion , Leontius the Patriarch hel- 
pos him, was made Emperour, and cut oft 
altinianusnoſe .

TH E Empire of Germany, beganinthe 

yeare of our Lord,cight hundred & one, 
whole firſt Emperour of the V Velt,was Cas 
rolas Magnus,ſo firnamed for his noble atts, 
whole Grandfather was Carolus Martcllus, 
his Father Pipinus of Fraunce, his Mother 
Birrha, daughter to Heraclius Emperour of 
Conſtantinople ; he was excellently learned 
in the Greeke and Latine tongue , hee dyed 
at Aquiſgrane , when hee had raigned 144 
yeares. 

Lodouicus Pius, his ſonne; was ſo called of 
accligious{aperitition , nathauing the per- 
fect knowledge of Cad, butas religion went 
m thoſe dayes, for he encreaſedthie worlhip- 
ping of Idols and Images 5; he was farre infe- 
riour to his Father, both-inwiſedome and 
vertue ; heecauſed his brothers ſonne Bar» 
nardas, King of Italy, his eyes to be pulled 
ont ; he made bis ſonne Lotharius Emperor 
with him, who with his brother Pipinusde- 
poſed him, bytafterwards reſtored, he dyed 
at Magunze, and raigned 2 7.yeares . 

Lotharivs :he firſt, yexed by the ciuill wars 
ofthis brethren,was torced to make a 1 etrars 
» chia, 
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chia, deviding his Empire into 4. parts, that 
he himſelf ſhold cioy Italy with the Empire, 
anda part of Germany, which lieth between 
Rhene , and Moſelletta, Lodonicus, ſhould 
rule Germany,Charles, Fraunce, and Pipi- 
nus Aquitania ; he made his ſonne Lodoui- 
cus pertaker with himin the Empire, and 
ſhortly aſter depoſing himſelfe, went into a 
monaltry called Brumizs,and there died, ha- 
vinzrajoned 1.5 ,yeares, 

Lodouicus the 2,excelled in learning,god- 
lines, humanity, liberality, & profound wir, 
he dyed at Millaine in Italy , when hee had 
raigned 19.yeares. 

Carolus Caluus; the ſonne of Lodouicus 
Pius,ſucceeded him,for that hehad no heire 
male,when hee fled tom Charlemaine,, and 
Carolus Craſſus, the ſonne of Lodonicus, 
Germanicus to Mantua, he was there as ſom 
write poyſoned, by his Phiſition Sidechiasa 
Jew ; he was couetobs,proud,ambitious,and 
vaine-glorious, he raigned inthe Empire 2, 
yeares. | 

Lodouicus the third, ſirnamed the Stam- 
merer, contrary tothe will of the Nables of 
Rome, was made Emperour, byPope Tohn 
the eight, he gogerned two yeares, and dyed 
in the warres againlt Bernardus, in the _ 
cnc 
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ches of Italy. 

Carolus Craſſus, expelled the Sarazing ont 
of Italy , afterwards through his misfortuce 
inwarre, and cuil] leagues with his enemies, 
he came into hatred with his SubicRts ; ſick- 
nes alſo bringing him low,he was not of right 
mind , and therefore left his kingdome to 
Arnolphus, the Sonne of Charlemaine ; he 
was broughtto great miſery, andnot baving 
ſafficient whereby to liue, dycdat Sweuia, 
in the 7 yeare of his raigne. 

Arnolphus,a couetous Prince,raigned 12 
yeares,and dyed of Lyce ; after him the mas 
telty of the Empire, came to the Germaing, 
which continued with the French-menfor 
the ſpace of 100 yeares, 

Lodouicus,the bw of Arnolphus,gouer- 
ned ſixe yeares, to vyhom allo Conradus 
Dukeof Atria ioyned, and raigned ſcauen 
yeares ; Henry, the ſonne of Otho Dake of 
Saxony, ſucceed him, and ruled eighteene 

cares , by theyr ambition many tumults a- 
roſe, for the ſpace of 60 yeares, from Arnol- 
phus ceatito Qtho the fulk.. 

The Itahans created Berengarius Empe- 
rour, whoat Verona ouercame Arnolphus, 
and put out byseyes, hee gouerned foure 
yearcs,..

lohnthe 6, a Germaine, in the time of fa- 
wine and vvar, nouriſhed a great number of 
pooremen withreleefe, (beeing indeede the 
worthieſt of al Popes for ſuch almes-deeds) 
andredeemed diversprifoners and captwes 
from bondage, he was onely elected Pope, 
becauſe of Sergius adultery, and not confir- 

med, Sergins beeing afterward reſtored a- 
eaine, hee therefore 15 not reckoned among 
the Popes. 
lohn the ſeventh a Grecian, beautified the 
Churches,aud dyed, 707. 

Sozimus the ſecond, was ſo fore ſick of the 
(owre,that he dyedin 20. dayes ; Naucle» 
tus writeth that hewas pciſcned by Dioſco- 
rus, who contended with him. 

Conſtantine the firſt, was the firſt that ever 
oftered his Soueraigne his foote tokifle, hee 
curſedthe Emperour Philippus, and all hys 
coyne, ard mooued Anaſtaſius to depole 
bim, and put out his eyes. VVhen Kimre- 
Cusand Offa, two Kings of the Engiſh Sax- 
ne "If. By Cns, 
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ons for their pleaſures came a voyave to 
Rome, beeing there , thys pope made them 
forſake their kingdomes, & become Monks, 
he dyed,ann.71F. 

Gregory the ſecond, mooued the ſubie2s 
of the Emperour Leo to rebellion, becauſe 
theyr Images were taken away , hee cauſed 
Spayne, Luguria, and Italy, to reuolt from 
him,and inthe end, he excommunicated & 
depoſed him ; thus the Empire of the Eaſt, 
lolt their title nItaly. Gregory died, 731. 

Gregory the 3. vvrit to Boniface an Eng- 
liſhman, that the prieſts ought to have ſhas 
uen crownes,to pray for the dead, 8 to ofter 
facrifice for them; he dyed, 742. 

Zacharias was the fir{t that gaue golden 
Coapes decked vvith pearles and ſtones to 
Churches, he commaunded that Gofsips in 
no wiſe ſhould marry together, hee was the 
fir{t that ateepted to releaſe ſubiects of rheyr 
all-geance ; tor Pipinus, ſonne of the ba- 
{tard Charles Martell, obrained ot this pope, 
that hee would depoſe Childericustrom the 
crowne of Fraunce, and giue it him and hys 
heyres. He forced him to become a Monke, 
he changed Lachis king of Lombardie, Ca» 

rolorianus & others,from their royal cltate, 
and made them become Monks , hee dyed, 
» vyhen 
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yvhen he had raigned 10. yeres, an,7F2. 
One Stephen a Deacon vvas choſen to 
ſucceed him,who died of the falling ſicknes, 
Stephen the ſecond, craued of Pipintore- 
verge his quarrell againſt Ariſtuſphus king 
of Lombardie, for demaunding ſubſ1die of 
| himand his prelates, vyhich be did, and de- 
*livered the dominion of Rauenna vnto him, 
vith all the Townes thereof, euento the 
onlte of Venice, 

Hee vvasthe firſt pope that vyas carried a 
broade vpon mens ſhoulders, vyhich hys 
fucceſlors vie at this day ; he dyed, 757. 

Paule the firſt, the brother of Stephen, re- 
ſtored the Images which Conſtantine had 
abrogated, but Conſtantine defied his cur- 
ſes, and withitood Images to his death, thys 
 popedyed, 767. 

Atter thys , Charles the great beganne to 
raixne,vyho builded 2 4, Manaſteries, 

Coltantine the ſecond alay man, by ſtrong 
hand was made pope, by meanes of his bro- 
ther Deſiderius,king of Lombardy,and To- 
tho duke of Nepetia, but becauſe he had not 
taken eccleſiaſticall orders, one Philip vvas 
cholen,bur beeing weake in power, hee vyas | 
forced to depoſe himſelte. Conltantine ruled | 


a theſca one-yeere pontifically ; in the end, | 
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a counſellof Italian and French Biſhops des 
poled him, and puthim into an Abby, as a 
perpetuall priſon, hauing before put outhis 
eyes,ain, 700, V hoſe brather,vnder pres 
tence of praymg, comming to ilome,rewaſrs 
ded the Pope with the 11ke puniſhment, 
Stephen the third, diſanulled all that Con- 
ſtamine had doon2,he brought to his lubjec- 
tion the Church of Miilaine, which ever be- 


fore hailbeen tree, Fe vvent once (thathee 


might bee ca'led a toliouwer of Chriſt ) bare- 
tooted in roceſsion, and dyed an, 772. 

Hadrian tie tirit,by the aide of Charlesthe 
Emperour, delivered the fea of Rome trom 
the perrili of all other. 'rinces; hee was the 
firſt that with his leaden Bull, did honour 
theyr decrees, dilpeniations , and priwleds 
_ . 

{ odouicus Ps, the ſn of Carolas Mag- 
nus,conkrmed his lather gitt,adding to the 
Fopecs pollelsions Venice, and ſundry other 
lands; he made lladrian Prince of Rome & 
Itaiy, andravulied the Popes Empure ; thys 
Pope dyed, ann. 799. 

L.co the third, 0btained of Charles the Em- 
pervur, that the ilomaines by an oath might 
become {ubiect to his g0UCLnment , vyhuch 
the Empcrour giaunicd ; vyhereypon, the 
Pope 
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Pope was ſo hated, that as he wyas going on 
Procelsion, ders fejl vpon him, and beate 
him from his horſe , and itrippiwg him out 
of his pontificall roabes,vvhypped him with 
rodds. 

He made Charles Emperour vpcn condi- 
tion, that hee ſhould {weare perpetual! ho- 
mage and tealtie to the Church of Rome, 
Thys Leo dyed, ann. v16, 

Stephen the tourth , conſidering that the 
prerogatiue which vvas giuen to Charles & 
his ſucceliors, might be a brideling tothe lea 
otRome, ſaide ; that it vvas lawtut for them 
tochoole Popes without the Emperors au- 
thoritie, but not ro conſecrate himvvithout 
the preſence eyther of him, or his Emballa- 
cors, he died, ruling but 8, months. 

Paſchal a Monck was choſen with the con- 
ſent of the Emperour, and Lodouicus i/1vs 
yeeided vp to himall his authority inthe e- 
lection of the Popes; this Pope dye, anne; 
$24, | 

Eugeniusthe ſecond , by his curteevs be- 
hauiour and eloquence, got the Popedome 
from 71z1mus,who hadit graunted him, ke 
raigned 4. yeres,and as {ome write, hiseves 
were pulled out by the Romaines,others, by 
the I rielts thathated him. 
Vaicntine 
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Valentine the firſt, beeing a Decon, vyag 
made pope, he wasa man of very quick wit, 
able to perlwade , and ditwade ; ſome write 
that there was m him ſuch excellent hope; 
thathe vvould haue raigned in better order 
then thereſt; hedyed the fourth day of hys 
raigne, and as it is ſuppoſed, he vvas poyſo- 
ned by ſome of the clergy. 


Gregory the fourth, refuſed to take the 


popedome before he were contirmed by the 
Emperour Lewes and that hee had reſtored 
them their right againe ; by his meanes hee 
dravethe Moores out of Iraly,hee procured 
tenths to be ginen to churches, and viſited 
{olemne erection of Sepulchers, hee dyed, 
ann. 843. 

Sergius the ſecond, was the firſt pope that 
renounced his chriſtian name given in Bap- 
tiſme, and changed it, beeing called betore, 
SWines ſnoWt,and decreed that popes thould 
change theirnames. 

Leothe fourth, at Hoſtia Pate Ouercame 
the Sarazens when they had madea road ins 
to Italy ; hee fir{t beganne (contrary tothe 
counlell at Aquilgrane) to decke the popes 
Croſle vvith precious ltones, & comaunded 
itt9 be carr yed before him, he died, 8 5.4. 
In his ume, Ethelyoldus » becing firſt a 
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Monke of ſingle life, having a diſpenſation 
from the pope, leſt his calling , and became 
King of England, making it tributary to the 
ſez of Rome. 

lohn the 8. borne at Mentz,beeing a vvoe 
manwas made Pope, hername wasajtered, 
and ſhe was called loþn Engliſh ; ſhee fate in 
the pontificali feate at Rome, 2, yzeres 8& 6, 
months, her name at the firſt was Gilberte 3 
vvhoto inioy the company ofa Monke who

Tohnthe 17.was very well learned, & pubs 
liſhed divers books, he was likewiſe expert in 
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warlike affaires ; in his time Creſcentius the 
Conſull, went about to make himſelfe King 
of Rome,wherfore he departed into Hetru- 
ria; but Creſcentius fearing that he went for 
the Emperor,ſent for bim to returne, which 
he did, and was receaued with all humility by 
Creſcentius, who falling downe before him, 
haſled his feete, and craued pardon ; T his 
Johndyed anno 995. 

Gregory the fifth, beeing the Emperours 
Coſen,was by his authority made Pope,who 
Creſcentius the Conſull with the people de- 
poſed, and eſtabliſhed Iohnthe 18, Biſhop 
ofof Placentia, Gregory complainedto the 
Emperour, who ouercame Creſcentivs and 
killed him, and cauſed Tohns eyes to be pur 
out,whereoft he dyed ; Gregory dyed the 3, 
yeare of his Popedome. 
lokn the 18 .was very learned and rich,but 
proud and couetous, which was his over- 
throw; he dyed as before. 

Sylucſter the ſecond, a Frenchman, addic- 
tedwholy rodeuiliſh arts, betooke himlelfe 
tothe Author thereof both body and ſoule, 
whotold him that he ſhould not dye, vntill 
tefayd Maſle in Ieruſalem,wherfore he per- 
lvaded himſelte, of long life, as minding not

Benedict the ninth, who before was Theo= 
philact, as he aduanced his yncles by his Mas 
oicke Arts , ſo now hee broughtto. paſſe by 
themto ſucceede in rheyrdignities ; he after 
the death of Conradus, do ro difinherite 
kis onne Henry the 3. of the Empire, and 
toplant in his ſted Peter King of Hungary, 
towhom hee ſent the crowne of the Empire, 
with this verſe , Petra dedit Romam Petro, tibi 
Papa coronam. 

Henry ouercame Peter,andtooke him pri- 
loner, and (cette forward to Rome,which the 
Pope hearing of, fold his Popeſhip to Iohn 
Gratian, after called Gregory the 5. inthe 
meane time the Romains depoſed Benedict, 
& placed in his (ted Tobn Biſhop of Saba, 

Sylueſter the third, King of Saba, enioyed

Gregory the 6, learned the Magicall Sci-

Damaſusthe ſecond , obtained the Seaby 
force,without the Emperours commaunde- 
ment, but the 30,day after he waspoyſoned. 

Leo the 9, Biſhop of Toledo, was betraied 
tothe Mention be Hildebrand and Theo- 
philat,who hardly eſcaping their rage, athis 
returne at Rome was poyſoued by Bra- 
zutus, the fifth yeare ofhis Popedome. 

Victor the ſecond, a Germaine, when hee 
had rajigned two yeares, was likewiſe poylo- 
ned of Brazutyus, 

Stephen the ninth , the Duke of Lo- 
rains brother,cauſed the Church of Rome 
(which for 200, yeares had defied the ſupre 
nacy of Rome)to becom ſubie& vnto it ; h 
ina counſel} at Florence, commaunded ma 
ny things againſt Nualities, Pluralities, and 
Totquots, but he was poyſoned by Brazu 
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Benedi& the tenth , was made Popecon- 
trary tothe oath, which the Clergy made to 
Hildebrand , who depoſing Benedi&t, ſetyp 
Gerhard Biſhop of Florence , naming him 
Nicholas the ſecond. Benedict lived an outs 
law aftcr he had beene Pope 9.moneths, 

Nicholas the ſecond , was by the meanes 
of Hildebrand poiſoned of Brazutus; he firſt 
ordayned that Cardinals ſhould chooſe the 
Pope, he condemned Berengarius, & com- 
pelled hint to reuoke what he taught of the 
lacrament, 

Alexander the ſecond , was made Pope by 
Hildebrands meanes , againſt the Emperors 
mind,againſt whom the Lombards ſer vp by 
the Emperours conſent , one Cadolus who 
cameto Rome, but with his greatarmy was 
” to flight; the Emperour ſent the Archs 

{ſhop of Coleine with his authority tode-

Emperour Henry the 4, without lawfull ac- 
culation, canonicall citation, or iudiciall or- 
der, & cauſed his peeres to reuolt from him, 
giving his crowueto Rodolphus, 

The Emperour with his wife and hisſonne 
in the depth of vvinter, wayted 3.dayesand 
| three nightsat the popes gates, faſting from 
morning to night, humbly ſuing for pardon 
vpon his knees, but the pope would neyther 
pardon nor abſolue him,but vpon hard con- 
ditions; all which the Emperor promiled to 
8 performe by his hand and ſcale , yetwas not 

re{tored. 

| a Thispope commanded the Saterday to be 

"> faſted, and tooke away the crowne from the 
# King of Poland, but Henry the Emperour 
/ anno Domini 1583 . deprived him of his 
place, and placed in his ſted Clement the 
third, Hildebrand torlakey of all, fleddeto 
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Salerne, where he ended his life in great mis 
ſery. 1086, 

Victor the third, defended Gregoriesafts 
againſt the Emperour,and Clement,erected 
by him ; hee was poyloned (as Harmanus, 
Carſulanus, and Prx monſtratenſis writeth) 
by his Deacon, who at Maſle-time put the 
poyſon into the Chalice . 

Vrban the ſecond, was made pope by Ma- 
tilda, and the Norman Lords in Apulia, in 
Celpight of the Emperonr ; hee excommu=« 
nicated Clement the third, eſtabliſhed by the 
Emperour, and the Emperour himſlelfe, on 
the other ſide, Clement excomunicated him 
asan v{urper, 

Vrban, tirſt cauſed all that ſhould take or- 
der,to ſweare with this clauſe,So God be/pe me 
and the boly Euangelift ; Hee dyed anno 
1099, the {ame yearedycdalſo Clement the 
third, who in his time ſaw the death of thzee 
popes, 

Paſchall the ſecond, an Italian, would not 
taketheplace ypon him, vnnill the people 
had cryed three times , Saint Peter chooſeth 
thee woorthy man Raynard , tor fo vyvas hee 
called betore ; hee did prouoke and arme | 
Henry the fitt to rebel!l againit the Emperor 
bisfather; hedyed, 1118, 1

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Gelaſius the 2. choſen without the Empes 

rors conſent, was depoſed, 8& in his ſted was 

ſet vp Gregory the 8.who dyed in exile. 

Calixtus the ſecond, of the royallbloods of 
England and Fraunce , continued his predi. 
_ excomunication againlt the Empes 
rour, with whom he tooke peace. Gregory 
the 8, whom he had made Pope yet lyuing ; 
the Emperour yeelded vp his right to the 
Pope,and was ablolued ; he tooke Gregory 
and put him into a monaltry , hee dycd ofa 
feauer. 112F, 

Honorius the ſecond, of baſe birth , for his 
learning was made Pope ; hee by his Car- 
dinall condemned all the Engliſh Clergy of 
adultry which had wyfes, and was taken him 
ſelfe in one night inthe ſame fault; Honori- 
us dyed 4nno1130, 

Innocentius the ſecond,ſought to ſuppreſſe 
Roger Duke of Sicilia, for ſaying that he was 
King of Italy , whom the Pope ina bartaile 
ouecrcame, but the Duke his ſonne tooke the 
Pope and his Cardinals, in this time the Ro- 
maines created [eo his ſonne Pope,and cal- 


>led him Anacletus; By the aydes of Phillip 
king of Fraunce, & Lotharius of Germany, 


he ouerthrew Anaclerus with Duke Roger; 
tor which he crowned Lotharius Emperor. 
He 
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Hegane to Reginald his chiefeſt Captaine, 
the Dukdom of Apulia, which was the inhe= 
ritance of Roger ; but after Reginalds death, 
Roger claimed hisright,& being withſtood, 
hetooke the pope,who for his ranſom made 
him King of both Sicills , and ſo ſince that 
time the kingdom of Sicill is called $.Peters 
patrimony ; he dyed anno 1143. 

Celeſtine the ſecond, a Thuſcane,dyed the 
ſixth moneth of his Popeſhip . b. 

Lucius the ſecond , diſanulled the office of 
Patrictanſhip in Rome,which the Romaines 
bemg weary ofthe Popes yoake , had made 
inthe time of Innocentius, becauſe the Pops 
tooke vpon them all ſway within the Coun- 
try and abroade, about which, he was by the 
Citizens flaine ina tumult 1145 , hauing 
not raigned a yeare, 

Eugenius the third, for his learning vvas 
hadin great reuerence, yet ſeeking to ſup- 
=_ the Patrician, he wasdriven trom Ti- 

vrie into Fraunce , andreturning to Rome 
dyed. 1152, | 

Anaſtaſius the fourth, ofa Cardinall becam! 
pope, he diedin the ſecond yere of his pope-| 
dome, | V 

Hadrian the fourth,an Engliſhman, before 
called Nicholas Breakſpeare, ſuffered the Y 
Empes | 
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Emperor Frederick the 1,to hold his ſtirop, 
end was angry with him for miſtaking it; he 
dyed 1159, being choaked with a flye ashe 
dranke water ; be male King Henry the (e- 
condot England,Lord of Ireland . 

Alexander the third, was choſen pope, but 
not by all parties, and therfore the Emperor 
appoynted ():tauius,whom he called Vitor 
the fourth , after whoſe death three Popes 
ſucceeded in order, Paſchalis, Calixtus, and 
Innocentius , againſt Alexander ; hee trod 
vpon the Emperours necke, who ſued be- 
ing excommunicated to be yblolued; & dy- 
ed.1181. 

Lucius the third, a Thuſcane, borne of an 
honourable houſe, enioyed the popedome 
__ mach trouble; he died at Verona, anno 
I1I0fF, 

Vrbanus the third,for his ſeditions & trou- 
bleſome dealing, was called Turbanus ; bee 
dyedanno 1188 , 

Gregory the eight, was carefull for the re- 
couery of the Huly land , vyho going to 
{tirrce vp the Piſans and Genowais 1 this 
matter, he was poyloned when he had raig= 
ned two moneths, 

Clement the third,after the death of V Vil- 
liam King of Sicill, who had ng heue, _ 
in 
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med it to bee tributary to the Church of 
Rome, bnt the people choſe Tracred, baſtard 
to King V Villiam,who withſtoode the pope 
and his forces ; he dyed. 1191, 

Celeſtine the third , crowned Henry the 
fxt Emperour, and put the crowne vpon 
hishe2d with his foote ,” whilſt hee ſtooped, 
and then ſpurned it off, ſaying, I hae power 
t1 make and vumake Emperours at my pleaſure; 
hedyed, 1198. | 

Innocentius thethird , enraged that Phil- 
lip vvas made Emperour agaynſt his vvill, 
fayde , Fyther ſhall the Pope ſpoyle Phillip of 
bis crowne end Fmpire , or elſe ſhall Phillippe 
take from the Pope his jipottolicall dignitie ; 
Hee {tirred vppe Otho a Duke againſt him, 
end by another Otho he vvas ſlayne ; who 
vvas afterwardes mace Emperour by the 

Heexcommunicated Otho, and ſpoyled 
him of al his eſtate,creatingirrhis place Fre. 
cerick the ſecond; heallo excommunicated 
and curſed king John of England, but by ſubs 
miſ-ion hee receaued hiscrowne of Pandol 
phos the Popes Legare; hedyed/1216, 

Honoriusthethird, graunted Archbiſhops 
power to give pardons, faculties, difpen- 
tations, dyalities -- pluralities , within _ 
10- 
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Dioceſſe, beitg ſicke of the ſpirituall drop. 
ſie, he dranke vp the treaſures gf the Clergy, 
and had two Prebends, of euery cathedrall 
Church in England , one of the Biſhops ſti 
pend,and the other trom the Charter,as Ma- 
thens Pariſus writeth ; in his time it rayned 
blood for the ſpace of three dayes in Rome, 
he dyed. 1227. 

Gregory the ninth, maintayned the quarell 
of Honors , againſt the Emperour whom 
he excommunicated and curſed three times, 
as Abbas Vſpergenſis, wryteth ; vvhilſtthe 
'-Emperour was warring in the Holy land, he 
tooke Apulia into his poſleſsion; he made 
the diviſion in Italy, betweenethe Guelphs 
and Gibelines; he diedfor thought that the 
Emperours power prevailed agaynſt him, 
1241. | 

Czleſtine the fourth,an aged man, purpo# 
{cd to purſue the quarrel! againft Frederick, 
but that he was poyſoned the 18, day of hs 
raipne, | 

Innocentius the fourth, depoſed Frederick 
from the Empire, & curſed hisſonne Conra- 
dus ; in histme by a counſe}l held at Lions, 
it was Cecreed that the Cardinals ſhould ride 
on their trapped lennets throgh the ſtreets, 
and weare red hats, & crimſon robes, tolig- 
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nifie, fayth Pariſius , that they are ready to 
ſpend theyr blood for the 4943" fayth, 
(butas Platina wryteth) for the honour of 
their eſtate. 

Robert Groſted Biſhop of Lincolne, dete- 
ied and defied both in preaching and wry= 
ting this popes couetouſnes, pride, and tira- 
ny,nor would admit an vnlearned youth to 
acanoniſhip of Lincolne , but rebuked the 
pope for it in a letter, 

Ceſtenſis in his ſeauenth booke, wryteth, 
that when this Biſhop of Lincolne dyed, a 
yoyce was heard in the popes Court, ſaying, 
eni miſer in iudicium Dei ; Come thou Wretch 
tobe iudged of God and that the pope was 
found dead 1n his bed the nexr day, & a blew 
ſtroke ypon his body,as though he had been 
beaten with a {taffe, anno 125 3, he bejngar 
—_ and gaping for the kingdomg of S 
cil],

Alexander, the fourth , perſecuted the 
King of Sicill, and in his time anno 12F8. 
Richard Earle of Cornwall , ſonneto King 
Jobnof England , was choſen King of AL- 
maine tcr his great treaſure, and the pope 
PR that he was choſen Emperour, but 
edid that cloſely,becauſe hee had hkewiſe 
forthe ſame matter takep a bribe of _— 
uy 
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ſas King of Spaine, wher-vpon a Poet made 
this verſe ; N ummus att pro me,nubet Cornu« 
bia Rome. 

Thus money ſayth, for loue of me, 
Cornwall with Rome ſhall linked be. 
This Pope dyed anne Domini. 12 62, 
Vrtan the fourth, before Patriarch of Ierw 
ſalem,asſoone as he was pope commaunded 
Souldiours out of Fraunce, to ſubdue Man- 
fred the enemy of their Churcb; vvhile this 
pope was from Rome at Pruſe,the Romains 
coueting their old liberties, made a new kind 
of oft:cers, calling them Brandereſies, vyho 
had power of lite, & death in their hands, 
Maſczus fayth,that a blazing ſtarre ap ea 
red three nights before the death of \ TE 
and ceaſed the lame night he dyed. 1264, 
Clement the fourth , before he came tobe 
Pope,was a maried man, and had three chil- 
dren by his wife; hee ſent for Charles Earle 
af Aniow , to bring an Army into Italy, 
where he ſlew Manfred, and was made King 
of Sicil] and Ieruſalem, vpon condition that 
he ſhould pay yerely to the pope forty thou- 
land crownes; hee dyed at Viterbium, 1270, 
and the (cate was void two yeares. 
Gregory the 10, of the houſe of Millaine, 
n:ade peace. betwecne the — 
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Genovvayes hee excommunicated the Flo- 
rentines., 

After the Empire had -beene voyde a long 
tine,he made Rodolphus Earle of Haſpurg 
Emperour, becauſe he ſhould mainraine ci-- 
vill difſention ; & after that Alphonſus king 
ofSpayne had beſtovved huge ſummes of 
money in hope to be Emperour, (eſpecially 
the Duke of Cornyvall beceing deade ) the 
Pope appeaſed him with words enqugh, but 
norecopence in mony toward his charges, 

Hee died at Arelium in the fift yeere of his 
popeſhip,8& is there buried, who never cam 
toRome, nor ſaw it. Parifins. 

Innocentius the 5 . dyed the ſame yere that 
Gregory did,raigning but 6, months. 

Hadrian the 5. died at Viterbma ere he was 
colecrated Pope, 40.daies after his election, 

lohn the 2 2. a Phiſition by profeſs10n,fuc= 
coured with money and eccleſialticall ly- 
vings, divers young men that yvere toward 
inlearning, and eſpecially the pooreſt. Hee 


that Þ prophecied by the courſe of ſtarres, that hee 


[ould lyue long, but yvhilſt he vyas vaine- 
lyvaunting thereof, the Chamber vvherein 
he vvas,fell down ſuddenly; Yalerius calleth 
the place which fel down, Gameſters ball,and 
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gorgiouſnestherof, he migned 8. months, 
Nicholasthe 3. by his falſhoode, brought 

Flaunders, Bononia, and the royalty offi 


= uenna, (vvhich long time belonged to the 
 Emperour) vnder his owne power, be dyed 


ſuddenly of an Apoplexie, without ſpeaking 
any word, ann, 128g. | 

Martinthe 4, beſtowed great prone 
vpon the begging Friers; and as hee wasta- 
king his accuſtomed recreation, vvith hys 
Cardinalls, (as Carſulanus writeth) a certain 
ſecret diſeaſe came vppon him, whereof hee 
dyed, an, 128F, 

This Pope, in the firſt yeere of his raigne, 
receiued into his familiarity, the Cunt 


_ ofhis predeceſlor Nicholas ; but to auoyde 


the like chaunce that his child had by her,(if 
he ſhould have any) which was borne vvith 
hayre,and clawes like a beaſt, he commaun- 
ded all Beares vyhich were painted in his 
Pallace,by a pope that yvas of /7/mus houſe, 
to be blotted out,to auoyde mn his concubine 
the ſight therof,yvhich he thought wrought 
vreat cttect in conception, 

Honoriusthe 4. decreed, that the Carme- 
lites putting of their rich robes, ſhould weare 
white weecs, & that they ſhould bee cailed 
our Ladies bretheren, hedyed, 1288, 
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Nicholas the 4. loued all men alike, and 
thought that he ought no more dutie to his 
kindred then to other ; who ſecing Rome in 
his time ſore turmoiled with cmill difſenti- 
ons, died vvith greefe, 1291, 

Czleltine the F. after the ſeate had been a- 
boue 2.yeres voyd,got the place,at the firſt 
time he fate in the Confiſtory,he went abour 
exattly to reforme the church of Rome,thac 
the Clergie might be example to other, hee 
thereby purchaſed great hatred. V Vherfore 
hee reſigned his Popeſhyp, and determined _ 
to live an Ermite,as Maſas vvriteth , but 
he vvas impriſoned by Boniface , anddyed 
1292, Ofthys Pope ſprang a ſe& of Monks 
called Cxleltines, | 

Boniface the 8, rayſed great vvarresinTta- 
ly,and excommunicated the French King ; 
giving the title of the kingdome to the Eme 
perour, that by this meanes, (2s Carion wris 
teth) the Germaines and Frenchmen might 
falltodiſlention; he was taken by them who 
fled for feare of him,and caſt inpriſon,where 
bedyed, 1304, Heeentred as a Foxe, hee 
rigned as a Lyon, 8 dyed like a dog, 

Hee vyas the firſt that deuiſcd the lubilie, 

according to the Iewes tradition, 
Benedi:t the 11, the ſon of a ſhepheard, of 
E, 2, an 
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an excellent yvit,and very eloquent, applied 
himlelfe ro aſlwage all the ciuill broyles in 
Italy, VV ken hee was firit made Pope, hys 
mother came to ſee him, being aparrelled by 
the Senate inſeemely order, but he did dyſ- 
daine to cal] her mother, vnt'!! ſhee had put 
on her homely appatreil again ; 4 e:,quoth 
he, 1 knowe this Matron, for ſhee is my mother, 
Thys reporteth Leander Albertus, 

After he had aypeaſed thoſe braules which 
his predeceſſors had procured, he dyed,and 
as {ome "10 wand by a figge which vyas 
2iuven him, ann, 1305, Othun was written 
theſe yerles. 

A re nomen habe Benedic,benefatte, Benedifte, 
Aut remþperuerte, maledic, malefac, maledifte. 

Clement the fift , tranilated the Count of 
Rome to Auinia in Fraunce, an. 15OF .and 
there it continued 70.yeres,to the great Ca- 
mage of the Romaines, At his coronation, 
vvas Phillip King of Fraunce,8 his brother 
Charles, and Iohn Duke of Brittaine, where 
Duke Iohn,and twelue more, by a wall that 
vvasouerthrowne by the preaſc of people, 
wereſlaine,the king was ſomewhat hurt,and 
the Pope being thruſt beſides his horſe, loſt 
a Carbuncle ſtone out of kis Miter , valued 
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After diuers decrees of ſuperſtition, hee di- 
ed of the bloody flixe at Rocca Maura, a 
Tent vpon Rhodanus, ann, 1 3 14. theſeat 
vvasvoyd Z.yeeres, 

He cauſed Frances Dandalus, anoble man 
of Venice (vvho came to ſue for fauour for 
the Venetians)to be bound with a chaine a- 
bout the necke,and like a dog to lyue vnder 
his table,feeding vpon what fell fro hys tren- 
cher, ere he could aſſwage his fury. Sabel. 

lobnthe 23. a French-man was choſen,to 
kim Charles the fairc (as Sleidan vvriteth) 
fr{t of all permitted to leuie tenths vpon the 
Eccleſiaſticall reuenves, & that they ſhould 
deuide the booty betweene them. 

Hee maintained (and was therewith char- 
red in the Counſel of Conſtance ) that the 


| foule of man dyethtogether with the body ; 


which he neuer purged himſelfe of, he dyed 
inthe 90, yeere of hisage. 133F. 

Benedict the 12,renued the curſes of pope 
lohn againſt the Emperour Lodovicke, yet 
inthe end he abſolued him, notwithſtanding 
that the Kings of Fraunce and Naples willed 
bim to the contrary, and therefore they cal. 
led Benedi& the defender of an Hereticke. 

Clement the ſixt, excommunicated all the 
Princes, Lordes,and Biſhops,that conſented 
E &C. 3» to 

— 
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to the dooings of Lewes, (as \ aucley vvry- 
teth) to deface the Empire, hee created Vi- 
counts,and made them Viccars thereof, and 
the Emperor on the othreſide,appoynted 0+ 
ther Viccars for the Church. 

Thys Emperour, vvas by the Popes pro- 
curement poyloned, and his ſonne Charles 
vvho ſucceeded him, morgaged tothe E- 
lectors, the common revenewes of the Em- 
pire, which they enioy to this day ; for they 
copelled Charles to take an oath, that theſe 
pledges ſhould never bereclaymed,vvhere- 
by at length, the Empire thus decayed , the 
Turke inuaded the Church of Chriſt , and 
made great ſpoyle thereof, 

Thys Pope, vvhile his ſeruaunts vvent to 
dynner,lcauing onely his chamberlaine with 
him,fell downe ſuddenly,and dyed ofanim- 
poltume, ann. 1352, 

Innocent the 6. Doctor of both lawes, and 


of an Aduocate made Biſhop of Claramont, 


and of the Cardinall of Hoſtia and Peniten- 
tiarieto the Pope, was made Pope himlelte, 
vvho vvhile he vvas preparing an Armie a- 
_ the Turkes,he dyed for griefethatthe 

—_ vvere at ciuill diflention , ann, 
1362, 


Thys pope, (according to moſt vyriters) 
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ras a very niggard, but for maintenaunce 
of vvarres very prodipail, 

Vrban the 5. vvas made Popeat Auerino, 
to him Priget a vvoman of Swelande came, 
vvhen he vvasat Rome, and by reaſon of a 
vow which ſhe had made, ſhee deſired that 
there might bee religious perſons both men 
and yyomen,of the order of S, Briget, Hee 
rras poyſoned, ann. 1371, 

In histime the order of Iefuites & Scope= 
tines firſt beganne, as lohannes Pa/ionedorus 
yvriteth, 

Gregory the 11, vvas made Cardinall at 
18, yeeres of age, by his vncle Clement, 8 
vrasvery learned ; heexcommunicated the 
Forentines, and demanded tenths through- 
cutthe Empire ; hedycd of extreame pame 
mthe bladder, 1378. he removed the court 
from Fraunce to Rome againe. 

Vrbanus the 6.vyasa poore man,and very 
obſcure, lane, Queene of Sicill, yeelded her 
kingdome at his commaundement,& Otho 
Duke of Brunſwick & Prince of T arentum, 
offered him the like, which he vnkindly re- 
quited,for by his meanes, Otho was murde- 
red, and Iane impriſoned, where ſhee vvas 
ſtrangled to death by one Duke Charles, 
vvho violently got the kingdame of _ 
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This Pope, as Stella ſaith, was a crafty man, 
and one that would eeke to revenge anyin- 
tury doone ynto him, he dyed in Romean. 
1 390. poyloned as ſome thinke, after hee 
had miſgouerned the popedome 17. yeeres, 
none becing lorry for his death. Hee dead, 
his nephew Fraunces was thrult from all hi 
lyuing,and deſpiſed of all men, according to 
the ſaying, ci moritur prſul, cognatio totaſi 
exul, Itis thought,that in histime one Ber- 
tholdus Swart, an Alchumiſt & a Monke, in 
the North part of Germanie,firlt deviſed & 

contriued CGunnes, tothe hurte of many a 
braue (ouldiour, 

_ Clementthe 7. a Frenchman , was choſen 
by divers Cardinalls, who fled from Viban 
in the third month of his eletion, fearing his 
crueltie. He was ambitious needy, and yet 
very prodiga!l, (as Theodoricus writeth,) by 
realon of thele two Popes at once ſcated,all 
Chriſtendom was deuided,ſome taking part 
with Vrban,and ſome with Clement, he died 

1.392, 

Boniface the 9. being ſcarce 20.yeeresold, 
was made Pope by coſent of thoſe Cardinals 
thatremainedat Rome ; hee could neyther 
writenor ſing, as Theodoricus witnetſcth, and 
nothing during his time could bee a 
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led, were it never ſo vniuſt & abſurd, but he 
would grant it for money, 

There wasneuer any Pope did beare ſuch 
rough [way ouer the Romaines as hee dyd, 
asCrantins writeth , hee canonized Briget 
bornein Sweazeland, and ann, 1404. he die 
ed of the Collick and ſtone, 

Benedict the 13. before called Peter of the 
moone,before he was Pope,diſputed againſt 
ſuch authority, & the Clergy,he died 1424. 

Innocent the 7. was much troubled about 
a murder that his Nephewe Lewes dyd in 
Rome,which he maintained,and therforehe 
& his Cardinalls were botely pr1fued to Vi- 
terbium : but commaunding the halfe of ec- 
cleſiaſticall liuings both in Fraunce 8& Eng- 
land, hee tooke the foyle (as Gaguinus layth) 
and died ſhortly after at Rome. an. 1407. 

Gregory the 12, Patriarch of Conltanti- 
nopl-,promiſed that he would renounce the 
biſhopricke, if Benedictus likewile dyd not 
refuſe toxenounce alſo. Bur when Beredic- 
tus fle4 into Spaine , Gregory reuoked hys 
promiſe ; whereupon, by a Counſell they 
were both depoſed, and intheyr ſted, Alex- 
ander the F. was choſen, and Gregory tor 

priefe dyed ſuddenly. 1415/ 

Alexander the 5. vvasa Franciſcan Frier, 
and 
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and vyoorthily called Alexander (2s Plating 
ſayth) becauſe hee being bur 2 beggerly and 
begging Fryer, might now be matched with 
the proudelt Prince in Europe, for prodiea- 
litie and courage ; vvherevpon hee vyould 
oftentimes ay, | am @ rich Biſhop, a poore Cor: 
dinall,and a beggerly Pope. Hewaspoyſoned 
by his phifition Marcillius Parmenſ:s,as But 
tiſta Pandtins reporteth. 

Iohnthe 24. cauſed this Alexander to bee 
poyſoned.

Fzlixthe 5. beforea Duke, being an aged 
wan before he came to be pope, lyued to ee 
the day that the ſonnes of his ſons, matched 
mmarriage with Kings daughters,and in the 
end, vvent into the vvilderneſſe vvith ſixe 
knights, to leade an Hermites life, 

This pope beeing demaunded vvhether he

(for he raigned no longer) (ſpent of himlelte

lonocentinus the 8, was altogether vnlears

cretia was married to three Princes, one af- : 


ter another, the Duke of Piſauria, Aloſius 
of Aragon, and Alphonlus of Ferrara.

Thys Bibliander 
vvrytethet hin. He dyed. 1513, 

Leothetenth,cf the houle of Medices,wat 
ct his owne nature a gentle and quiet perſon, 
but greatly ouer-rulec| by the counſalle of 
crucii and contentious men He had no care 
of preaching the Goſpell , but rather con- 
tenned it; tor Cardinall embus moumng?

Inthe yeere 1518, as ſooneashee heardit

there-with hee preſently fell dovvne dead at 
thetabie, 

Hadrian the 6. Schoolemaiſter before to 
Charles the Emperour, til] keptthe name 
that hee received in Paptiſme,called Hadri- 
an, he dyed hauing raigned 4, yeres. 1523, 

Ciemeutthe 7. gotthe placeby violence, 
and poſſeſſed it vvith much trouble, andan. 
1534. he vvas poyloned by altrange prac 
ule,tor both he,and certaine Cardinals,were 
poylaned vvith the ſinell and ſmoake of a 
certaine Taper, which with a ſtravpge confu- 
fon was poyloned for the ſame purpole, 

Vnder this Clement , Nicholaus Machia- 
vell,Secrerary of Florence did flouriſh, vvho 
in his firſt booke of the hiſtory of Florence, 
layth ; That far the mo#it part, the miſchiefes 
that kappened among the Chriftans, proceeded 
of the Pobes theyr ambition ; C& that before the 
time of The»doricus , King of Lombarey , the 
jere of our Lorde, 5 CO. they Were ener ſubicth 
to Cinos in cinill meters.

Et donauit re2num, primii oc- 
cupatiro, and gaue his kingdome to him that 
would tirſt invade it ; heraigned 1F. yeres, 
lulius the 3. before called lohn Mery of 
the Mount, was a man of beaſtly condition,

ſerae me, he dyed when he had' raigghage 
yeeres. ann.

Marcellus the ſecond, vvouldenot change 
bis Chriſtian name, hee dyed the 20, day af 
ter his election. | 

Paule the fourth; founded aneweſet of 
Rel:gious men in Venice, called by anhoke 
name, leſiits, of the name of leſus, betore he 
was Pope, for the which he vvas made Car- 
dinall ; he wasaltogether gynen tovvarces, 
He dedicated a booke of tl:e reformation of 
the Church to Paule the third, & yet made 
none in his owne tire. 

Pius the fourth, before called Iohannes 

gelus, borne at Millaine, of the houſe of Me 
cices, enioyed the place five yeeres, cleuen 


months, aud fifteene dayes , in the raignesot 
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Ferdinando and Max Emperours, and dyed 
anno Domini, 156F, 

Pius the 5.borne at Alexandria,fucceeded 
him,$& ſate1n the Sea 6, yeares. 

Gregory the 1 3.before called Zugo of Bos 
nonia, ſwayed Popedome 13. yeares, mthe 
time of Maximilian and RodolJphus, 

Sixtus the 5, borne at Millaine, liued inthe 
place 5, yeres 4.moneths, by his means one 
Clement a Iacobine Fryer , killed the moſt 
Chriſtian King of France, Henry the third. 

Vrbanusthe 7,poſleſſedthe place 13.days. 
Gregory the 1.4.ten moneths,ten dayes, In- 
nocentius the 9.two moneths, after theſe an- 
noUom, 1592.Clementthe 8. was elected 
Pope, who at this day enioyeth the place,

Czſar, noted two great faults in Fompey, 
the one when hee Lad ie better o! him, and 
61d not follow his fcrtune, the otner,whenm 
the laſt bartaile at Pharſaiia, he charged his 
Soulciours beeing ranged , to ſtand itillm 
theyr places, whereby he was ouerthrowne,

FPolemon, to make his Souldiers fiercer in 
aflailing the Lacedemonrars,caſt his colours 
into the midſt of his enemies, where-vpen 
they preſſed with greatviolence,eftcemingit 
great ſhame to abandon their Ancient. 

Eumolphus,for thathe feared atamine,hid 
bisprouiſion , for the which hus SA : 
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ſtoned him to death. 

Xenophon, was very curious in his proui- 
fon of Martiall furniture, hee had an __ 
can target,an Athenian breaſt-plate, aBeo- 
ian head-peece ; he was a Philoſopher anda 
Captaine . 

Tus, the Emperour, beeing prayſed fora 
victory that he obtained, aunſwered, That it 
proceeded from God, Who made bis bands but 
tie initr uments to/erue him, loſepbus, 

Cxfar, when bee had cuercome Pompey, 
tookenothing but his letters, & left the trea- 
ure to his Souldiers; the like Cid Alexander 
and many other, 

Charles the fiſt, was bound by oath, not to 
bring any forraine Souldiers into Germany, 


Of Felicity, 


Of all the Pbyloſopbers who contended about 
tie chiefeit felicity, the Peripatetikes iudgement 
uto be alloWed aboue the reit, who ſaid, that is 
wnjuited in the goods of nature,fortune, and the 
wind ; of the firtt are health, beanty, ſtrength, 
terſonave ; of the ſecond, riches, loue, nobility, 
fame, exc; of the third, vertue, Who udenuided 
to the foure cardinals. Forthe gifts of the 
bady,looke in the bead of beauty, 
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Riſtophanes writ a Comedy calledPly. 
tus, whom hetermed blind, where-vpon 
Demetrius fayd , that ?lutus was not onely 
blinde, but Fortune alſo, for ſhe many times 
eitc wed her gifts ypon ynworthy men, 

Ptolomey, of a common Souldiour, vyas 
choſen King of Egypt, Telophanes of a cha- 
riot-wright King of Lidia, Darius the ſonof 
Hiſtaſprs,the quiver bearer of Cyrus, king of 
Perſia, Agathocles of a Potters ſonne, King 
of Sycania, and Tamberlaine ofa ſhepheard 
became King of Scythia. 

Olde Paynters haue drawne Timotheus 
the Athenian Captayne in lively colours, 
harneſſed, and well weaponed, and Fortune 
ſtanding ouer his head, holding in her hands 
a ſpreading net, whereowith-all ſhee caught 
Cittiesand Regions, 

The golde of Tholonfe and Seians hork, 
were both infortunate to the poſleſlors. 

Herecales in his challenge at Olympus,writ 


'S himſelfe the vnknowne and fortunate. 


Jaſon Vherzus, vas hurt by his enemie 
with a \word,8& ſuppoſing he had ſlaine him, 
he lefthim, bur the ſword openedan impo- 
ftumein laſon, whereby the enemy did heale 
that,alth ovgh Vawittn gly,which no Chirur: 
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gion was able to cure, Cre.de nat .deorum. 

Homer, faigneth wwo veſlels to be m hea- 
ven fall of deſtinies, the one of good, the 0- 
ther of bad, and hee accounteth him happy, 
who equally pertaketh as well of the one as 
of the other, 

Policrates, tyrant of Samos, was ſo fortu- 
rate, that in all his lyfe hee never taſted of 
ereefe or lofle, howbeit,to pertake ſome ſor- 
row with others, hee caſtaRing ofan ine- 
ſtimable value into the Sea, which was afters 
wards found ina fiſhes belly , preſented to 
him by a poore fiſher-man ; inthe end Po- 
licrates was hanged, Herodotus, 

Pittacus,a Painter,made a ladder ina tems 
pteat Mitylene, ſeruing to no other vie then 
252 vift dedicatory to Fortune ; ſignifying 
thereby, that thoſe that clymed vp with caſe 
Fortune fauoured,and came headlong dowa 
i he frowned vponthem. Pauſanius 

F.,Maximus, Marcellus, Scipio, Sylla,Ma+- 
rius, and other great Captaines, had the oft- 
ner charge of Armies committed to them, 
not for theyr valouronely, but in regard ok 
their good fortune. Cicero. \ 

The Elizian fields, where the Poets fayne * 
the ſoules of the righteous to abide, arcin % 
the Ilaads of Arias, which we call the fortu- | 
nate 
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nate or happy Ilands. Homer. s 
Sylla,hauing got the Dictatorſhip, yeelded 
himſelfe and Af his actions to the fauourof 
Fortune, ſaying, That bee reputed bimſelfets 
be Fortunes child , and tLere-Vpon tooke to bim 
the ſirname of Felix, 

Czſar entering vpon the Sea inalittle Fri 
got, and the weather very tempeſtuous, the 
Filot making ſome doubt of waying vp the 
anchour,Cz{ar ſayd, Be not afrayd my friend, 
for thou carrieft Ceſar and bis fortune. Put, 

After the death of Caligula and Nero, the 
Senate cauſed al! theyr riches and Iewelsto 
be burned, and buried in vvells, fearing that 
intheir tiranicall goods, there might be hid- 
dcnſomeeuill fortune, by the poſleſging of 
which, Rome might be loſt, & the common 
wealth impoyſoned there-with. Suetonius, 

The Emperonr Adrian did weare a Ringof 
_ which he ſayde, was once the Ring of 

ruſius Germanicus, and it had this poeſie 
engrauen, l/lis ef grauis fortima quibus eit ves 
pentina,Fortune to them us moit greeuous whom 
ſhe aſſaulteth ſodainly. M. Aurelius, 

Bibulus,riding throngh Rome m triumph, 
atileitone feilfrom the roofe ofa houſe and 
Killed him, 

Lucia, M, Aurelius ſiſter, having a needle 
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on her breaſt, her child betweene her armes, 


kying his band vpon the needle, thruſt it in- 
to her breaſt, wherot ſhe dyed, 

Cneius Rufferius, one day coambing of his 
head, by chaunce did {trike one of the teeth 
into it, where-with he gaue himſcltea mortal 
wound,and dyed. Aurelius. | 

$. Ambroſe, being ina rich mans hauſe, 8 
yncerſtanding that he had cuery thing in afs 
fuence and eaſe, preſently departed, fearing 
leaſt he ſhould be pertaker of ſome misfor-

1heramenes,one of the 30. tyrants, being 
ata ſealt amongſt a number vpon whom the 
houſe did fall, and he only eſcaping,waspro- 
nounced happy, but he anſwered, 1 Fortune, 
to What further miſchiefe dooſt thou reſerue me?

Themiſtocles, before hee vvas eleftedto 
beare authority in the common-weale, was 
little worth, but when he had once occupied 
tie place of ſuperiority , afterhe was baniſh.

we to 2n hundred talents. | 


Rome was happy in the birth of Cato Cen» \ 
ſorius,& Scipio,for that the cne warred with 
their enemues, the other with their manners, 
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Ot Fame. 


Fame 1 cne of the parts of good fortune, in 
the opinion of ſame Philſopbers and of the Po 
ets, fayned to be the follower of vertuous and 
noble attions, and fitly compered to the ſhadow 
Wich accompanieth the body, and attendeth Vþ- 

pon true bonour, Which is the reward of venue, 


Adlonglt the Romaines, the linage ofthe 

Cornelij was had in great eſtimation, for 
of themall, never one was found a coward, 
ora detamed perſon, 

Marius, wasneuer offended with any re- 
portthat went of him, becaule if it were true 
1t would ſound to his prayſe, if talle, hislyfe 
and manners ſhould proouc it contrary . Se 
Luft. 

Antonius, the Emyerour, onely amended 
his life and manners, by the report of thoſe as 
hee had ſent aboutthe Citty, to vnderſtand 
what was {ayd of him. .

The tame that Milciades gotat Marathon, 

would not ſuffer Themiſtocles to ileepe. 
D1onyſius,as long as he perceaued himlelſe

bat when the priuy talke to his defamation 
came to his cares, he then began to leaue his 
200d mature, and to exerciſe all kind of cru- 
elty. Diod. 

The Perſians, when any of their Country- 
mens good name wagcalled in queſtion, they 
examined the whole cauſe of their life, and if 
they found that their good ations did couns 
teruaile their bad, they were acquited; if 0- 
therwiſe, reputed vile and vnworthy of any 
calling. Herodotus. 

Gorgias Leontinus, and Protagoras, for 
all the tame of theyr honour and renowne, 
yetpotwithſtanding were as far from knows 
kdge,as boyes from manhood, Alianus. 

Artazerxes,hearing of the fame of Hyppos 
crates, ſent vnto the chiefe gouernor of Hel- 
leſpont earneſt letters for him. 

Poore Codrus , and ragged Irus, are as fa- 
mou «in reſpett, being beggers(with Poets) 
as Mydas, and Czſar, two famous & weal-

Cleonimus the coward, as Homer dooth of \ 


valiant Achilles 
luverall,& Claudian, report no l:{: of the 
lttle 
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little Pigmees, then OQuid or Virgill ofthe 


monſtrous Cyclops, 

Polyphemus, and Enceladus, two huge 
monl{trous Gyants , are not {o famous n 
Virgill for theyr bignes, as Conopas,or Mo- 
lon, two little Dwartes, of two feete length, 
are renoyvned in Plinie for theyr (malc- 
nes. 

Lyſimachus,was famed ouer all the world, 
for that he being but a young Souldier vnder 
King Alexander, killed a Lyon . 

Ilerdes was ſo famous for archery, that hee 
could killa bird flying inthe ayre, ſo could 
Catcnes,zand Commodus . 

Paris,was famous (though otherwiſe infa- 
mous) for that yvhen neyther Hector not 
Troylus,nor all the power of Phrygia could 
oucrcome Achilles z hee with an arrow flew 
him, 

The fame of Rome in Tullies youth, was 
but in her minority , & had not as then pal- 
{ed the mount Caucaſus, but afterwardesit 
grew inſ{trength, and {pred her wings ouer 
alltheworld, Cicero, 

Iuiuus Czfar wept, beholding the Image 
. of Alexander the great, at foure and twenty 
yeares of age, ſaying, Am not I miſerable that 
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thy Prince at theſe yeares bad executed fo many 


notable things. 

An Indian beeing commaunded by Alex- 
anderto ſhoote before him , beczuſe ' had 
keard of his excellency inthat Arte, would 
not doe it , where-vpon he coridemned him 
rodeath ; who going to execution ſayde, 
That be had beene a very good Archer, but be- 
caſe bee bad long time intermitted the exer- 
cſe, bee feared hee ſhould looſe the reputation 
be once 20t,aud choſe therefore to dye, Cnrtias, 

Alcibiades, excelled in all Nations where- 
ſever he came , every man inthe thing hee 
bad moſt skill in. Thutidides. 

Cn, Pompeivs, whowas but 24. yeares of 
2ce, tryumphed over Aﬀrike, athing never 
erit ſeene in any Romaine, Futrepins. 

Alexander, refuſed to come to the feaſts of 
Olympian gams, becauſe there was no kings 
totry the prices with-all, 

Pompey, trom his youth, ſhewed in his 
countenance great ſparks of honour, a plea- 
fant mildnes ioyned with a manly grauity, 8 
in his conditions & behavior, a reuerent Ex- 
cellency of kingly maieſty, 

Ptolomey, baving onercome Demetrius, 
& put his hooſt to flight,at the Citty of Ga- 
z2,re(tored him histreaſure & all his m_ 
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with eight thouſsnd priſoners, ſaying, that be 


ſtroue not with bim but for honour and Em-f* 


pire 5 which Demetrius ſhortly after over. 
comming him, requited inthe like fort. 


Druſius, the Almaine , vied to viſite the 


graues and roombs of the molt renowned 
which were buried in Italy, eſpecially at his 
Poing to warfare, ſaying, T het beholding their 
monuments , bee did recouer butl ſtren*th and 
ſtoutnes. Dion, 

T here came fro Thebes a Knight to Rome, 
farno other purpofe, but to ſee where it were 
true or no that was reported of the notable 
things there: vvhom Mecznas asked what 
hce thought of Rame end the Romaines, 
who anſwered, The memory of the «bſent doth 
wore content mee , then the glory of thepreſent; 
Cic Plinins. 

Czfar gaue 52, battaices at his pleaſure; 
Cyrus ouercame both Afizes, Firrhus, came 
downe 1nto Italy .. Atyla King of the Huns, 
defied all Europe, 

M. Marcellus, who was the firſt that ſaw 
the backe of Hanibail in the field, was asked, 
how hee durſt cnterinto batratle with him, 
who aunſwered, 1] aus Romaine borne, and 4 
Souldiour, and by him jhall | make my renowne 
eurrlaiting. Sextus Cheroncnjts,

Ti E Siracuſan Dijoniſius, had more feare 
of the diuire Plato, which wasin Grecia, 

then of all his enemies he had neere himin 
Sicilia, 

Herodes Aſcolonita , did more feare Iohn 
Bapriſt,then all the kingdome of Iucea, 
Dionyſus the tyrant , was troubled vvith 
ſuch torment of feare, that being afrayde of 
the Barbours razors , hevicd to ſindge his 
beard with burning coales, Cicer0, 
Alexander Pherzus, although he dearely 


loued his wife 1 hebe, yet comming to her 
from 
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from banquetting into the chamber;he cor. 
maunded one to goe before with adravvne 
{word,and ſent his Gard to ranfacke thews- 
mens Cofers, and ſee that no w eaponswere 
hidden in their garments, Cicero. 

VVhen Pompey and Czfar became ene! 
mies, and foto civiil warres, the Kingsard 
people of the Occidentall part cametolul- 
us Czar, and the mighty and moſt puiſſant 
of the Orientall, came inthe ayde ofgitat 
Pompeius, becauſe theſe Princes were bo- 
ued of few,and feared, & ſerued of all. Extro, 

Mauritius, dreaming that he ſhould be ki 
led of Phocas, asked Philippicus whathee 
was, who aunſwered, an ambitious Centuri- 
on, but fearefull, then Mauritivs replyed, !f 
be be fearefull, then # he a murderer.” Oroſtts. 

Numa refuſed the gard of 300, Aichers, 
which Romulus had. Liuius. 4 

The Crocodiles of X.gipt,ifthey be purſu- 
ed fiye,f feared, purſue them thatfiye, He- 
rodotus, | 

Q. Fabivs Max. cauſed the handes of all 
thole which had fled fromthe Romaine ſtaw 
dard, to be cut off, as aterrour to all faynt& 
cowardly Souldiers. Yal. 

Amongſt the Spartans,it was death toloole 


or calt away a ſhicld inwarre, _— 
a 
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as he vvas going, fell at the feet of enery one 
vvhich he met. 

Demoſthenes, nothing inferiour to Cice- 
ro in eloquence (if by ſtudienot extempory 
hee would haue ſpoken ) vvhen hee ſhould 
haue defended himſelfe before the Atheni- 
ans, he ſo forſooke himſeife, as he had rather 
goe into perpetuall baniſhment, then by talk 
openly to beſeech fauour or forgiueneſle at 
the hands of the Athenians. 

Nero, after hee had killed his mother,con- 
feiſed that vyhilſt he ſlept, he vvas troubled 
by her,and tormented yvith the ſight of Fu- 
ries. Cor, Tacitus. 

A ſouldiour that fled ( whom Epaminon- 
das that famous Thebane, General purlued) 
1n returning backe ſlew hjgn. .. 

Niceas, the generall Captaine of the Athe- 
nians, through the feare which he had con- 
cciued of the darkneſle of an ecclips of the 
Moone, and not knovving the cauſe there- 
of, ſtayed ſo long determining vvith hym- 
{elfe, that his enemies encloſed him rounda- 
bout, vyhere-vpon, he yyas taken aliuc,and 
put to death, beſides forty thouſand Atheni- 
ans that vveretaken and ſlaine. * 

Inthe Citty of Sparta, vvhich for Armes 
and Artes, flouriſhed moſt amongrhe Gree 
Cians 
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dans, there vvasa Temple conſecrated to 
ere, vvhich they ſayd, berter preſerved the 
eſtate ofthe Common-vyealth then any o« 
ther thing, 

Claudius the Emperor, vvasſo faintharted, 
baſe minded, and blockiſh, that hismother 
aid often of him, That nature had begun , bus 
wt finiſhed him , 

Agamemnon diſpenſed with a rich coward 
for going to vvarre perſonally, fora Mace 
yvhich he gaue him. Homer, 

M. Aurelius vyas ſo farre from fearing hys 
ſubre?s, that he had neither gard nor porter 
nhis Court,

al Greece, vvas poyſoned for his religious 
care hee had in bringing vp the youth of A- 
tence.

The Syracuſans baniſhed Dion,by vvhoſe 
vviiedome and valour they recouered theyr 
liberty, and being afterward repealed, they 
killed him, 

Anthony, in the time of Veſpaſian, afterall 
his ſeruice againit the Vitellians,and afterhe 
had recovered Rome , vvas ſuſpetedby 
Matianus, brought to Rome without autho- 
ritic, and viſiting Veſpaſian in Aſia, hee was 
© coldly entertained, that hee dyed hortlie 
after. | 


Philip the French-king , put one of hys || 


ſouldiours out of pay , becauſe hee was vn- 
thankfull, and cauſed himto bee marked in 
the fore-head with the vyord vnthankfull, 

The ingratitude of the Romaines tovvard 
Scipio, vvas by reaſon of the conceived ſu- 
ſpect of his fortunes, the ſuddainenes of hys 
expedition, andthe greatnes of his enemies, 
Plutarch. 

Plato, that princely Phyloſopher, called 
Ariſtotle a Mule, becauſe a Mule vvhen hee 
hath ſuckr his fill , and hath enough of hys 
Dammes milke, caſteth vp his heeles, and 
kicks vokindly ; by this hee ſignified the m- 
gratitude and vnthankfull nature of Ariſto- 
tle, for hec hauing received his Phyloſophy 
from Plato, diſdamed his Maitter,and in 4c- 
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pight, gathered anaſſembly, and planted a 
Schoole. Laertius, | 

The Athenians greatly commended thank» 
fulneſſe, yet no Nation was more vnthank- 
fullthen themſelues. 

Czar, vyhen hee had overcome Pompey 
at Pharſalia, gaue great charge to his Cap=- 
taines, that in any wiſe they ſhould ſaue Bru 
tus ; but hee afterwarde , like an yngratefull 
perſon, vyas the chiefelt of the conſpirators. 
/ppian, 

Lzna, vvho by Ciceros helpe had been ſa- 
ued from death, pulled his heade out of the 
Litter and cutte it off, having three ſtroaks, 
& making three vvoundes for yvant of cun- 
ning, He cut off his hand alſo, with which he 
wrote againſt Anthonie, Idem. 

The noble King Seleucus vvaskylled by 
Ptolomey Ceraunus ,, whom hee had ſaued 
fromthe fury of his Father, which vyoulde 
haue murdered him, 

Crz{us beceing releened before hee came to 
hiskingdome by one Pamphaes, aftervvard 
in token that he had not forgotten this good 
turne, he ſent him a chariot full of ſiluer. 

Darius, when he was not ſuperiourto a pri- 

vate man, receiving a rich robe of Solon for 

avilt, atter that hee was confirmed in the 

Gg 3. thrpue 
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T be T beater of 
throne royall, he recompenced his curteſe, 
committing vnto him the government and 
juriſdiction of the country of Samos. 

Pyrrhus was exceedingly prieved forthe 
death ofa friend , who Cyed before hee had 
requited his many fauours, 

The Romaines gaue him intelligence of i 
treaſon intended againſt him, who toſhevre 
himſelfe thankfull, ſent backe vntothem a 
number of priſoners, and yyould receiveno 
raunſome. 

An Arabian Turke, Admirall of the Infidek 
in their warre againſt Baldvvin King of Ie- 
ruſalem, vvas with his vvife and childrenta- 
ken priſoners, whom the king ſet free, inlue 
whereof, he went by night and tolde him, of 
the purpoſe of his companions , and led him 
out of the towne from danger. 

Cato the elder, folde his old ſeruauntstha 
had ſerued him a long time, in the market,a 
wee vie to (ell beaſtes; a fouleblotia ſo fi- 
mousa man, 

Solon, forall the good defarts of his coun- 
try, was baniſhed trom thence, and conſtrai- 
ned to end his life at Cyprus, Yalerjus, 
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Of Treaſon. 


The enemy to loyaltie is Treaſon, athing of 
all others mo#t odious to God, and among men 
leaft proſperous, as by tbe euents appeare. 


: | Arpeia, for loue of gold, dyd betray the 

Capitoll of Rome vnto Tatius King of 
the Sabines ; but vvith the golde, receiued 
her deaths vvound, Linius. 

Antigonus made much of thoſe Traytors 
that went about to pleaſure him, but having 
once obtained his purpole, he rewarded thC 
with death, 

A Schoole-maiſter among the Phalerians, 
having the bringing vp ofallthe noble youth 
in the Citty, betrayed them to Camillus,ho- 
ping thereby to get reward & fauour of the 
Romaines, but Camillus diſdaining his trea- 
ſon, cauſed him to be ſtript, and his handes 
bound behind him , and gave his {chollers 
roddsand vyhypsto beatc him home to the 
Citty. Plutarch. 

Fabritiusſent Pyrrhusyvord of his trayte= 
rous Phiſitian, Plug. | 

Lyciſcus rotted aboue the ground for hys 
trealons againit the Orchomenians, _ 
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The Emtaſſadors that cometo the Empe: 
rour of Tartary , before they deliver theyr 
meſſage, muſt of force paſle betvveen twyo 
fiers, onely for this cauſe , that it they bring 
any poylon,by the force of the flames it may 
kill] themſelves. 

The Athemians woulde ſuffer none tobee 
buried that were traytors to theyr country, 

Beſlus, for his trayterous murdering of 
Darius, vvas aJdiudged by Alexander to bee 
torne in ſunder with two trees bowed downe 
together by maine {trength, one againſt the 
other, vnto which his body yyas taſtened, 
Curtis, 

Laſthenes, hauing holpen King Philip to 
become mailter of Olynthus , whereof hee 
wasan inhabitant, complained tothe King 
that certaine cailed him traytor ; but heere- 
ceived this onely aunſwere, that the Mace- 
donians were naturally rude & groſle , cal- 
ling a Spade a Spade, andall thinges elſe by 
theyr propername, 

Dariuscauſed the heade of his ſonne Ario- 
barzanes tobe cut off, becauſe hee ſoughtto 
betray his Armie to Alexander. 

Avgulſtus, with his own hands put outthe 
eyes of one that vyas accuſed ynto him of 
treaſon, 
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Mahomet having taken Conſtantinople, 
through the treaſon of Iohn Tuſtinian of Ges 
nua, after he had made him king, according 
topromiſe , within 3, daicsafter cut oft hys 
head. 

Diocleſian the Emperour , tooke an oath 
inthe open afſembly of the ſouldiours, that 
Numerianus vvas not ſlaine by any his trea- 
ſon,and therwithall drawing forth his word, 
heran Aper thorough,who being his Father 
nlaw, had trecherouſly flaine him. Futrop. 

M. Antonius an Orator, fled fro the wrath 
of Marius into a Farme-houſe , the Keeper 
vohereof received him gently, & hyd hym, 
& ſending his ſeruant to a T auerne for wine 
ottner then he vvas wont, the Yintner asked 
him why he came fo ofrenfor wine © he told 
him ſecretly that it was for Antonius ; vvho 
ſent word to Maris, & was by a Captaine of 
hisſlaine,who brought his head ro Marivs, 

Decimus Brutus, one of the conſpirators 
againſt Czfar, putto flight by Anthony, in 
his eſcape was taken of theeues, and asking 
vvho was Lord of that place, they told him, 
Camillus, vvhoſe name he much eſtceming, 
deſired to be brought to him; vvho when he 
ſaw him, made him faire preſence , but pri- 
vily ſent to Anthony, who coulde not abide 


Go 
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to ſee him, but willed Camillus to kil him: 
Artilus the eldeſt ſonne of Anthony, vs 
betrayed by his Schoolemailter Theodor, 
vvho tookea goodly iewell from hisnecke 
vvhen he waskilled, the which being requi- 
red, and denied of him, he was hanged,

The qualities of the minde, whether they bee 


£ood or enill, (eſpecially in great perſonares) | 


commend & perpetuall memory to they projpe- 
ritie, eyther of theyr honourable fame , or vile 
infamie ; therefore the auncients gan certaine 
names to the true deſerners of both. 


4 T vvas a (ure ſigne that Adam ſhouldbe 
1 Lordofall creatures, when at the firſthe 
could call them all by theyr names. Amb, 

The Stoicks were great ſearchers for the 
originall of yvords and names. 

1 he Troians,for rtheyr nobihltie & gentry, 
were called Dardans, for theyr fearefulneſle, 
Pbryges, and for theyr valour, 7roians. 

The firlt of the Fabij was firnamed Piftor, 
forhis excellenciein the Art of paynting; 
vyhenhe had paynted thevvalls of the tems 
ple of Health, lie wiitthereon hisname, lea- 
ug 
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ving behind him a memory that he had been 
apaynter. 

Titus Marlius, the vvorthieſt of all the See 
mtors, killed one of the French-men which 

rouoked him to fight hand to hande, and 
whe be had ſlaine him, be plucke ott a chaine 
ofgolde which his enemie wore about bys 
necke,and put it about his owne , vvyhereof 
both hee and his poſteritie were called Tor- 
quatif, 

Prophets are called Seers, becauſe they lee 
the miſteries ofthe Goſpell, Yrbanus. 

Mar. Valerius,going to fight with a French 
man, a Crow lighted vpon his right arme,& 
ate there (till, afterwarde, when they came 
to hardy gripes, the ſame Crowe [mote the 
Frenchman vpon the eyes, that hee coulde 
not ſee, by meanes whereot he was flayne, 8 
Valerjus was afterward ſirnamed Coruinns, 

Inthe old Teſtament, foure mens names 
were gyuenthem before theyr byrth, Iſma- 
ell; ack, Sampſon, loſias, in the new,on- 
ly Iohn and Chriſt, 

Romulus was called © viriuus, of a Speare, 
for that vveapon he vſed; and the Knights 
of Rome were called Quirites, that is,{peare 
men, 


Ariltippus was called pgs 
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he was taught of his mother, 

Calliope was named Calliopea, for herex: 
cellencie, and Penelope, Penelopea, forthe 
{weetnes of her voyce. 

Adam was buried in the ſame place vyhere 
Chriſt his Croſſe yvas ſet vp, and therefore 
It was called Caluarie , becauſe the originall 
and head of mankind was buried there, Au 
Luſtine . | 

Paris lay the firſt night with Helenain the 
Tlegf Cranae, and attervyardscalledit by 
her name, Helena. 


 Colofsians are denominated fro the oreat. 


Coloſſusin Rhodes, a ſtatue of braſle, being 
once one of the worlds ſeauen wonders, 

The Heathens called ths Chriſtians Sarmi- 
titios, and Semiaſ5ios, becauſe they were tyed 
to halfe-penny ſtakes, and burned to death 
with ſhrubbes. 

Aborigines , arehome-bred people, the A- 
thenians were ſo called, in roken whereof 
they dyd weare Graſhoppers in theyr hats, 
Diodorns, 


The river Typris, isſo called for his ſyviſt 
current. [uitime. 

Valentinianus the Emperour , vvas called 
Funarins, tor that before he vvas cholen, hol- 
ding aroapeorcorde in his and, five ſtrong 
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{buldiers were notable to pull it fromhym, 
luilinus. 

VVithin twenty yeeres, Italy had 9. Em- 
perours, which raigned by ſucceſsion, 8& the 
onewas {laine of the other by occaſion , the 
aſt was called Auguitulus, that 1s, little no- 
ble,or little full of matcſtie ; the diminution 
ofthe name, vvas an euident {igne that the 
zouernaunce of the Auguſtus ſhoulde fayle 
nltaly. Agatbias. 

The Rowaines had certaine Senators cal- 
led Pedarij Senatores, who beeing {lovve of 
counſel! & pronouncing theyr ſentence, did 
followe the tooteſteps of other Counſcllers, 
ſaying after the, & therefore were {o called, 
Feneftelia. 

There were two Emperours in Rome vn=- 
like in name, 8& much more in manners, the 
one of them was named Nero the cruell,the 
other, Anthomie the meeke ; the which 0- 
vernames the Romaines gaue them,the one 
of meeke, becauſe he could not but pardon, 
the other of cruell, becauſe hee neuer cealed 
tokill, 

Thenameof Knight, or Gentleman, the 
Romaines did neuer admit, eyther conſent 
tointitle thoſe that coulde gatber much ri. 
ches,but ſuch as bad beene tamous tor being 

af 
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at the victorie of many battailes. Cicero, 

Prince Charles, for his great & happy vic- 
tory ouer the Southerne people, vvas after 
firnamed Martell the Manle , becaule hee 
broke and battered the force of them lyke a 
maule, or hammer of yron. 

Cato was not firſt a ſirname, but a name of 
merrite, for the auncient Romaines called 
him Cato, that was wiſe by much experience, 
Otthisname yvere two famous, Cato Cene 
{orius, and Caro of Vrica, 

Jonathan, for bis valour, was named leb9- 
nathan. 

Seregius Orata,& Licinius Murzna, tooke 
theyr ſirnames of fiſhes, for that one of them 
greatly loued the Gylthed, the other, the 
Lamprey. Petrarch, 

Nemrod,the firſt tyrant, was called Oppreſo 

ſor bominum, an oppreſlor of men. 

Cicero was called Pater patire, the louerof 
his Countrey. 

Theſeaof Icarus,was ſo called,for that Icas 
Tos was there drowned. | 

Thelea #geum,of F.geusking of Athence, 
who drowned himſelte therem; 

Mare 7 yrrhen;,, of Tyrrhenus Kin gof Li-

Niſonthe Phyloſopher , liued altogethera 
contemplative and ſolitary hte, vvho vvhen 
one by chaunce met him laughing to hym- 
lelfe, and de: zunding the cauſe vvby hee 
laughed, hav.,zzno company 7 aunſyvered, 
Ewen therejore doe laugh , becauſe I have ns 
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Scipio, was never leſſe alone, then when he 
had no company ; and Tully, when hee was 
thought to have beene idle, ſtudied moſt, 
(icero, uy 

Democritus plucked out his eyes, becauſe 
the pleaſures of this world. ſhould not draw 
bim from contewplation. 

$.Bernard, a moſt excellent man forlear- 
ting and holines , gotte all his knowledge 
(wherein hee excelledall other of his time) 
nthe woods & fields, not by the in{truction 
ofman,but by contemplation & prayer. 
Faint degaliing wrytcth of himſelfe , that 
this ſorthee vnderſtoode Ariſtotles predi- 
aments, which are accountedamongſt the 
tardeſt things, and alſo the liberall Sciences, 
adno man taught him. 

The Hare, the Pellican, and the Swan, live 
folitarily, & the laſt is merry at her death, in 
tope toſee ſhortly her beloued Apollo.Plats 

Hiero,the tyrant of Syracuſa,gauc over his 
kingdom, & lined a ſolitary lite. 

Crz ſus, after the death of his ſon Adraſtus, 
lued in contemplation, Herod, 
lerome, Petrus Diamanus, Czleſtinus, 


forſaking the world, betooke them toſolita- 
mes of lhe, 
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Timon of Athence,way ſo given to ſolitari. 
nes and melancholly,that he hated the com, 
ny of all men , and therefore was called Mj. 
ſantbropos , he vied and employed all hisskill 
to perſwade his Countrimen to ſhortentheir 
lifes,hauing ſet vp Tibbersm a field,which te 
bought, for them that were diſpoſed to hang 
themſelues. Plut. 

Anthony,diſpairing of his fortunes, builded 
him an houſe in the Sea, at the L anterne, 
| and ramped it about , ſeperating himſelfe 
from the company of men, proteſting to fol- 
low Timon,calling his houſe 7imonion,or7u 
wmons Tabernacle, Appian. 

Trefilaus, overcome with a melancholly 
paſsion, perſwaded bimſelfe to be the right 
honour of allthe great Nauy that ariuedat 
the port Pyreus; of which humour, when 
he by Phiſitions was throughly purged, hee 
curſed them,ſaying, That they bad rob bed bus 
of bu pleaſure and wealth, 

The Emperour Lotharivs pricked in con- 
ſcience for his evill comminted agaynſt his 
Father Lodouicus Pws, reſigned his Em- 
pre , and ſpent the remainder of his)ile ma 
monaſltry, | 

Appian, wryteth of aſolitary way by the 
people Sapxi, which tor the lolitarines, the 
Ve- 
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very birds could not diſcouer, by which Bru- 
tus being diſtreſſed and afrayde , was guided 
by Roſcopolis , who perſwaded him togoe 
that way, Appianus, 


Of Agriculture. 


Agriculture, or busbandry, tooke beginning 
«t our forefather Adams fall, and ſmce in enery 
ſuceeding Age hath beene bigblie efteemed, 
Þhoſe companion is Labour, the true handmayd 
ef vertue. The Vpholders of thus Art (as the Po- 
ets Write) Were the lait that Waxed Wicked, and 
Juſtice forſaking the eanth,left ber lait foot-ſteps 
amongit busbandmen. 


TY is was ſo honored in old time, that even 
the Romaine Emperours and mightie 

Kingsand Potentates, bauc not beeneaſha- 
medrto exerciſe it. 

Diocleſian, left his Empire at Salona, and 
Attalus hkewiſe to labour in this Art, 

Cyrus, ſer, planted, and grafted trees with 
his owne hands, checker wiſe. Sodid Sences 
ca Planetrees. 


From the honour of the earth and huſ- [4 \Þ 


bandry,the noble ſirnames of Fabij,Lentuli, } 
Cicerones, Piſones, haue beene denomi- } 
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From the breeding and feeding of Cattel}, 
the luny,Bubuli, Tauri, Statilij, Pomponij, Vis 
tuli,Vitelly Porciz,Catones, Annij, tooke ther 
better names. 

Romulus, and Remus, Romes firſt foun- 
ders, were ſheepeheards, Apollo, Mercury, 
Pan, Abell, Abrabam,Jacob,Moyles,Dauid, 
were ſheepheards. 

The Gardens of Adonis, Alcinovus, Tanta- 
tus, & Heſperides,were ſubiccts for the finelt 
Poets. 

Semyramis, had goodly flowers hanging 
in the ayre , and Maſsinifſa ſtrange, andfa- 
mous garniſhed Gardens, to the wonderof 
Affricke. 

Tarquinins , in the time of that firſt olde 
Rome, walkedpleaſantly in his Garden, and 
cropping the tops of Poppy. Liuius. 

Luculus, after his victories obtayned in 
Aſia, tooke his recreation in Gardens. 

Sylh,forſaking his Dictatorſhip, ſpent the 
remainder of his life in gardening, 

VVhentheRomames would commenda- 
ny man, they vied to call him a good man,& 
a good husband , inſomuch, as the Senators 


' themlelues lived in the Country, & at occa- 


lions wereby Purſeuants calledto thecitty, 
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Quintius Cincinatus, and others, were cals 
ed from the plough to be Dictators. 

King Agis , one day requeſted the Oracle 
of Apollo, toteilhimwho was the happieſt 
man 1n the world,who aunſwered,One Aglais 
6, beknowne of the Gods , and vnknowne of 
wen, and making ſearch for him throughout 
all Greece, found at length that it was a pore 
gardener in Arcadia , who 60, yeares olde, 
never went from home, _— himſelfe 
with his onely labour in his Garden, Is 
vius, 

M.Cato Cenſorius, was as ready and aptto 
learning, as to warres , to matters Concer= 
ning the field, as the Citty,and alſato the ex- 
erciſe of husbandry, 

Hee was the moſt excellent husbandman 
of his time , and was the firſt amongſt the 
Romians, that gatbered the precepts of huſ- 
bandry, and broughtthem into the forme of

Thu all-killing power, trium=- 
phans cedit, and by death i onercome , 


Pa minondas, ready to giue vp the ghoſt, 
willed the poyſoned ſhaft to bee palled 
from his deadly wound, & whe it was giuen 
.him to vnderſtand, that his ſhield was tound 
fate,and his enemiesput to flighrt,he cheere- 
tully departed out of this world. Cicero, 
Gorgnas Leontinus, being very ſick,afrend &, 
ot his demanded of him how he felt himſelte |} 
in body,he anſwered, NoW Sleepe beginneth to \ 
deliuer we to the poWer of bus brother Death 
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Aſdrubalswife, the laſt Lady of Carthage, 
had the lyke end in death , as the firſt Lady 
Dido had,for ſhe threw her ſelfc and her two 
ſonnes into the fire. 

Herod, becauſe hee would make the lewes 
ſorry for his death , whether they wouldor 
no, dying, commanded to ley all the Noble 
mens children of Iury. loſepbus . 

Veſpaſian ready to dye, ſtoode vp &layd, 
It becommeth an Emperour to paſſe out of this 
World ſtanding. 

Calanus, an Indian Gymnoſophilſt , when 
he had taken his long leaue of Alexander,pi- 
led vpa bonfire in the ſuburbs of Babilon, of 
dry wood,of Cedar, Roſemary,Cypres, Mir- 
tle,& Laurell, then he mounted the pile,the 
Sunne ſhining in his face , whoſe glorious 
beames he worſhipped,then he gane a token 
to the Lacedemonaans, to kindte the fire, & 
ſtoutly and valiantly dyed. 

Cercidas,an Arcadian,ready to dye, faidto 
his companions , 1 am not loath to departthis 
life, for 1 bope to ſee and talke with Pythagorss 
among the Pbyloſopbers , With Liuius among 
the Hiitoriograpbers , with Orpheus among sbe 
AMuſuians , and with Homer among the Ports 3 
which wordsas ſoone as he had yitered, hee 
Yaue yp the gholt, 
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Plato dying, thanked nature for three cau- 
es; the firſt,that he was borne a man, & not 
abeaſt ; the ſecond , that hee was borne in 
Greece, and not in Barbary; the third, that 
hee was borne in Socrates time, who taught 
him to die well, 

Antemon, was ſo deſirous to live, andſo 
fearefull ro dye,that ſcarle he would trauaile 
abroade, and compelled togoe , two of his 
ſeruants bore ouer his heada great brazen 
Target,to defend him fromany thing which 
might happento hurt him. 

Maſiniſſa, King of Numidia, rather com- 
mitted hiseſtate and life vnto dogs then vn- 
to men, as hisgard to keepe and defend him 
from death, 

Hector ſayd to Andromache, Be not ſorry 

for my deatb, for all men mu#t die. Homer. 
; Polydamags,entering into a Caue to defend 
himſelfe from the rayne, through the v10- 
lenceof thewater, the Caue fell downe ypon 
tim.

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Of Prodicality. 


Prodigality , one of the companions of Plea 
ſure, us called of the Stoicks 4 diſſolution, or te0 
much looſmg of reuerevt vertue , and atoken 
him which defireth to be « tyrant; ſuch Lyons(6 
Ariftophanes termeth them) are not to be nawi- 
ſhed in a common-wealth , for if they ſhould, 
men mu#t ſerue to ſatisfie their appetite, being « 
greedy of expence,as the couetous of money, 


(coparra, the laſt Queene of Xgipt, ins 

vited Anthony toafeaſt , atwhichſhee 
diſſolued in vineger a Pearle priced at an 
hundred Seltercies. 

Theſonne of Xſopus the Tragedian, was 
ſo prodigall,that at divers ſuppers hee would 
diſſolve rich pearles in vineger. Horace, 

Lucullus, was fo prodigall in ſamptuovs 
expences, and deſired inall his buildingsto 
ſeeme ſo magnificall, that he came into cons 
rerpt amongthe Romaines, & wascalleds 
Romaine Xerxes. Plut. 

There wasa law among the Grecians, that 
thoſe which had prodigally waſted theyr pa» þþ 
trimony , ſhould not be interred with theyr | 
aunceltors, /{lexand, 
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Prodigall lauiſhing,and palpable ſenſuality; 
brought Pericles, Callias the ſonne of Hip= 

onicus, and Nicius, not onely to neceſsitie, 

ttoextreame pouerty ; and when al their 
money was ſpent, they three drinking a pots 
ſoned potion to one another,died all three, 

Apicius,after he had by banquerting ſpent 
his whole patrimony, becauſe hee would not 
kade a miſerable lyte, hanged himſcite. 

Epicharmus an Athenian , haumg a jarge 
parrimony left him by his parents, conſu- 
med it in {ixe days, and all his life time after 
lueda begger. %y ! 

Straton Sydonivs, could in novvile abide 
that any one ſhould goe beyond him in pros 
digall expences , aa. hed, aroſe a great 
contention betwixt Nicocles Ciprius and 
tim, vvhilſt the one did vyhar hee could to 
excel|the other. Theopompus. 

Poliarchus vvas ſo grounded in prodigali- 
we, thathe would bring torth the dead cars 
taſſes of dogs and Cocks (ithee loued them 
vhenthey yvere ling) and gather all hys 
iends and acquaintance to the buriall of 

m, ſparing no colts ; he raiſed vpon their 
raves preat pyllars,and cauſed Epuaphs to 
 carued thereon, AXlianks, 


Chryſogonus, layd —_ vpon the __ 
Il, 0 
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of Sextus Roſcius, that hee might rioton{. 
Iy ſpend that, vvhich the other had wicked- 
ly gotten, Cicero. 

Caligula, in one yeereof hisraigne, ſpent 

rodigally 67, millions of golde, which Ti- 

nus his predeceſlor had gathered toge- 
ther. 7acitus, 

InRome it vvasprovided by lawe, that no 
Senatorſhould be indebted aboue a certaine 
ſum preſcribed. Feneftella. 

A.milius Lepidus, ' baning built an bouſe 
yvhich coſt ſixe thouſand pound, vyas for 
that cauſe deprived from the Senate. 

Diogenes, hearing that the houſe ofacer- 
taine prodigall man vvas offered to ſale,faid, 
1 knewe weli that bonſe Was ſo full of meate and 
Wine, that ere long it Would vomit out bis mai- 
Her. 

Toeret Tombes, to weare gold-rings,to 
vie {pyce in meate, to allay vvine vvith vva- 
ter, and to beare {weet ſmells; the menot As 
ſia lent as preſents ro the Romaines, 1 re- 
uenge of the Citties and blood that they had 
takenfromthem. Cicero. 

Cal:yula the Emperour, ſuffered hisovvne 
brother to make bicm a feaſt full of allex 
ceſſe, vyherein there vvere two thoulanc 
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offoules, 

One of the Fabij,by reaſon of his prodigall 
expences,was ſirnamed Guryves, 

Caligula was ſo prodigally minded, that he 
yvyould often ſay, it became a man to be eys 
ther thrifty, or an Emperour. 

Alexander vvas naturally given to ſpend 
much, and Darius to heape together, locke 
vp, and keepe, Plut. 

Ptolomeus the firit vyas ſo prodigall , that 
yvhat ſoeuer his ſeruants had bought in the 
morning, he would give away before night 
and beemg by hisnobles aduiled to be more 
moderate inhis largetſſe, hee aunſwered, You 
are deceined,to thinke that the poore ana needie 
Prince wtroubled. 

Alexander the Romaine, very ſildom gaue 
gold or filaer to any man but to ſouldiours 3 
dfirming it ro be vnlawtull tor him that was 
ſteward of th®©Common-wealth, to conuert 
that vvhich the prouinces had contributed, 


tothe private ſports and paſtimes of hym- 
elle and his fauorites. Lampridins, 


Of Pride. 


Pride is a ſmne of the ſoule,Whith is not ſeene 
and perceiued of any , but of God onely ;, and

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therfore Moſes giueth no temporall puniſhment 
$0 proude men, but referued them to the indges 
ment of God, 


R Omulus, puffed vp with the glory hes 

had attained vnto, became more ſenere 
to his Senators, and therefore hee was ſlaine 
of them at the flood of Caprea, Liuius, 

Agamemnon, conſidering the deſtrution 
of Troy , and his owne tryumphant eſtate; 
fayd, that the ouerthrowe of Priamus made 
him proude ; but afgayd vvithall, leaſt hee 
thorow pride, as Priamus was, might bee 0- 
uerthrowne, Seneca. 

Plautianus, beeing in chiefe honour and 
credite vvith Seuerusthe Emperour,leftnot 
a Country or a Citty vnſpoyled , to vphold 
thereby hisgreatnes and pryde.

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Nenecrates becauſe hewas excellent in the 
Arte of Phiſick, cauſed himſelfe to be called 
Jupiter ; Philip minding to corre hym for 
his pride, inuited himto a feaſt, and cauſed a 
table to be provided for him alone, which he 
vvasglad of, but when he —_— in ſtedof 


meate they gaue himnothing but incenſe,he 
vvas aſhamed, and departed fromthem in 
oreat rage. 

Dioclefian the Emperour, called himſelfe 
brother to the Sunne and Moone, and made 
an Edict that he would hane all men to kiſle 
his feete, wheras his predeceſſors gave their 
hands to theyrnobility , and bovved theyr 
knees to the fimplerſort. God ſuffered him 
todyea mad man, 

Socrates, when hee ſavve that Alcibiades 
vyexed proude becauſe of his great poſſeſsi- 
ons, ſhewed the Mappe of all the vvorld, & 
sked him whether hee knew vvhich yvere 
his !ands in the territory of Athence ; vvho 
aunſyyered they were not deſcribed there ; 
bow is it then (quoth he)that thou braggeſt 
of that vyhich is no part of the world © 

Antiochushad that admiration of hin-felfe, 
that he thought hee wasable to-ſayle on the 
earth,and goe on the ſeas. 4

Palzmon a Gramarian in Rome, promiſed 
immortalitic and everlaſting felicitie ynto as 
ny he dedicated his bookes to. Cor. grid. 

Sparſus, amongſt ignorant men, yyoulde 
ſeeme a great {cholicer , but when hee came 
yvhere {chollers were , hee fained himſelfe 
mad, as though he were not ignorant inany 
thing, but by his infirmitie to excuſe hym- 
ſelte from realoning, Seneca. 

Poppeia, Neroes concubine, hadher hor- 
ſes ſhocec with pure gcld, Martiall, 

Archidemus,the ſorne of Ageſilaus,beemg 
ouercome by Þ hillip,vnderſfanding that he 
vvexed proude thereof, ſent him this me{- 
ſage, If thou meaſure thy ſhadowe now _ 
vitlor, With thy /-adow in times pajt,Wwben thou 
Wa/ ouercome, thou ſhall finde it no longer then 
in thoſe dayes. Bruſonius. 

Tulius Cxfar confefTed (and that with boa» 
ſting) that hee flew in battailes, elevenhun- 
dred, ninety and two thouſand men. Plinie. 

Pompey the great ſurpaſled him,who cau- 
ſed to be written in the Temple of Minerva, 
1 hat be had overcome, put to flight, and ſlaine, 
end vpon yeelins , receiued to mercy , tWentie 

undred, fomreſcore, and foure thouſand men. 

Cato Cenſorius boalted , that hee tooke 
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more Townes in Spaine, then he had beene 
daves in that countrey, Plug. 

Ageſilaus King of Sparta, hearing an Athes 
nian boaſting the thicknes of Athens vyalls, 
avd, That the ſame did Well become them, bes 
cauſe (trong Walls were Wont to be bailt for Woe 
wen. 

ARomaine Patricide beeing ambitious of 
honour, & a coward,to obtaine the ſame,de- 
termined to ſerte fire on the Treaſure houle, 
vvhere the people of Rome layde vp theyr 
treaſure, Liaius, 

Pyrrhus might haue beene a great Prince 
it hee had not beene ambitious, and had tol- 
lowed Cineas counſell, who diflwaded hym 
from his voyage into ltalie ; but he ſaid,that 
from Tarentum hee vyould goe to Rome ; 
from Rome to Sicilia, from thence to Cars 
thage ; and vvhen he had ouercome the, he 
would be king of all Greece, & the yyould 
reſt himſelfe, 

Pompey could abidenoequall, and Czfar 
no ſuperiour, 

Fabius the proud Senator, dyed vvith ſwa- 
bwing a hayrein milke. 

Spurinus Metellus a Senator of Rome, was 
murdered, by reaſon of his ambition, & his 
houle ytterly raed by Cincinatus Dictator, 

becauſe 
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becauſe hee fought by meanes of a centaine 
diſtribution of wheat, to make himlſelfe king 
of Rome. 
i M. Manlius vppon the like occaſion, vvas 
tf} thrownedown headlongfrom aTower, Li- 
Abt MIUS , 

Diogenes vvould tread vpon Platoes car- 
pets and cuſhions, and ſayde that hee trode 
Platoes pride vnder foote ; but thou dooſt 
that (quoth Plato) vvith another greater 
pride, Laertius. 

The proude and ſtoute nature of Corioks- 
nus, was the caule of his ruine, notwithſtan- 
ding, that therewithall he was one of the ab- 
{olureſt men in all Rome, Liuinus. 

Epaminondas, perceming himlelte tobee 
{omwhat prouder for his victory at Leuctra, 
came abrode the next day homely apparrel- 
led in lome griefe ; and when hee was asked 
vyvhence lus ſadnes proceeded © heſayd hee 
had no cauſe of heauines, but dyd thatbe- 
caulc he had beene too well pleaſed the day 
before. Thucidides, 

The goodnes of Ariſtides, and the meeke- 
neſie of Cymon, made the government of 

the Athentans well lyked of all the Nations 
of Circece, but the arrogancie of Pauſanias, 
made itto be the more deſired. 


Philip 
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Philip King of Fraunce, 8 Tokn his ſonne, 
loft Guien by theyr over-baſtineſſe, and 
Charles recovered it by gentlenes and bumizs 
litie. Froiſard. 

Zeuxis, when hee had finiſhed the picture 
of Aralanta, beeing ſtrooken vvith admira- 
tion of his owne vvorke, brake into theſe 
ryords,and writ vnderneath it, Painters Will 
ſooner enuy then imitate my dooing. 

Salacon,beeing knowneto be a very poore 
man, vyas of ſo proude an humour, that hee 
tooke vpon him as thongh hee had beene as 
vvealthy as the beſt , from him came thys:

Anthony had two chyldren by Cleopatra, 
the one Alexander, who hee called the Sun, 
the other Cleopatra , whom hee called the 
Moone, Appian.

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come of me ? hee aunſwered, I woulde then

Pericles perſwading the Athenians to fol. 
low the vvarres,in an Oration vainely pray- 
ſed himſelfe, ſaying, That for counſaile inthis 
matter,they coulde not admit a more ſufficient 
man then bimſelfe. Thuctdides. 

Jugurtha killed his bretheren Hiempſall & 
Adherball, that he alone might bee King of 
Numidia, Salut. 

Alws Adrianus the Emperour , boaſted 
that vvhilit the Commonwealth was in qui- 
eteſtate, he got morethen all other Empe- 
rours in watrcs, and dei{truction of Realmes 
and Countries ; his name was {uv much fea- 
red, that many kings ſent him preſents, lec- 
King to be at peace with him. EFutrop. 

The ambitionof Marius and Sylla, kindled 
cull yvarrcs with ſuch extreamitie, that the 
itreets of Rome dyFrunae with the bloode 
of the Cittizens. Sue. 

Alexanderauniwered the Embaſſadors of 
Darws who intreated for peace, and oftered 
his daughter 1h marriage, that as the heauens 
coulde not (utjer wo Sunnes to rule, fo the

Caligula offered ſacrifice to Envie, as fea- 
ring him(elfe to be ſubie&t to her turic, and 
therfore deſirous to ſtand in her grace, Dion, 

Anſtotle envied Ifocrates ſo much, that he 
vvas wont to ſay, It Were a/hame for Ariilotie 
to bold bis peace, and let Iſocrates ſpeake. 

Homer had his Zoilus, Virgill tis Menivs, 
Cicero his Lycinius, yea, the Gods theme- 
ſelues had theyr Momus. 

Fauorinus was vyont to wonder hovve he 
coul.elyue , becauſe the Emperour Adrian 
enuied him,and therefore ona time yeelding 
tothe Emperour in acertaine diſputation, 
vvhen his friends that ftood by , merualled 


hath twenty legions of ſouldiours” 
Plato and Xenophon . Demolithenes and

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Antoninus and (3 eta, brothers & ſucceſſor 
inthe Empire to Severus theyr Father, en. 
vied ſo each other, that Antoninus ſlew hys 
brother Geta, that he might rulc alone, He 
rodian, 

The Athenians , through the ennythey 
bare to Themiſtocles, cauled Timocreon a 
Rhodian Poet, in his verſes to reporthima 
couetous perſon, a violater of hisfayth,and 
no keeper of hoſpitalitie. 

Caligulavvas wont for envie to thoſe hee 
met, to ſhave theyr haires of behinde ;- hee 
was ſo enuious, that if hee ſaw any Romaine 
that had fairegolden hayre , he would cutit 
off with his owne hands. Seto. 

Anthony cauſed the head of Ciceroto bee 
ſet before him when he was at meat ; & hys 
vvife Fulvia pulled out the tongue thereof, 
and wore it in her bonnet. Plutarch, 

Metellus, at what time Pompey was ap- 
poynred to ſucceed him in his office of Pro- 
conſulſhyp in Spayne, for enuy threof brake 
all the furniture of warre, conſumed all the 
victuals, famiſhed all the Elephants , fuffe- 
ring his ſouldiours to doe vyhat miury they 
could againſt Pompey. 

Plato being in A'gina, it was told the chicle 
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te,which ought by law to dic,he cailing Pla- 
to betore him, demaunded what hee yvas? 
Plato aunſwered, a Phyloſopher ; one enui- 
cus of him and good letters, hearing tbe 
name of Phyloſopher, ſayd, thys is no man, 
but a bealt, then repiyed Plato, ſaying; 1 
ouzht to be free by laW , beeing @ beait and no 
man ; vyhereypon they diſmiſled hym, La. 
00145, 

Politian writ to anenuious man; thou en- 
uielt all things to all men,except cnuie, and 
the ame thou dooſt cauie in another man, 
which is more enuiousthenthyſelfe. 

The mortall hatred betwixt Czſar and 
Pompey, wasnot becauſe the one had iniv- 
red the other, bur for that Pompey had on- 
vie ot that great fortune of Czlars1n fight» 
ing, and Czar of the great grace Pompey 
bad in gouernment, Suetonins. | 

Themiſtocles beeing demaunded by one 
that met him, why hee was ſad © aun{wered, 
The ſorroW that 1 haue, is for that in 2.2. yeeres 
ſince I was borne, I thinke not that | baze doone 
any thing worthy memory, becauſe I/ce no man 
in all Athence beareth me enuie, Tiutarch.

Alexander could not abide Perdiccas, be- 
caule hee was warlike, he hated Lyſimachug 
becauſe he was cunning in ordering a battell, 
heenuied Seleucus, becaule hee vyas full of 
proweſle and courage, hee abhorred Anti- 
gonus, becauſe he vvas ambitious, hee grad- 
ged at Atralus, becauſe his power was pritics 
like.

Calipha, King of Perſia, having filleda To- 
wer with gold, Iewels, and precious ſtones, 
and being in warre againſt Allan king of Tar: 
tary,was ſo ill fuccoured of his owne people, 
becauſe hee would not giue them theyr pay, 
that hee was taken of Allan, and famiſhedm 
that Tower where all his treaſure lay. 
Dionyſus the elder, aduertiſes of one that 
had hid great ſtore of money, commaunded 
him vpon paine of death to bring it to him, 
which he did , although not all, bur with the 
remainder dwelt inanother place,and beftos 
wed it vppon inheritance , when Diz,:yſius 
heard therof, he ſent him that which he took 
from him , faying, Now thou knowett how to 
Ve rictes,take that I bad from thee. 
Hermocrates,ready to die, bequeathed his

Theſame policie ved Cimon , to diminiſh 
the force and povver ot his allies, by graut- 
ting them vvhatſoeuer they required. 

T he careleſnefle and negligence of Dion- 
ſius the younger, getting the vpper handeof 
him, carried him to vvomen and lechery, & 
atlength did breake in {under his Adamant 
chaines; that is,the great number of his w#r- 
like ſouldiours, and his ſtore of Gallyes, 0 
vvhom his Father boaſted that heeleft bys 
kingdeme faſt chained to his ſonne, 
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Sardanapalus through his ſlethſulneſſe,was 
ouercome by Arbattus,, and loſt the Mo- 
narchie of Aſſyria. 

The Pheacons counted it the greateſt feli- 
citie that might be, to doe nothing. Homer, 

The Romaines vſed to puniſh idleneſle fo 
ſharply,that the husbandman whoſe ground 
vvas found barren,and bis paſtures vnoccu- 
pied, was preſently pat fromthe place, and 
his ground given to another man. 
| Macarius & Diogenes,for that they would 
not be acconted idie per{ons, the one would 
remooue heapes of fand from place to place, 
and the other vvoulde tumble his tubbe yp 
and downe. 

Auguſtus did winthe ſouldiours vnto him 
with rewards, the common ſort with plentie 
of victuals, and all generally 'vvith the plea- 
ſure of eale, Tacitas, 

VVhe Auguſtus reproched acertain plaier 
becauſe thorow his occaſion there wasa tu- 
multamong the people, hee aun{wered, It is 
good for thee, 5 Ceſar, that the people bee Þvith- 
beld by our idle exerciſes , from buſying theyr 
braines «bout other matters. Dion, 
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Of Gluttony. 


Thu deadly enemy to bealth,rebleni/heth the 
body with bumours, wind, inflamations, diſtil- 
lations, and opirations ; and change of meate

Saluſt, in his inuective againſt Cicero, a- 
monglt many graue matters vyhereof hee 
accuſed him,he ſpake of his wanton exceſle, 
as hauing poudred meats from Sardinia,and 
wines from Spayne. 

Lncullus tooke = paynes himſelfe in 
furniſhing ofa feaſt, and when he was asked 
wvhy he was ſocurious in ſetting out a ban- 

act, hee aunſwered, That there Was as gredt 
diſerction to be vſed in marſhalling of « feaſt,u 
intbe ordering of a battaile , that the one might 
be terrible to bis enemies, and the other acctþ» 
table to bis friends.

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NXerxes having taſted of the figges of A- 
thence, ſware by his Gods that hee vyoulde 
eateno other all his life after, and went forth- 
yvith to prepare an Army to conquer Gre- 
cia,for no other cauſe but to fill his belly full 
of the figges of that Country. Plut. 

Plato returning out of Sicill into Greece, 
told his ſchollers that he had ſeen a monſter, 
meaning Dioniſivs, becauſe hee viedto cate 
twicea day.

Ariſtotle mocking the Epicures, ſayd, that 
ypona time they vyentall ito a temple to- 
gether, beſeeching the Gods that they wold 
gyue them necksas long as Cranes and He- 
rons, that the pleaſures and taſtes of meates 
might be more long, complayning againſt 
Nature for making their necks too ſhort.

Niſzus a tyrant of Syracuſe, vvhen beyn- 
derſtood by his Soothſayers that he hadnot 
long toliue, the little time hee had left, hee 
ſpent in belly-cheere and drunkenoeſle, and 
ſo dyed, Rauiſius. 

Mar . Anthonivs ſet foorth a booke of hys 
drunkermeſſe, in which hee prooued thoſe 
prancks he played when hee vyas overcome 
with vvine, to be good and lawfull. lit.
